Happy 60th Birthday, Yakoo 


hey are boyhood buddies who had no idea they were 
_ creating what would become one of the most recogniz- 
able — and revered — symbols in the city. 


The Yakoo — beloved by most and misinterpreted by 


some — turns 60 years old next week. 

The creation of North Quincy High School’s mascot and 
symbol of pride and excellence is a compelling story head- 
lined by two lifetime friends as well as a supporting cast of 


hundreds of students and faculty who have embraced end 


cherished the caricature for generations. 

We start from the very beginning. 

In the fall of 1957, James Peter Fredericksen and Allan 
Yacubian, two seniors at NQHS, responded to a request 
by the school’s student council to create a mascot for the 
Red Raiders’ name. Peter, a talented and aspiring artist who 
would later receive a job offer to create illustrations for Walt 
Disney, was asked to draw a Red Raider school symbol. 

School mascots, back in those days, were few at any lev- 
el including high school and college. 

The slate was blank, the canvas fresh so to speak. Inspi- 
ration was within an arm’s reach. 

Sitting beside Peter in home economics class was Allan, 
who would later become a popular dentist in Quincy. 

~ “Allan was sitting beside me in class and I simply drew a 
side view of him,” Peter said in a recent interview. 

“He told me to take off my glasses and I did,” Allan said 
continuing the story while removing his glasses and moving 
his head sideways to show his nose-dominant profile, grin- 
ning all the way. 


“IT was 16 at the time and it seemed very innocent at the . 


time and it just progressed from there. It just blossomed 
from there,” Peter says. 

Allan Yacubian is of Armenian descent. His father came 
to the U.S. from Armenia after his parents and brother were 
killed during the Armenian holocaust. His father instilled in 
Allan and his late brother, Arthur, the importance of educa- 


tion. Arthur, who also graduated from North Quincy High s¢ 


School, went on to earn a degree from Eastern Nazarene 
College and later his master’s from Trinity College. Arthur 
also served in the U.S. Air Force during the Korean War. 

Some have confused the — as a Native American. 
It is not. 

Peter and Allan, who have known each other since the 
second grade, worked together to complete the Yakoo mas- 
cot. 

“I specifically asked Peter, ‘Do I have a big smile?’ And 
he said ‘no’ — this was a legitimate thing we are doing. I 
said ‘are you going to give him a knife?’ And he said ‘no 
weapons.’ He said he was going to give him a tool — a stone 
hammer.” 

The hammer represents perseverance and hard work. 

Peter corrects those who believe the Yakoo is carrying a 
quiver of arrows or a spear or a hatchet. 

“He isn’t carrying a quiver or a spear. He’s carrying what 
is called a guide-on. And anyone who has been in the ser- 
vice knows the guide-on is in the upper right hand corner 
of the company or the platoon and states what company or 
platoon. If you check on that in the photograph that’s what’s 


~ was originally drawn — a North Quincy guide-on. 


“He’s not carrying a tomahawk — it’s a stone hammer.” 
‘The Yakoo was immediately embraced by the students 
at NQHS. ae 

“They loved it,” Allan says recalling the student assem- 
bly when the symbol was unveiled Nov. 29, 1957, following 
the Quincy-North Quincy Thanksgiving Day football game. 
“They thought it was wonderful. They sent the artwork to 
sOme company in California to have decals of the Yakoo 
made. They were 15 cents apiece. 

“T bought two. Thirty cents was big money back in those 
days. I still have one of the originals.” 

The Yakoo was also an instant hit with Red Raider alum- 
ni. 

“I was concerned about how it would be received by the 
alumni and the more I got out there the more they told them 
they loved it,” Allan says. 

Peter and Allan, now 77, both graduated from North 


Quincy High School the following spring, 1958. They both ° 


thought the Yakoo would also leave the pays of North 
Quincy High School after graduation. 
“When we went on -our way we didn’t think it would 


be like a snowball rolling down the hill,” Allan says. “My

neighbor several years later said, ‘hey, you were the school 
symbol’ and I said ‘what?’ And then I realized what she was 
talking about because no one had mentioned it.” 

Yakoo became more than a school symbol. It took on a 
human element of pride and prestige with students voted 
“Mr. and Mrs. Yakoo.” 

“The senior class votes and it’s a very serious thing when 
they vote,” Allan notes. “They vote for somebody who takes 
it very seriously.” 

He said he intends to send a questionnaire to ‘all the for- 
mer Mr. and Mrs. Yakoos in ‘school and ask them what the 
title meant to them. He wants to - their responses in 
a book. 

“T think it would be fascinating to see where these people 
went (after graduation), what they thought of it.” 

Readers of this newspaper know that not everyone is a 
fan of the Yakoo. The symbol has generated. some contro- 
versy in the city by those who believe it is racially insensi- 
tive to Native Americans. Some hawe shared those views 
with letters to the editor. 

In 1990, the controversy over the Yakoo gathered mo- 
mentum and there was discussion ‘about possibly elimi- 
nating the symbol. Yacubian said the father of one North 
Quincy High School student asked why anyone would want 
to remove it from the school. 

“You know when my son came home he asked me, ‘why 
are they taking the Yakoo away from us?’ He said the Yakoo 
is the one thing at North that you don’t see graffitied. It took 
me an hour to figure out what he was saying. 

“The kids respect it. It Briones to the kids. It’s their 
school and it’s their symbol.” 

Fredericksen, addressing the critics, adds: “If this figure 
has a name Yakoo, you can check on the internet that no 
Indian tribe even comes close to the name of Yakoo. His 
nickname in school was Yaqui (pronounced Yak-ah). It’s no 
coincidence. They decided they were going to name it after 
him which was a big deal but in a sense a nice thing.” 

He then responded to a claim by one Yakoo critic who 
suggested in a letter to The Quincy Sun that the reason they 
are trying to keep the Yakoo is that Dr. Yacubian just wants 
to keep his name out front. 

“My question to that person would be if you recognize 
this as Dr. Yacubian — he’s an Armenian — so he can’t be a 
Native American can it?” 

He admits he becomes agitated when the symbol — 
Yacubian — are the targets of unfounded criticism. 

“The bottom line is I become more offended and become 
more proactive and you’re trying to be the nice guy,” Pe- 
ter says, gesturing to Allan. “I don’t like to be accused of 
“what he draw is this, that’s what it really represents.’ B.S. 
Because I was 16 and I would never think about this or that 
or whatever. 

“You can’t do that without answering to them in this day 
and age. If it’s in writing or it’s a spoken word and you don’t 
respond, it becomes accepted as truth and it’s not.” 

Throughout its six decades, the Yakoo has long been 
supported by students and alumni and has also received the 
backing of the federal government.

Jim Trelease, in his mil- 
lion-copy best-seller “The 
Read-Aloud Handbook,” 
says that the single most im- 
portant activity for building 
the knowledge required for 
eventual success in reading 
is reading aloud to children.

In a_ study involving

“most engaged” category.

Turkey Stuffing In Muffin Tins 


By MARIE 

Thanksgiving Day would almost not be 
possible or at least not traditional without a 
delicious stuffing. 

Stuffing can be made so many different 
ways by adding ground meats, giblets, oys- 
ters, or sausages and the list goes on. I start- 
ed placing stuffing in muffin tins last year. 
Stuffing in muffin tins was both a fun and 
easy to serve so I decided to do the same 
this year. 


RECIPE 


2 stncks of celery, finely chopped 

1 small onion, finely chopped 

¥% bag of Pepperidge Farm Herb stuffing 
mix 

1 and % tablespoon of Bell seasoning 


2 tablespoons of vegetable oil 


2 cups of chicken broth 

In a large frying pan or pot, heat the oil 
and sauté the celery and onion. Add the two 
cups of chicken broth and cook until celery 
is tender. Then add the stuffing mix and mix 
until well moistened. If the mixture is dry 
add either water or more broth. 

Once the stuffing mixture is cooled you 
can place in lightly greased muffin tins fill- 
ing them to the top. Or when cooled you 
can use this stuffing to stuff the turkey or 
you can bake in a lightly greased casserole 
dish.

If you are one of the mil- 
lions of people affected by 
diabetes, persistent high 
Blood sugar levels can put 
you and your feet at risk for 
serious complications. 

Two conditions called 
diabetic neuropathy and 


peripheral vascular disease 


can cause extensive dam- 
age. Approximately 10 per- 
cent of people with diabetes 
develop foot ulcers second- 
ary to peripheral vascular 
disease and nerve damage. 
Chronically high sugar 
levels associated’ with un- 
controlled diabetes can lead 
to nerve damage that in- 
terferes with the ability to 
sense pain and temperature, 
increasing the risk that a 
person with diabetes will not 
be aware of problems with 
their feet. People with dia- 
betes may not detect sores 
or cuts on the feet, which in 
turn can lead to an infection. 


Nerve damage can also alter 


the function of foot muscles, 
causing improper alignment 
and injury. 

Diabetes is also associ- 
ated with poor circulation. 
Peripheral vascular dis- 
ease signifies compromised 
blood flow in the arms and 
legs. Poor blood flow in- 
tensifies the chance that in- 
fections will not heal, thus 
increasing the risk of tissue 


death, ulcers and gangrene. 
Those with diabetes are at 
increased risk for serious 
complications _ associated 
with these conditions, in- 
cluding infection and even 
amputation. Some common 
foot complications include: 

¢ Athlete’s foot 

Cracked skin, itching, 
and redness accompany this 
condition. Fungus enters 
cracks in the skin causing an 
infection that must be treat- 
ed with antifungal medica- 
tions. Oral medications or 
topical creams may be used 
to treat athlete’s foot. 

¢ Fungal nail infection 

Thick, brittle, yellow- 
brown, or opaque nails are 


common with fungal nail 


infections. The infected area 
may crumble or seem to 
pull away from the rest of 
the nail. Oral.jmedications 
are most effective in treat- 
ing fungal nail infections. 
Sometimes, surgery is es- 
sential to remove infected 
areas of the nail. 

¢ Calluses 

Calluses are hard areas 
of thickened skin that ac- 
cumulate on the bottom of 
the feet. Uneven weight dis- 
tribution, a skin abnormal- 
ity, or ill-fitting shoes may 
cause calluses. 

¢ Corns 

A corn is a thickened, 
button-like area of skin that 
builds up between the toes 


or adjoining a bony area of 
a toe. Pressure and friction 
instigate corns. Avoid over- 
the-counter corn removal 
treatments. 

¢ Blisters 

Blisters are raised, fluid- 
filled areas of skin that form 
as a result of friction. To 
care for a blister, keep the 
area clean, apply antibacte- 
rial cream or ointment, and 
cover it with a bandage to 
reduce the risk of infection. 
Popping a blister is not ad- 
vised since the skin covering 
the area helps guard against 
contamination of the area. 

¢ Bunions 

A bunion is a tender, red, 
callused area that forms on 
the outside of the joint of the 
big toe. They may appear on 
both feet and tend to run 
in families. Wearing high- 
heeled shoes with inade- 
quate toe room increases the 
risk of- bunions. Shielding 
the bunion with padding or 
a foam cushion helps protect 
it. If the bunion is extremely 
painful or unsightly, surgery 
may be used to alleviate the 
symptoms. 

¢ Foot ulcers 

When a minor scrape or 
skin break on the foot be- 
comes infected, a sore can 
result. In people who have 
diabetes, sores heal slowly 
or may not heal at all, result- 
ing in a skin ulcer. Prompt 
diagnosis and treatment are

Weakened muscles in the 
toes contribute to the curled 
appearance known as “ham- 
mertoes.” Hammertoes can 
be hereditary.

Corrective footwear 
and splints can help reposi- 
tion and treat hammertoes.

¢ Ingrown toenail 

Ingrown toenails derive 
their name from growing 
into the skin along the edges 
of the nail.

¢ Plantar warts 

Thickened areas on the 
soles of the feet that have 
small black spots or pin- 
holes are probably plantar 
warts.

Plantar warts should be 
treated by a professional as 
over-the-counter remedies 
can worsen the situations or 
cause further complications.

Oral medications or 
topical creams may be used 
to treat athlete’s foot. 
¢ Fungal nail infection 
Thick, brittle, yellow- 
brown, or opaque nails are 
common with fungal nail 
infections. The infected area 
may crumble or seem to 
pull away from the rest of 
the nail. Oral medicéétons 
are most effective in treat- 
ing fungal nail infections. 
Sometimes, surgery is es- 


sential to remove infected . 


areas of the nail. 

¢ Calluses 

Calluses are hard areas 
of thickened skin that ac- 
cumulate on the bottom of 
the feet. Uneven weight dis- 
tribution, a skin abnormal- 
ity, or ill-fitting shoes may 
cause calluses. 

¢ Corns 


A. corn is a thickened, - 


button-like area of skin that 
builds up between the toes 


itching, - 


or adjoining a bony area of 
a toe. Pressure and friction 
instigate corns. Avoid over- 
the-counter corn removal 
treatments. 

¢ Blisters 

Blisters are raised, fluid- 
filled areas of skin that form 
as a result of friction. To 
care for a blister, keep the 
area clean, apply antibacte- 
rial cream or ointment, and 
cover it with a bandage to 
reduce the risk of infection. 
Popping a blister is not ad- 
vised since the skin covering 
the area helps guard against 
contamination of the area. 

¢ Bunions 

A bunion is a tender, red, 
callused area that forms on 
the outside of the joint of the 
big toe. They may appear on 
both feet and tend to run 
in families. Wearing high- 
heeled shoes with inade- 
quate toe room increases the 
risk of bunions. Shielding 
the bunion with padding or 
a foam cushion helps protect 
it. If the bunion is extremely 
painful or unsightly, surgery 
may be used to alleviate the 
symptoms. 

¢ Foot ulcers 

When a minor scrape or 
skin break on the foot be- 
comes infected, a sore can 
result. In people who have 
diabetes, sores heal slowly 
or may not heal at all, result- 
ing in a skin ulcer. Prompt 
diagnosis and treatment are.

¢ Hammertoes 

Weakened muscles in the 
toes contribute to the curled 
appearance known as “ham- 
mertoes.” Hammertoes can 
be hereditary. They can also 
be triggered by wearing 
shoes that are too small and 
don’t provide adequate toe 
room. Corrective footwear 
and splints can help reposi- 
tion and treat hammertoes. 
Sometimes surgery may be 
needed to straighten the af- 
fected toes. 

¢ Ingrown toenail 

Ingrown toenails derive 
their name from growing 
into the skin along the edges 
of the nail. An ingrown toe- 
nail may produce pain, pres- 
sure, and even cut into the 
skin leading to an infection. 
Wearing tight or ill-fitting 
shoes increases the risk of 
ingrown toenails. High-im- 
pact activities such as jog- 
ging and aerobics may im- 
pact the problem. The most 
beneficial way to prevent in- 
grown toenails is to keep the 
nails trimmed. Professional 
medical treatment is neces- 
sary if an ingrown toenail 
is severe or if there is an in- 
fection. Sometimes surgery 
is necessary to remove the 


affected part of the nail and 
the growth plate from which 
the nail grows. 

¢ Plantar warts 

Thickened areas on the 
soles of the feet that have 
small black spots or pin- 
holes are probably plantar 
warts. Plantar warts are 
caused. by a virus. The in- 
volved patches of skin are 
painful and may occur as a 
single lesion or in clusters. 
Plantar warts should be 
treated by a professional as 
over-the-counter remedies 
can worsen the situations or 
cause further complications. 

Successfully living with 
diabetes requires a height- 
ened awareness of your 
health and your condition. 
Taking appropriate care 
of your feet can prevent 


problems before they start. 


Keeping your blood sugar 


levels within the recom- 


mended range is one of the 
best things you can do. 

Follow your doctor’s 
recommendations regarding 
diet, exercise and medica- 
tion. Daily foot checks are 
particularly important if you 
have inadequate blood flow. 
Carefully inspect your feet 
daily for redness, blisters, 
sores, calluses, and other 
signs of irritation.

Wash your feet daily 
with non-irritating soap and 
warm water, avoid soaking 
your feet. Dry your feet com- 
pletely after bathing, paying 
special attention to the areas 
between the toes.

Proper foot- 
wear, socks, and stockings 
are essential components of 
protecting your feet. 

Throughout the day, if 
possible, prop your feet up 
when sitting down and take > 
frequent breaks to flex and 
point your toes and circle 
your feet in both directions. 
Avoid crossing your legs, 
especially for long periods. 
Smoking aggravates blood 
flow issues, so avoid smok- 
ing and if you do smoke, 
quit.

Retirement Benefit

Dear Rusty: I am a 58-year-old widow, born in 1958. My 
husband, born in 1953, was collecting Social Security Dis- 
ability benefits when he died, worked throughout his life- 
time and had earned enough credits to be eligible for regular 


Social Security benefits had he lived long enough. I know I. 


can start collecting survivor’s benefits at age 60, but I’m not 
sure if that’s smart because I’d like to keep working and I’m 
not sure if working would affect my widow’s benefits. 

I should also mention that I don’t have the full 35 years 
working that Social Security uses to calculate my own retire- 
ment benefit amount, so I’m unclear about when or whether 
to consider switching from. survivor’s benefits to benefits 
based on my own work record. Please help me figure out 
the best way forward. Signed: A Survivor 

Dear Survivor: You already know that you’re not eli- 
gible for survivor’s benefits until you are 60 years old, and 
your plan to continue working after that,does, indeed, add 
a wrinkle. While you will be eligible to begin survivor’s 
benefits at age 60, the benefit you receive will be reduced 
to 71.5 percent of what you would receive if you wait until 
your widow’s full retirement age (FRA). Note too that as 
a widow, your full retirement age is 4 months earlier than 
the normal FRA for someone born in 1958 - 66 years and 4 
months vs. 66 years and 8 months for the normal. 3 

In the immediate future I suggest you focus on eliminat- 
ing some of those zero-salary years in your 35 year work 
record because they will reduce the Social Security benefit 
you will be entitled to. You said you want to continue work- 
ing, and for each year you work now one of those zero years 
will be eliminated and your benefit amount from your own 
work record will increase. 

If working provides enough money to keep you finan: 
cially comfortable, then delaying the start of your survivor’s 
benefit beyond age 60 will improve the reduction factor 
by about 4.5 percent for each year you delay, up to your 
FRA. The actual amount of your survivor’s benefit -will 
be based upon your deceased husband’s primary insurance. 
amount (the amount of benefit he would have been entitled 
to at his full retirement age) and the age at which you ap- 
ply for survivor’s benefits. Even if you are still working, 
there’s no. advantage to waiting beyond your FRA to start 
survivor’s benefits because the maximum survivor’s benefit 
is reached at FRA. Whenever you apply for your survivor’s 
benefit you will need to apply in persoa.at your Social Secu- 
rity office, and you should be specific that you are applying 
only for survivor’s benefits, not your benefits based on your 
own work record. 

If you choose to start collecting survivor’s benefits ear- 
ly and continue to work, Social Security,’s “earnings test” 
could affect your benefit. Except for the year in which you 
attain your FRA, Social Security will take back $1 for every 
$2 you earn above their annual earnings limit, which for 
2017 is $16,920. 

Unlike survivor’s benefits which stop growing at FRA, 
the benefit available from your own work record will con- 
tinue to increase if you wait beyond your full retirement age 
to start collecting it. In fact, your benefits from your own 
work record will increase by about 8% for each year you 
delay beyond your FRA, until you reach the maximum at 
age 70. A prudent approach might be to continue collecting 
your survivor’s benefits until some years past your FRA (but 
not later than 70) and allowing your benefit from your own 
work record to grow. Provided your own benefit is larger 
than your survivor’s benefit, you can then switch over to 
the higher benefit. In any Case, do not wait past your FRA 
to start your survivor’s benefit, nor after age 70 to start your 
own retirement benefits.

Residents and elected of- 
ficials expressed their frus- 
tration over the MBTA’s 
plan to accommodate com- 
muters during the 20 months 
the Wollaston station is 
closed for renovations, in- 
cluding the decision not to 
expand local bus service as 
previously promised. 

The T will close the sta- 
tion on Jan. 2 as the reno- 
vation project begins. The 
entire station, which : first 
opened in 1971, will be re- 
built from the tracks up, 
project manager John Mc- 
Cormack said at a com- 
munity meeting Nov. 15 
at Central Middle School. 
The $33 million project is 
"meant to bring the station 
into compliance with the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act by providing elevator 
access to the platform; Wol- 
laston is currently the only 
Red Line station that is not 
ADA compliant. a 

Red Line trains will con- 
tinue to pass through the 
station while it is shutdown, 
expect on certain nights and 
weekends when the entire 
Braintree branch of the Red 
Line is closed. Parking at 
Wollaston station will be 
reduced from 538 spaces to 
432 during the project. 

Between now and Jan. 
25, Red Line service on the 
Braintree branch is stop- 
ping at 9 p.m. through the 
end of service, with shuttle 
buses running between 
North Quincy and Braintree. 
Weekend closures will be in 
place between Jan. 20 and 
April 22 of next year. Regu- 
lar service is scheduled for 
holidays — Thanksgiving, 
Christmas Eve and Day, 
New Year’s Eve and Day, 


and Martin Luther King Jr. 
Day — and the weekends of 
March 17-18 and April 14- 
1S, 

Additional dates for 
nighttime and weekend clo- 
sures will be announced as 
the project progress. Mc- 
Cormack said there would 
be a total of 44 weeks of 
nighttime closures and 18 
weekends of closures relat- 
ed to the Wollaston project. 

During the time the Wol- 
laston station is closed ‘but 
trains run on the Braintree 
branch, shuttle buses, op- 
erated by the Yankee bus 
line, will connect Wollaston 
and North Quincy stations. 
Brian Kane, who works in 
operations with the MBTA, 
said the shuttle buses would 
make three stops near the 


-<“Wollaston station — one at 


Hancock and Woodbine 
Streets, one at Beale Street 
and Greenwood Avenue and 
the third at Newport Avenue 
next to the station. 

Kane said Yankee would 
provide 20 to 25 buses dur- 
ing peak hours. Each bus 

‘can seat about 50 people, 

with standing room for up to 
25 more. 
‘  T officials had previously 
said the four local bus routes 
— the 210, 211, 212 and 217 
— originating from Quincy 
Center and passing through 
Wollaston Center would run 
on more frequent schedules 
while the station is closed 
as part of the mitigation ef- 
fort. Several residents asked 
about those bus routes dur- 
ing the meeting, with Kane 
telling them the MBTA nev- 
er planned to expand their 
frequency because it lacks 
the buses and drivers to do 
so.

Liang also asked Kane 
and McCormack to identify 
one suggestion made dur- 


ing previous community 
meetings the T had adopted.

by jeers and expletives from 
those in attendance. Colon, 
however, did identify sev- 
eral suggestions state of- 
ficials had followed up on, 
including the creation of a 
community advisory coun- 
cil, trial runs of the shuttle 
service, and hiring a private 
firm to provide outreach.

Liang was not the only 
elected official with con- 
cerns over the project. Coun- 
cillor-elect Anne Mahoney 
said state and city officials

Quincy’s special educa- 
tion students outscored the 
majority of the state aver- 
ages on the latest MCAS 
exam. 

The school committee on 
Nov. 15 approved the spe- 
cial education improvement 
plan following a presenta- 
tion that included a review 
of MCAS and MAP results 


‘from the exams adminis- 


tered last spring. The plan 
also outlined programs, ac- 


tion steps and goals for the’ 
- district’s special education 


program. 

Elementary Special Edu- 
cation Coordinator Erin 
Perkins said the special 
education program is a joint 
effort involving parents, 
school officials and- spe- 


-cialists. This collaboration, 


she said, helps the special 
education team develop “a 
rich educational experience 
for our students and their 
families” and provide spe- 
cially designed instruction 
for students based on their 
individual needs. 

“Our goal is to help stu- 
dents become independent 
and productive members of 
society,” said Perkins. “We 
strive to design lessons that 
build individual strengths 
while meeting the social and 


- emotional needs of our stu- 


dents.” 
Students with disabili- 


_ ties in grades 2 and 3 took» 
the MAP (Measure and Per- 


formance) assessment that 
measures student growth 
over the course of a year in 
core academics. The MAP 
exam also shows if students 
are performing at or below 
grade level. It compares re- 
sults with those of the dis- 
trict and nation. 

Grade 2 students scored 
a 16.41 which is higher 
than both the district and 
national scores of 14. In 
Grade 3, special education 
students scored 12.38 which 
outscored the district and 
national scores of 10.3 and 
10.5 respectively. 

“MAPhelps us set growth 
goals based on identified 
strengths and weaknesses,” 
said Perkins. “Special edu- 
cation teachers can use this 
information to develop IEP 
(Individual Education Plan) 
goals and benchmarks for 
their students.” 

Perkins said special edu- 
cation students were exam- 
ined in English Language 
Arts (ELA) and math in 
grades 3 through 10 on the 


MCAS exam. 

“We have some areas 
that we need to continue to 
work to improve, but gener- 


_ ally we were pleased with 


the progress students have 
made,” she said. 

In the MCAS Pnstigh 
Language Arts (ELA) exam 
administered to students 
with disabilities in grades 3, 
4, 6 and 7 scored above the 
state level in either meeting 
or partially meeting growth 
expectations. Grades 5 and 
8 were below the state. 

Perkins said grade 8 is 
a concern and teachers are 
working to move more stu- 
dents into the meeting and 
exceeding expectations 
range. ma 

In the math MCAS, 
grades 3, 5, 6 and 7 scored 
above the state in meeting 
or partially meeting growth 
benchmarks.~~ 


Middle School Special. 


Education Coordinator 
Sarah Anderson noted that 
grades 4 and 8 took the on- 
line test forthe first time and 
that may have accounted for 
the lower scores in those 
grades. 

Grade {0 students out- 
scored the state in ELA and 
math on the MCAS com- 
pared to 2016. Anderson 
was particularly pleased 
with these results. 

“Tt’s exciting to see that 
over the past two years, 92 
percent of students with dis- 
abilities passed the ELA and 
76 percent passed the math 
portion,” she said. “Students 
are above the state in pass- 


ing both years. This assures: 


us that what we’re doing at 
the high schools is work- 
ing.” 

Perkins said special edu- 
cation students’ academic 
growth is on the rise. 

“We’re very pleased 
with the results of student 
growth,” said Perkins. “In 
all grade levels, student 
growth either was within 
range or above.” 

In ELA, grades 4, 5, 6; 8 
and 10 had average growth 
while grade 7 was above av- 
erage. 

Grades 4, 7 and 8 had 
average growth in math and 
grades 5 and 10 had above 
average growth. Perkins not- 
ed that grade 6 results were 
of concern and that students 
will be monitored to make 
sure they are making prog- 
ress during the year. 

Students in grades 3, 4,5, 
6, 7 and 10 were above state 
averages in the percentage 


of correct answers in the 
ELA exam. 

In the math exam, Quin- 
cy students in grades 3,4, 5, 
6 and 10 outscored the state 
with the number of correct 
answers. 

Several programs were 
showcased during a power 
point presentation, includ- 
ing a math station in a 
‘classroom that features six 
stations where students per- 
form various math related 
tasks. This helps struggling 
students and the visual lean- 
er. 

- Various goals were out- 
lined for this school year 
including continuing col- 


laboration with the Quincy 


Parent Advisory Council 
to increase parent engage- 
ment, piloting a high needs 
program in grade 3, work- 
ing to increase math scores 
in grades 6, 7 and 38 and de- 
veloping a new middle and 
high school inclusion course 
for educators to help pro- 
vide more access to general 
education classes for special 
‘needs students. 
Additionally, an innova- 
tive transitional program 
for students ages 18 to 22 is 
being implemented at North 
Quincy High School. This 
program focuses on devel- 
oping life skills to help stu- 
dents be more independent. 
In another matter, the 
district is renewing its part- 
nership with Proctor & 
Gamble, Gillette Corp. to 
support the Quincy robot- 


ics teams. Zach Egan, a. 


mechanical engineer at Gil- 
lette and a 2002 graduate of 
North Quincy High School, 
won a company initiative to 
donate $10,000 to the dis- 
trict’s robotics program. 

Egan was assisted with 
his proposal by several 
Quincy residents who work 
with him and volunteer in 
the Quincy schools.

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Mahoney Wants More Transparent City Government 
Councillor At-Large-Elect To Be Sworn In With Colleagues In January

Councillor-elect 
Mahoney wants to make the 


‘city’s spending and constit- 


uent services more transpar- 
ent when she takes office in 
January. 

Mahoney, 52, has spent 
the last dozen years on the 
School Committee. 
Nov. 7, she was one of three 
residents elected to at-large 
seats on the City. Council, 
joining incumbents. Noel 
DiBona and Nina Liang. 
Mahoney finished second in 
a six-person field. 

Mahoney, along with 
the rest of the city council 
and three school commit- 
tee members elected Nov. 
7, will be sworn in to a two- 
year term in early January. 


_ The date for the swearing-in 


ceremony had yet to be set 

as of press time. 
_Inarecent interview, Ma- 

honey identified two priori- 


ties she has when she starts 
‘ her term on the council in 


January, both of which’ she 
said resonated with voters 
on the campaign trail over 
the past five months. 

The first issue Mahoney 
identified as a priority is a tax 
exemption for homeowners, 
which would give residents 
who live in and own their 
own homes a break on prop- 
erty taxes. There is currently 
a proposal before the council 
to establish such an exemp- 
tion, and Mahoney said she 
can add to the deliberations 
on the proposal. 

“There are two things 
and I know one of the two 
things is going to be on the 
council meeting in the next 
couple weeks, residential 
tax breaks,” Mahoney said 
when asked about her pri- 
orities. “I think I can add to 
that conversation.” 

She also plans to press 
the city to adopt Open 
Checkbook, which tracks 
municipal spending on a 
weekly basis. Mahoney said 
residents would be able to 
track not only where the 
city’s general fund budget is 
going, but also other money 
from other funding streams 
such as the Community 
Preservation Committee. 

“Transparency is a big 
issue in the city of Quincy,” 
she said. “There is not a lot 
of trust of where people’s 
tax money is being spent. 
We talk a lot about bonds 


~ and we talk a lot about proj- 


ects, but we’re not seeing 
them done and I’d like to 
see Open Checkbook, which 
is real-time, live. It’s like 
an online checkbook. It’s a 
grant from the state. 
“Boston does. The MBTA 
does it. Braintree does it. 
A lot of communities have 
adopted it because it builds 
trust in the community and 
it shows where taxpayers’ 
money is being spent...the 
city of Quincy will be able

to see who we’re paying, 
when we’re paying and how 
much we’re paying.”

Mahoney said she ran for 
a council seat this year be- 
cause she loves Quincy and 
believes she can help better 
the city. .

Mahoney came in fourth 
place in the Sept. 12 pre- 
liminary election, trailing 
former public works com- 
missioner Daniel Raymondi 
and Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest for the second 
and third positions behind 
DiBona — who topped the 
field in the preliminary and 
again in the Nov. 7th final 
election. 

Mahoney said her cam- 
paign team opted not to 
spend money ahead of the 
preliminary because they 
knew she would qualify for 
a spot in the November bal- 
lot. After the preliminary, 
the campaign hit full stride. 

“I couldn’t afford to 
spend a dime in the pre- 
liminary,” Mahoney said. 
“With the situation we were 
in with seven - candidates, 
we were confident that we 
would place. We didn’t

be somewhere in that mix 
and it didn’t matter where 
we were so long as we were 
in the six. 

“From Sept. 13 on, we 
put it into high gear. I work 
full-time, 40 to 60 hours 
outside of the city of Quin- 
cy. Everyone who works on 
my campaign works a full- 
time job, so it wasn’t like 
we have the luxury of being 
here in the city of Quincy 
taking months off. 

“We work and I would 
come off the train and be 
strategic — as soon as my 
feet landed in the city of 
Quincy I was at the doors. 
I was at the doors until the 
sun went down and then I 
was on my computer. I was 
up at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ings=People sometimes got 
text messages from me at 3 
o’clock in the morning de- 
pending on what I was do- 
ing. We did that every day 
— not a day off, not an hour 
off, not a break.” 

Mahoney said she was 
confident her campaign had 
identified the top priorities 
for voters — taxes, spending, 
traffic and development, ar- 
eas she identified during the 
first candidates night in ear- 
ly August in Merrymount. 

“At the very beginning in 
Merrymount, no one knew 
what direction the city was 
going. I made it very clear 
that it was taxes, overspend- 
ing, traffic and development. 
It became the mantra for ev- 
erybody in this campaign,” 
Mahoney said. 

“So we knew coming out 
of Sept. 12 that our message 
was spot on. We didn’t have 
to do polls and I didn’t have 
to look for influencers in the 
city of Quincy to tell me.

precincts were in, I did not 
believe the numbers that we 
were in second place.” 

“At the end of the day,” 
she added, “the most im- 
portant thing and the most 
important endorsement — 
and we did get endorsed by 
unions and they were part of 
my team — was the voters. 
Knowing that they came out 
and they came out strong for 
me on Tuesday is lifting me 
to be able to make sure I can 


‘ do what I said I could to do 


when I go to council, which 
is simply be independent 
and ask questions, and if you 
can’t answer the questions 
we can’t move forward.” 

Mahoney said she was 
proud of her campaign team, 
which was led by members 
of her family and supporter 
Veronica Bertrand.

“It didn’t matter, because 
those things don’t mat- 
ter in the Anne Mahoney 
campaign because as far as 
I was concerned we are all 
one.

McCarthy will join the 
council in January; a date 
for the swearing-in ceremo- 
ny had yet to be announced 
as of press time Monday. 

McCarthy, who sits on 
the citizens advisory board 
for Quincy Center, said he 
believes the downtown is 
headed in the right direc- 
tion. Residents on the edges 
of the downtown area, how- 
ever, have shared with him 
concerns about overdevel- 
opment encroaching on their 
neighborhoods. _ 

“I think the mayor has 


~ got a good plan. I think

they’re moving forward in 
the right direction. I think 
Quincy Square is turning the 
comer,” McCarthy said in a 
recent interview.

“When you. lose-at any- 
thing or you feel like you 
should be still in the mix, it 
makes you a little bit more 
hungry to go after it,” he 
said. “We didn’t do anything 
incorrect this time. We cam- 
paigned. We knocked doors. 
We did everything. We- got 
the word out, talked to a lot 
of people one-on-one.” 

McCarthy said he decid- 
ed to run for the Ward 1 seat 
— whether or not the position 
was open — about six months 
after the 2015 election. 

“After the 12 years on the 
School Committee, which 
I fully enjoyed, I really felt 
two years ago that I wanted 
to stay involved in city gov- 
ernment and I ran for that at- 
large seat and it didn’t work 
out,” he said. 

“I probably took about 
six months off of thinking 
about what to do next, but 


wanting to get on the coun- 
cil I felt that a race for me

and get to work more hands 
on would be a ward race. 
“T’m a very hands-on guy. 


Being in Ward 1, I thought .

said. 

“We got a good vote out 
on Sept. 12, we felt good, 
but then we wanted to keep 
the momentum up. I didn’t 
want people to think, ‘OK, 
McCarthy is not going to do 
anything now, he’s going to 
sit back.’ I wanted to keep 
going at it and keep work- 
ing it. 

“T got to know Joe Mur- 
phy, my opponent, pretty 
well. He’s a nice guy. I know 
he’ll stay involved and I’m 
going to reach out to him 
just as he reached out to me 
that night after the election. 
He wants to help.” 

McCarthy said he also 
plans to reach out to Lafor- 
est, who has represented the 
district for eight years. 

“She did a heck of a job 
for eight years down in Ward 
1. It’s big shoes to fill,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “I know she did 
a lot of social media with 
those folks and I’m going 
to try to follow suit and set 
up a similar system where I 
can get the word out to folks 
and keep them apprised of 
what’s going on be very vis- 
ible.”

“There were a lot of is- 


sues that I think are fixable 
and are doable right off the 
bat and I just want to pri- 
oritize and go through the 


right motions right off the ~ 


bat with whomever I have 
to speak to in DPW or any 
department to get things go- 
ing,” he said. 

Over the coming weeks, 
McCarthy plans to tour the 
three elementary schools in 
his district with Superinten- 
dent Dr. Richard DeCristo- 
faro and Kevin Segalla, the 
school system’s coordina- 
tor of custodial services, 
to identify needs in those 
buildings. 

-“T plan on, after Thanks- 
giving, doing a walk through

McCarthy said. “We’re 
going to go soup to nuts 
on what they need — basic 
things.” 

When asked about any 
future plans to run for dif- 
ferent office, McCarthy said 
he is 100 percent focused 
on being the councillor for 
Ward 1.

Quincy Public Schools 
students showed an overall 
improvement on the latest 
MCAS assessment exam 
that measures student prog- 
ress in core academic areas. 
During the Nov. 15 
school committee meeting, 
administrators reviewed the 
results released in October 
of the exam administered 
last spring. Officials also 
discussed programs that will 
help struggling students and 
resources for parents. 
“While we should cel- 
ebrate our successes, there 
is always room for growth 
and improvement,” said Dr. 
Elizabeth Hallett, the dis- 
trict’s director of high school 
curriculum and programs. 
Last spring was the first 
time the next generation 
MCAS 2.0 test was given. 
This is a hybrid of the origi- 
nal MCAS that incorporates 
the PARCC (Partnership 


_for Assessment and Readi- 


ness for College and Ca- 
reer) exam that is aligned 
with the national Common 


Cores standards in English- 


Language Arts (ELA) and 
math and is a computer- 
based test. The MCAS 2.0 is 
more rigorous and requires 
multi-part problem solving 
that promotes more critical 
thinking. 


Grades 3 through 8 


were administered the new, 
MCAS 2.0. Grades 4 and 8 
took the exam online while 
the other grades received the 
paper and pencil version. 
All grades will be taking the 
test online beginning in the 
spring of 2019. 3 
Since the MCAS 2.0 got 
its debut last spring, the state 
has chosen grades 5, 8 and 


10 to serve as benchmarks, . 


or first year data, for scores. 
In subsequent years, these 
base scores will be used to 
measure progress. 

This year, grade 10 scored 
above the state average in 
ELA, math and _ science/ 
technology/engineering. 

Hallett said 10th graders 
scored higher in ELA than 
last year, placing them in 
the high growth category. 
There were more students in 
the top scoring categories of 
advanced and proficient and 
fewer in the lower scores 
of needs improvement and 


warning/failing than the 
state. 

Hallett said while the 
10th graders “did quite 


well” in ELA, students had 
some difficulty with mul- 
tiple choice and open re- 
sponse questions. She said 


both Quincy High and North 


Quincy High schools have 
development programs to 
provide additional student 
support in these “higher or- 
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der thinking” areas. Addi- 
tionally, teacher professional 
development will also target 
these areas. 

Hallett noted English 
Learners were offered spe- 
cialized tutoring during 
the school day for the ELA 
exam. 

In math, 
scored above the state av- 
erage in all questions and 
growth improved over last 
year, placing them in the 
very high growth category. 
Compared to last year, more 
students moved out of needs 
improvement and warning/ 
failing and into proficient 
and advanced. 

“In order to continue this 
trend into next year in math, 
each high school has set the 
bar high,” said Hallett. 

She explained each 
school has set individualized, 
tailered action steps, includ- 
ing a math tutoring program 
that has proven successful 
at Quincy High School. Ac- 
cording to Hallett, of 40 stu- 
dents in this program who 
never achieved a proficient 
MCAS math score, 34 sat- 
isfied the math graduation 
‘equirement and 22 scored 
in the advanced or proficient 
MCAS categories. 

. In grade 8 ELA, students 
scored above the state in all 
areas including essay and 
selected response. 
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10th graders” 
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- Middle School Senior 
Director of Curriculum and 
Programs Madeline Roy 
said middle school students 
have afterschool  enrich- 
ment programs available to 
strengthen skills in writing, 
reading comprehension and 
essays. 

Roy said grade 8 students 
“always offer challenges 
and opportunities to grow” 
in math where students had 
difficulty with the multi- 
part questions. Half of the 
students met or exceeded 
expectations while one-third 
of the test group partially 
met expectations. 

“We obviously want to 
help students get out of that 
category (partially met ex- 
pectations) and meet their 
grade 8 expectations,” Roy 
said. 

On the positive side, Roy 
said the students had above 
average*growth this year, “a 
great result for a rigorous 
math test.” 

The district will imple- 
ment more support programs 
for grade 8 math to help stu- 
dents in areas of need. 

The grade 8 science/tech- 
nology/engineering results 
were “disappointing,” Roy 
said. Students were below 
the state averages in both 
advanced and proficient. 

Roy explained teachers 
and administrators would 
be meeting to identify areas

of improvement and imple- 
ment action steps. 

“We are carefully look- 
ing back at our instructional 
strategies and more specifi- 
cally, the science curricu- 
lum,” she said. 

Grade 5 scoréd above 
state averages in ELA, math 
and science. About half of 
the students are meeting or 
exceeding expectations in 
ELA and math. Afterschool 


enrichment programs are of- — 


fered in ELA and math. 

High needs subgroups 
— comprised of English 
Learners, economically dis- 
advantaged and _ disabled 
students — in grades 5, 8 and 
10, all scored well in ELA 
and math. 

Sarah Anderson, middle 
school special education co- 
ordinator, said the grade 5 
results show those students 
are ready for the challenge 
of middle school while the 
grade 10 scores demonstrate 
readiness for. post high 
school. 

“These (grade 10) stu- 
dents demonstrated that they 
will be college and career 
ready with these results,” 
she said. 

The district has set 
goals for improved  stu- 

ent achievement as well 
as teacher training for this 
school year. Elementary 
Special Education Coordi- 
nator Erin Perkins said there

will be early and targeted 
intervention during the day 
and afterschool for students. 

Parents of students in 
grades 3 through 8 may see 
their children’s MCAS re- © 
port on the Quincy Public 
Schools’ website. The report 
includes achievement levels, 
expectations and scores and 
how they compare to the 
district and state. Also, the 
report will offer thoughts 
for parents for collaborating 
with their child’s teachers. 

Hallett explained the 
class of 2020, current 10th 
graders, will take the last 
Legacy MCAS exam -— the 
original MCAS - in the 
spring. 

Each high school will 
participate in either an ELA 
or math computer-based 
field test in the spring. The 
state is requiring at least 
25 percent of 10th graders 
to participate. Hallett said 
that would mean 94 Quincy 
High students and 72 North 
Quincy High students. The 
state Department of ElI- 
ementary and Secondary 
Education will randomly as- 
sign the content. 

The class of 2021, cur- 
rent ninth grade, will have

For instance, in the early 
1990s, the students held 
a vote on whether to keep 
the Yakoo or go in another 
direction with a different 
symbol. The support for the 
Yakoo was overwhelming 
with only three students vot- 
ing against it. 

The Department of Jus- 
tice later ruled that the Ya- 
koo was not being used in 
a derogatory way and there 
was no season to withhold 
federal funding for Quincy. 

“That was a major deci- 
sion,” Allan says, “because 
if the school system lost fed- 
eral funding because of the 
symbol, the Yakoo would 
have been gone.” 

Asked to explain what 
the Yakoo symbol means to 
North Quincy students, Al- 
lan replies: 

“A symbol of pride and 
excellence. It’s all posi- 
tive.” 

What does he say to those 
folks who believe the Yakoo 
is racist or he tried to profit 
from it? 

“I never used the Ya- 
koo in my dental practice. I 


could have put him on tooth 
brushes. And I never ran 
around Quincy wearing an 
Indian suit. 

“TI gave away thousands 
of toothbrushes and I could 
have put the Yakoo on them 
but I never did because I 
didn’t want to promote my 
dental business through the 
Yakoo.

After 67 years of opera- 
tion this was the last year 
of the traditional franchise 
structure for the Quincy 
Youth Football League as it 
is moving into the Bay State 
division of American Youth 
Football for the 2018 season. 
The franchise model will be 
abandoned to be replaced 
by two city teams, North 
and South, as-yet unnamed, 
which will each have five 
squads made up of players 
competing only in their re- 
spective grades, 4th through 
8th. This will benefit the 
players by having them only 
competing against children 
of their own ages and bet- 
ter preparing them for high 
schdol football as they will 
be playing teams from other 
cities and towns in the area, 
including Milton, Wey- 
mouth, Newton, Brockton, 
Braintree, etc. 

Originally Quincy Little 
League Football, the Quincy 
Youth Football League was 
established in 1950 for paro- 
chial school junior high stu- 
dents to participate in foot- 
ball. Games began in 1951. 

Founded by Lawrence 
Creedon (whose family the

It was initially made up of

(in 1958 became the West 
Quincy Elks); and Quincy 
Point Panthers. 

The league added the St. 
Gregory’s Raiders in 1974 
and the Squantum Sailors in 
1976. The Raiders left the 
league in 1979 and became 
the Dorchester Raiders of 
Boston Pop Warner. After 
leaving the league for 2 years 
the Sailors. returned in 1996 
as the Squantum Storm. The 
Milton Mustangs joined the 
league the same year bring- 
ing the number of franchises 
to an even 6, an arrange- 
ment that lasted through the 
2016 season, when Milton 


' dropped out. 


_ The passing of Propo- 
sition 2 % resulted in the 
Quincy Public Schools 
eliminating middle school 
football and this resulted in 
an expansion of participa- 
tion in the #eague. In 1998 
the league expanded its age 
‘groups to include 4th grad- 
ers and a Fteshman level 
was added to the existing 
Junior Varsity and Varsity 
levels. 

Two of the outstanding 
leaders of the Quincy Youth 
Football League were Billy 
“Chubber” Myers and Jo- 
seph Desmond.

BE IT ORDAINED, that the City of Quincy Zoning Ordinance be amended to include 
the following: Add Section 6.10 Marijuana Establishments and amend section 10 to include 
definition of Marijuana Establishments and other marijuana establishment-related terms, as 
detailed below, deutatenibel 


6.10 Marijuana Establishments 


6.10.1 Purpose. It is the purpose of this Ordinance to establish specific standards and 
procedures for local zoning of Marijuana Establishments, which shall include marijuana cul- 
tivators, manufacturers, processors, testers and distributors, Including retailers of marijuana 
and retailers of marijuana infused products. 

The provisions of this Ordinance are intended to impose reasonable safeguards on the 
operation of marijuana establishments, with neither the purpose nor intent to impose safe- 


guards that are unreasonably impracticable. It is not the purpose or intentof this ordinance to - 
deny access by adults over the age of twenty-one (21) to marijuana or marijuana product or . 


accessory distribution, or to other related materials that are protected by the Constitution of 
the United States or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, nor to restrict or deny rights that 
distributors of such materials may have to sell or distribute such materials. It is neither the 
purpose nor the intent of this Ordinance to legalize the sale, rental or distribution of illicit or 
illegal matter or materials. Neither is it the intent of the provisions of this Ordinance to impose 
a limitation on the content of any communicative matter or materials. 

6.10.2 Special Permit Granting Authority. For the purposes of this section, the Special 
Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) is designated to be the Zoning Board of Appeals: 

6.10.3 General. Marijuana Establishments may be locally authorized by special permit 
as set forth in the Table of Principle Uses. The following regulations shall apply to Marijuana 
Establishments as defined in G.L. Chapter 94G and section 6.10.4 of this Ordinance. An ap- 
plication fee shall be established in an amount to be established by the Quincy City Council 
and said fee shall be submitted to the SPGA at the time of the application to the SPGA. Said 
fee shall be directly proportional and reasonably related to the costs imposed upon the city 
by the operation of a marijuana establishment. 

6.10.4 Prohibition. No Marijuana Establishment special permit shall be issued to any 
controlling person of a marijuana establishment who has been convicted of violating the 
provisions of G.L. c. 119, s. 63, or of G.L. c. 94C (where the offense involved distribution of a 
controlled substance, including marijuana, to a minor) or of similar laws in other jurisdictions, 
or who has been convicted of a felony, or of any offense (s) in other jurisdictions that would 
be a felony in Massachusetts. Any applicant for a special permit and licensure under this 
Ordinance must consent to a criminal background check which includes Massachusetts and 
jurisdictions beyond Massachusetts. 


6.10.5 Performance Standards 
1) _No Marijuana Establishment, as defined in G.L. hie 94G, shall be located with- 
in 1500 linear feet of: 
a. Any residential district as designated herein 
_ 1A) No Marijuana Establishment, as defined in G.L. Chapter te shall be located within 
500 linear feet of: 
a. Any pre-existing elementary or secondary public or setveiie school providing educa- 
tion in pre-school, kindergarten, or any of grades one through twelve; or 
b. Any other educational institution which enrolls students under the age of twenty- 
one (21) years of age; or 
_¢. Any playgr8und, or any athletic field which serves youth under the age of 21. 
years; or 
d. Any recreation center or facility; or 
Any child care center or facility; or 
Any facility which sponsors youth activities for youth under the “0 of 21 years; 
or 
g. Any public park; or 
h. Any library; or 
Any public transit center; or 
Any public beach; or 
. Any public skating rink; or 
Any establishment licensed under the provisions of G.L. Chapter 138, section 12. 
Distances shall be calculated by direct measurement from the nearest property line of the

_ land used for the purposes listed in the foregoing subsections 1 (a.) and 1A (a. through I.) to 


the nearest portion of the building in which the marijuana establishment is located, using a 
route of direct pedestrian access. 


2) Anapplicant for a Marijuana Establishment in the City of Quincy must demonstrate 
compliance with the application requirements as set forth in Sections 4 and 5 of G.L. Chap- 
ter 94G. An applicant must also apply for local licensure and be registered with the Quincy 
Board of Health on an initial and annually renewable basis. An initial and annual fee shall be 
established by the Quincy City Council. Any locations approved within the City of Quincy are 
subject to inspection: by Quincy Health Department personnel in the course of their official 
duties at all reasonable times. Failure to apply for, to acquire, and to maintain local licensure 
shall be cause to deem a special permit for a-Marijuana Establishment to be null and void. 
Separate initial application fees and license and renewal fees shall be set and established 
by the city council for the following types of Marijuana Establishments: 

a) aretail marijuana store; 

b) a marijuana product manufacturer; 

c) amarijuana cultivator; 

d) amarijuana testing facility. 

Established application fees and initial and annually renewable license fees shall be di- 
rectly proportional to the administrative, inspection and enforcement costs imposed upon 


the city by the operation of the above enumerated marijuana establishments. Costs imposed 


upon the city by the operation of marijuana establishment shall be documented and consid- 
ered a public record.

3) | Aspecial permit shall only be valid for use by the applicant and will become null and 
void upon the sale or transfer of the Marijuana Establishment license. 


4) In the event that the Cannibas Commission, established under Section 76 of G.L. 
Chapter 10, revokes, fails to issue, or refuses to issue a license for a Marijuana Establish- 
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ment, a special permit issued by the City of Quincy shall be null and void. 


5) In the event that the Cannibas Commission suspends the license of a Marijuana 
Establishment, a special permit issued by the City of Quincy shall be similarly suspended by 
the city until underlying cause of the suspension is resolved to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mission and the city has been so advised. 


6)  Aspecial permit shall not issue until an applicant demonstrates compliance with all 


_ applicable state and federal regulations. 


7) No special permit shall be granted to an applicant if issuance of such permit would 
cause there to be within the city a number of marijuana retailers greater than 20 per cent 
of the number of licenses issued under G.L. Chapter 138 within the city for the retail sale of 
alcoholic beverages not to be consumed on the premises. 


8) Alocal sales tax of 2 per cent of the total sales price received by a marijuana retailer 
shall be imposed upon the sale or transfer to anyone, other than a marijuana establishment, 
of any marijuana or marijuana products. A marijuana retailer shall pay said local sales tax to 
the state’s commissioner of revenue at the same time and in the same manner as the sales 


. tax due to the Commonwealth. 


9) Licensed Marijuana Establishments which present a public nuisance to the city or 
its inhabitants are subject to license revocation or suspension by the city. 


10) Licensed Marijuana Establishments which sell marijuana or marijuana products to 
persons under the age of twenty-one (21) are subject to license revocation by the city. 


11) Hours of operation of licensed marijuana retailers shall be restricted to Mondays 
through Saturdays with an opening no earlier than 11:00 a.m. and a closing of no later than 
9:00 p.m. and Sundays with an opening no earlier than 12:00 noon and a closing of no later 
than §:00 p.m. Licensed marijuana retailers who violate this provision shall be subject to a 
civil fine for an initial violation of not more:than $1000.00 or to license suspension, or both. 
For any subsequent violation, a retailer shall be subject to a fine of not more than $5000.00 
or to license suspension or revocation, or both. 


6.10.6 No Entitlement or vested rights to permitting. No person shall be deemed to have 
aliy entitlement or vested right to permitting under this Ordinance by virtue of having re- 
ceived any prior license or permit from the city, including, by way of example only, any zoning 
permit or any wholesale food manufacturing license. In order to lawfully engage in the busi- 
ness of selling, cultivating, manufacturing or processing marijuana or marijuana products in 
the city on and after the date of passage of this Ordinance, any person seeking to engage 
in these activities must qualify for and obtain a permit and licensure in accordance with the 
requirements of this Ordinance. 


6.10.7 Off-site Sales By retailers prohibited. All sales of non-medical marijuana or non- 
medical marijuana products by a licensed retailer shall occur only on the licensed prem- 
ises. 


6.10.8 Signage. Any permitted Marijuana Establishment shall comply with all require- 
ments of the city sign ordinances at all times. No permitted Marijuana Establishment shall 
use any signing or advertising material that is misleading, deceptive, or false, or that is 
designed to appeal to minors, or that has the effect of appealing to minors, upon penalty of 
permit revocation. 


6.10.9 Dispensing. Automatic or stand-alone dispensing or vending: equipment or kiosks 
for the dispensing of any marijuana product are strictly prohibited under this Ordinance. 


6.10.10 On premises consumption of marijuana prohibited. No licensed marijuana es- 
tablishment shall permit the on-premises consumption of marijuana. Establishments which 
violate this prohibition shall be subject to license revocation by the city. 


6.10.11 Public Health and Safety Requirements for Cultivation, Manufacturing, Process- 
ing and Storage of Marijuana and Marijuana Products. The city’s Health Commissioner 
shall establish requirements and standards for the cultivation, manufacturing, processing 
and storage of marijuana and marijuana products. 


6.10.12 Minimum square footage for marijuana cultivation. Marijuana growers in units 
which share space with neighboring residential or commercial units in the same building are 
required to have a minimum space of 4 square feet per om plant. 


6.10.13 Notification. Any new applications for permitting or licensing sought under this 
Ordinance must be publicly advertised for a period of no less than fourteen (14) days. Abut- 
ters within four hundred (400) feet must be notified of the application in writing, with such 
notification to include any and all dates for public hearings on said application.

the clause, sentence, paragraph, section or application adjudged invalid.

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On Tuesday, Nov. 14, at approximately 8:50 p.m., Of- 
ficers Lauren Lambert and Steven Kelly were dispatched to 
Federal Avenue on a report of an assault in progress. While 
en route to the residence the officers were updated -by the 
Quincy Police Dispatcher that an elderly male was being 
choked by a younger male who had knives on him. 

As a result of this new information, additional units re- 
sponded to assist.

One female stated she and the male on the bottom were in a 
dating relationship until recently. She said that she is from 
Arkansas and they were in a long distance relationship for 
the past year. He offered to buy a bus ticket for her to come 
to Quincy so she accepted the offer in hopes of starting a 
new life. 

As soon as she arrived, she said she made it clear that she 
did not want to be in a dating relationship any longer — even 
though the relationship was media based. She added that in 
time she had become friends with one of the male’s room- 
mates. The female told the male their relationship was over 
and that she wasn’t going to sleep in his room any more. 
She also told the roommate and he offered her to spend the 
night in his bedroom. 

The male was distraught so he went out for a walk and 
by his own admission a few beers. He returned to the apart- 
ment and repeatedly knocked on the roommate’s bedroom 
door requesting her to come out of his room. The roommate 
elected to open his bedroom door and the male immediately 
grabbed him by the neck and punched him several times. At 
this time, another roommate came to the aid of his room- 
mate by breaking up the fight and keeping the male on the 
ground until the police arrived.

The officers asked her if she ac- 
tually saw any knives involved 
in this incident and she said no. 

- Officer Lambert then inter- 
viewed the roommate/victim of 
the assault. He said that he over- 
heard the argument between the 
male and the female about break- 
ing off their relationship. He said 
the female intended on sleeping on the couch that night but 
was fearful of the male, so the roommate offered her his 
bedroom for the night. He said the male left the apartment 
for a short time and when he returned he was in a fit of rage 
when he found out that the female was not on the couch but 
instead in the roommate’s bedroom. He confirmed that he 
was attacked as soon as he opened his bedroom door. He 
added that there were no weapons involved in the assault 
and he did not suffer any injuries. 

Based on training, experience and human nature, the 
Officers believed that the male assaulted and battered his 
roommate. The roommate used poor judgment to invite his 
roommate’s girlfriend into his bedroom for the night which 
would naturally create images that would create hostility. 

The 39-year-old male was placed under arrest for one 
count of domestic .assault and battery and transported to 
the police station where he was booked by Sergeant Fa- 
herty. During the booking process, a criminal record check 
showed the male has a record in Oklahoma where he was 
found guilty in 2007 on an indecent exposure charge as well 
as a fail to register as a sex offender charge 2014. Therefore, 
the male was additionally charged with one count here for 
failure to register as a sex offender in Massachusetts.

This 
revolving fund is established under and governed by General Laws Chapter 44, § 53E%. 


The Commissioner of the Department of Public Buildings may incur liabilities againstand spend 
monies from the revolving fund established hereby and such expenditures are authorized by 
this ordinance without appropriation subject to the following limitations: 


A. No liability shall be incurred in excess of the available balance of the fund; 


B. The total amount spent during any one fiscal year shall not exceed the amount 
authorized by the City Council and the Mayor on or before July 1 of that fiscal year, or any 
supplemental or increased amount of that authorization that is later approved during that 
same fiscal year by the City Council and Mayor; 


Interest earned on monies credited to a revolving fund established by this ordinance shall be 


credited to the general fund. 


Except as provided in General Laws Chapter 44, § 53E% and this ordinance, the laws, charter 
provisions, ordinances, rules, regulations, policies or procedures that govern the receipt and 
custody of city monies and the expenditure and payment of city funds shall apply to the use 
of a revolving fund established and authorized by this ordinance. The Director of Municipal 
Finance shall include a statement on the collections credited to each fund, the encumbrances 
and expenditures charged to the fund and the balance available for expenditure in the regular 
report the Director of Municipal Finance provides the department, board, committee, agency 
or officer on appropriations made for its use. 

Energy Improvement Revolving Fund, : 
There shall hereby be a separate fund called the Energy Improvement Revolving Fund 
authorized for use by the Department of Public Buildings. 


The Director of Municipal Finance shall establish the Energy Improvement Revolving Fund as 
a separate account and credit to the fund twenty percent of all payments from net metering 
credit contracts charged and received by the Department of Public Buildings in connection 


with net metering contract. 


During each fiscal year, the Department of Public Buildings may incur liabilities against and 
spend monies from the Energy Improvement Revolving Fund for capital expenses, maintenance, 
and contracted professional services, provided such expenses are made in connection with 
improving energy efficiencies within the City of Quincy.

05.40.090 USED CAR DEALERS/MOTOR Il LICENSE 
A. LICENSING - FEES : 

No person, company, corparation or other entity shall offer for sale more than four (4) 
second hand motor vehicles in a calendar year without obtaining a used car dealer’s/ motor 
Il license from the License Board. 

Application for a used car dealer's license/motor || shall be made on a form approved by 
the License Board and shall be accompanied by a $100 non-refundable application fee. 

Licenses shall expire annually on December 31. Except as provided in Section E of this 


ordinance, issuance of a license during the previous licensing period shall not create a pre- 


sumption in favor of the applicant. 

Notice of denial of an application for a used car dealer’s license shall be accompanied by 
a statement setting forth specific reasons for the denial. 

Licenses may be issued upon such terms and conditions and with such restrictions as the 
Licénse Board deems expedient and in the best interests of the health, Safety and welfare 
of the residents of Quincy. 

Used car dealer's licenses may not be sold, conveyed, assigned or transferred without the 
consent of the License Board. 


B. LICENSING - MINIMUM STANDARDS 

The License Board may license such applicants as they determine are suitable to conduct 
a used car sales/ motor II business in the city. Failure to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance, with state consumer protection statutes or with any licensing terms, conditions or 
restrictions imposed by the License Board shall be prima facie evidence that the applicant is 
not suitable to conduct said business. 

Applicants shall be required, at a minimum, to demonstrate that the following criteria have 
- been met: 
“* 1. That the business is conducted at a location that satisfies all applicable requirements

3. That the area controlled by the, business is of sufficient size to allow a. storage or 
display of number of cars in paved, lined and spaces no smaller than 10’X20’, and b. 
employee and customer parking of no fewer than 3 spaces, provided that one additional 
employee/customer parking space shall be required for each additional 20 spaces of 
for storage or display. All spaces shall be clearly lined, and designated in traffic paint 
as storage/display or employee/customer parking. 

4. That the applicant is engaged principally in the business of Used Car Sales and or 
Motor II. 


C. BUSINESS OPERATION - MINIMUM STANDARDS

Said records shall be made available upon request to any Police Officer, License Board

Each dsed car dealership shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary manner and shall 
comply with all applicable health, safety and sanitation codes and standards promulgated by 
the city’s Building, Wire, Plumbing, Health and Fire inspectors. 

All parts and materials incidental to the operation of said used car dealership/motor II shall 
be stored in a designated area and concealed from public view. Waste oil shall be stored in 
compliance with 527 CMR 906. Disposal of residual parts and materials shall be made in a 
timely manner and in accordance with applicable federal, state and local regulations. 

Agents and employees of the city authorized to enforce health, safety and sanitation codes 
may at any time enter onto the premises of a used car dealer to inspect for.compliance with 
applicable health, safety and sanitation codes, the provisions of this ordinance, and any 
license restrictions or conditions. 


3. DISPLAY OF LICENSE 

Each used car dealer/ motor II shall display at all times a current used car dealer’s license 
on the premises at which the business is conducted. Said license shall be displayed in the 
business office, so as to be in clear view of patrons. 


4. DEALER PLATES REQUIRED 

Each used car dealer shall apply for and obtain dealer plates from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles within 30 days of obtaining an initial license. Copies of current dealer plate registra- 
tions shall be filed with the City Clerk’s Office, upon receipt of the original registration and/ 
or registration renewals. : 
D. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH ORDINANCE PROVISIONS - PENALTIES 

Violation of any provision of this ordinance or of the terms, conditions or restrictions im- 
posed on a specific licensee may be punished by a fine imposed under the provisions of MGL 
Chapter 41, Section 21D in accordance with the following schedule: 


1st offense $100.00 
2nd/subsequent offenses $200.00 


Violations of any provision of this ordinance, applicable health, safety and sanitation codes 
or the specific terms, conditions or restrictions of a license may be cited by any person autho- 
rized by the License Board to enforce ordinances relative to licensing or to enforce applicable 
provisions of health, safety and sanitation codes. 

Failure to comply with the provisions of this ordinance, with state consumer protection 
statutes or with any license terms, conditions or restrictions imposed by the License Board 
may result in suspension, modification or revocation of any license, after three days written 
notice and hearing by the License Board. 


E. IMPLEMENTATION OF ORDINANCE PROVISIONS 

This ordinance shall take effect on July 1, 2018; provided that any person licensed as used 
car dealers on Dec. 31, 2017 whose business does not meet the minimum standards for 
licensure, as set forth in Section B above, may apply annually for renewal of said license. 

Said licensees shall be eligible for re-licensing provided that they meet the following cri- 
teria: 

1. That the business ha§ remained in continuous operation since December 31, 2017; 

2. That the applicant is the same person or entity licensed as of Dec. 31, 2017. For pur- 
poses of this section, a corporation shall be considered the same entity only so long 
as a majority of its officers, directors and/or shareholders remain the same; . 

Persons applying for renewal of licenses under this section shall be subject to all the provi- 
sions of Section C and D above, and shall provide 10’X20’ lined and spaces for storage/display 
of cars and emp!oyee/customer parking in a quantity determined by the size of the lot. 

No applicant licensed under this section shall seek an increase in the number of cars 
licensed for display and/or storage as of July 31, 2018. Nothing in this section shall prohibit 
any dealer licensed under this section from applying for a license under Sections A and B of 
this ordinance.

Climate Action Network Disappointed By Rep. Chan 


Last month, citizen ac- 
tivists from Quincy Climate 
Action Network met sepa- 
rately with two Quincy state 
representatives to request 
their support for pending 
legislation that will affect 
public health, electricity 
costs, and greenhouse gas 
emissions in our city and 
state for years to come. 

The responses we got 
from the legislators, Rep. 
Bruce Ayers and Rep. Tack- 


-ey Chan, could not have 


been more different. 

Rep. Ayers voiced his 
support for several bills that 
aim to increase by 2 or 3 
percent a year the propor- 
tion of rehewable energy in 
the basic service electric- 
ity that powers most houses 
and businesses. (The current 
annual rate of increase is 1 
percent.) He even offered to 
work with QCAN to com- 
pose written testimony that

he could submit in favor 
of the bills. In addition, he 
pledged to support a bill in- 
centivizing residents to buy 
or lease electric cars, and he 
vowed to keep fighting the 
proposed Fore River Com- 
pressor Station, which many 
South Shore voters strongly 
oppose owing to effects the 
station would have on the 
air we breathe in Quincy 
and on the climate change 
that brought us this year’s 
devastating hurricanes and 
wildfires. 

Rep. Tackey Chan, by 
-esntrast, declined to support 
the renewable energy bills, 
arguing that they wouldn’t 
actually increase the pro- 
duction of renewable ener- 
gy. (Actually, laws that are 
similar or identical to the 


ones QCAN supports have 
worked well in Massachu- 
setts and other states across 
the country.) Rep. Chan 
did say he “likes” electric 
vehicles, but he didn’t say 
whether he would vote for 
the electric vehicle bills, 
whose details were unfamil- 
iar to him. 

Most surprisingly, per- 
haps, Rep. Chan said he 
wouldn’t support a Senate 
bill, cosponsored by Quin- 
cy’s Sen. John Keenan, to 
restrict the siting of com- 
pressor stations. To explain 
his opposition, he raised 
fears that Quincy residents 
would lack heat on winter 
mornings. But as we tried 
to point out to Rep. Chan, 
the state already has suffi- 
cient gas pipeline capacity 
to serve all current and fore- 


seeable needs, as confirmed 
by a 2015 report commis- 
sioned by state Attorney 
General Maura Healy. 

To sum up our meetings 
with the two legislators: We 
are grateful to Rep. Ayers for 
his support of the bills we 
brought to his attention, and 
we look forward to working 
with him on issues that will 
determine the survival of 
our city and our region. 

As to Rep. Chan, we were 
deeply disappointed by his 
lack of support. Knowing 
how much he cares about 
his constituents, we can 
only hope he reconsiders his 
stance on issues whose ef- 
fects have begun to be felt in 
his district, and will be felt 
more dramatically with each 
passing year.

Cholesterol is a natural 

substance produced by the 
body. The majority of the 


- Cholesterol in our blood- 


stream (75%) is produced by 
the liver, and the remaining 
25% comes from the foods 
we consume. 

It is well known that el- 
evated blood cholesterol 
levels are detrimental to our 
health, but the correct levels 
of cholesterol actually play 
an essential role in main- 
taining cell membranes and 
synthesizing hormones. The 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol, reports that one-third 
of adults have high choles- 
terol levels. Typically, ex- 
cessive cholesterol does not 
produce any symptoms and 
you may not be aware your 
blood level is abnormal. Too 
much cholesterol can build 
up in your arteries, causing 
atherosclerosis, or harden- 
ing of the arteries. This re- 
stricts blood flow through 


.the arteries and can lead 


to life-threatening medical 
problems such as heart at- 
tack or stroke. 

The American Heart As- 


sociation recommends all 
adults over age 20 should 
have their cholesterol levels 
checked every four to six 
years, or more often if any 
abnormalities exist. Choles- 
terol screening is done with 
blood tests that measure 
three things: High-density 
lipoprotein (HDL) choles- 
terol (“good” cholesterol), 
Low-density lipoprotein 
(LDL) cholesterol (“bad” 
cholesterol) and Triglycer- 
ides. 

LDL cholesterol is the 
type that has a tendency to 
deposit on the walls of the 
arteries. White blood cells 
combine with the LDL 
cholesterol, creating artery- 
narrowing plaque; which 


- impedes blood flow. The 


optimal level of LDL cho- 


lesterol for most people is 


100 mg/dL, or lower. If you 
have heart disease, you may 
need to make every effort to 
keep LDL levels of 70 mg/ 
dL or less. 

Not all cholesterol is 
harmful. HDL cholesterol is 
considered “good” choles- 
terol because it essentially 
works to keep the LDL or 
“bad” cholesterol from de- 


positing in your arteries. 
The higher the HDL, the 
better. HDL levels of 60 
mg/dL and higher can as- 
sist in reducing your risk for 
heart disease. Conversely, 
HDL levels of 40 mg/dL and 
lower are regarded as a high 
risk factor for developing 
heart disease. 

Triglycerides are a type 
of fat found in the blood. 
Normal levels of triglycer- 


‘ides are 150 mg/dL and low- 


er. Levels greater than that 
can raise your risk for heart 
disease and metabolic syn- 
drome, which also elevates 
the risk factor for diabetes, 
and stroke. 

A cholesterol test will 


_ also measure the total cho- 


lesterol in your blood, made 
up of a combination of your 
LDL, HDL, and VLDL (very 
low density lipoprotein, an- 
other “bad” cholesterol) lev- 
els. A total cholesterol score 
of 200 mg/dL or lower is 
regarded as_optimal. Levels 
above 200 mg/dL are con- 
sidered high and can mean 
you are at a more significant 
risk for developing heart 
disease. 

Cholesterol in food is not

the equivalent of the cho- 
lesterol in your blood. For 
most people, the cholesterol 
in foods you eat has a mini- 
mal effect on your blood 
cholesterol levels. Saturated 
and Trans fats are more the 
culprits. Nevertheless, about 
30% of people are “respond- 
ers,” whose blood cholester- 
ol levels can spike following 
a meal high in cholesterol. 
“Responders” should avoid 
foods high in saturated fats 
and trans fats, such as oil, 
fatty meats, full fat dairy 
products, egg yolks, and 
many fast foods. Eating 
foods high in cholesterol 
and saturated fat is not the 
only cause for high choles- 
terol levels in some people. 
For many, genetics are to 
blame. A genetic condition 
called familial hypercho- 
lesterolemia can cause high 
blood cholesterol levels. 
The American Heart As- 
sociation recommends that 
just 25% to 35% of your 
daily calories come from 
fats such as those found in 
fish, nuts, and vegetable 
oils. For healthy people, sat- 
urated fat should comprise 
no more than 7% of your 
total calories. If you need to 
lower your LDL cholesterol, 
limit saturated fat to 5% 
to 6% of calories. Reduce 
trans fats to less than 1% 
of your total daily calories. 
This means avoiding fried 
foods and many junk foods 
and processed foods. Trim

all fat from meats, and re- 
move all skin from poultry 
prior to cooking. Broil or 
bake, don’t fry foods. Avoid 
processed meats such as 
hot dogs or cold cuts, even 
those labeled “‘reduced fat,” 
as many are still high in sat- 
urated fats and calories. 
Being overweight or 
obese has the tendency to 
increase your levels of LDL 
cholesterol. Weight loss can 
aid in reducing LDL choles- 


terol and triglyceride levels, 


and raise your HDL choles- 
terol levels. 

Smoking is not only bad 
for your lungs; it also low- 
ers your HDL cholesterol 
and increases your risk for 
heart disease and stroke. 
When you quit smoking, 
your HDL levels will rise. 

Exercise can increase 
your HDL cholesterol by up 
to 6% and reduce your LDL 
cholesterol by 10%. Just 30 
minutes of exercise such as 
walking, swimming, or cy- 
cling three to five times per 
week can have a favorable 
impact on blood cholesterol 
levels. 

Occasionally, a healthy 
diet and regular exercise just 
aren’t sufficient in attaining 
healthy cholesterol levels. 
This is frequently the situ- 
ation when high cholesterol 
is caused by genetic fac- 
tors, and in these instances, 
medications may help. Sev- 
eral nutritional supplements 
have also proven to be ben-

eficial in improving choles- 
terol levels, such gs fish oil 
and plant sterols. 

When striving to lower 
your total cholesterol, what 
numbers should be target- 
ing? 

A total cholesterol score 
of 200 mg/dL is desirable. 
Aim for an LDL (“bad”) 
cholesterol level of 100 mg/ 
dL or lower, and an HDL 
(“good”) cholesterol level 
of 60 mg/dL or higher. Trig- 
lycerides should be 150mg/ 
dL or lower. If you possess 
high risk factors for heart 
disease or stroke, including 
higz=blood pressure, smok- 
ing, family history of heart 
disease, are over the age 
of 45 for men and age 55 
for women, have low HDL 
cholesterol (below 40 mg/ 
dL), and/or are obese or in- 
active, you may need to aim 
for LDL levels of 70 mg/dL 
or lower. Work with your 
doctor to determine your 
risk and the best approach to 
manage it.

Social Security. Matters — 
Estimated Vs. 
Actual Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am going to stop working in October 
2018 at age 62. I do not want to start drawing my Social 
Security then (at age 62 it would be $1,005/month; normal 
retirement is 66 years, 4 months, $1,454/month). I do not 
plan on taking another job. I plan to start taking my benefits 
at my normal retirement date. Wiil my benefits at normal 
retirement be reduced for each year I don’t work or will they 
remain at the current amount? Is there a certain percentage 
they reduce them or a formula they use? Signed: Planning 
For Retirement 

Dear Planning: Okay, so let’s first tackle the question 
of your estimated retirement benefits at age 62 and also at 
age 66 + 4 months which is your “normal” or full retire- 
ment age (FRA). These benefit estimates, which you have 


- gotten from your My Social Security account at the Social 


Security website, assume your current earnings level will 
continue until you reach your full retirement age. If you 
instead stop working at age 62, your actual benefit when 


you finally start collecting could be less than the estimates — 


they gave you. This is because your benefits are based upon 
the highest earning years in your work history. .If some of 
the years used to compute your estimates are the assumed 
earnings between now and when you reach FRA and if you 
instead have no earnings in those years, your actual benefit 
will be less than the estimate. 

There is no simple percentage of reduction used when 
you have no earnings between age 62 and your FRA; rather, 
the standard 35 year benefit calculation formula is used. 
That formula takes your highest earning 35 years to arrive at 
your Average Indexed Monthly Earnings and then computes 
your benefit amount from that average. Since most people 
have their highest earnings in the latter years of their work- 
ing career, continuing to work up to the point of collecting 
Social Security is often a good strategy because those higher 
earning years will be included in the benefit computation. 
(It’s possible, but not usual, to have all of your highest earn- 
ing 35 years earlier in your career, in which case stopping 
work at age 62 would not affect your FRA benefit). 

So in your specific case, since you wish to stop working 
at age 62 and delay Social Security until you have reached 
your full retirement age of 66 + 4 months, I suggest you first 
get your earnings statement from your Social Security ac- 
count and review your earnings history (remember that your 
prior earnings will be adjusted for inflation before comput- 
ing your benefit). From your earnings statement, determine 
if your 35 highest earning years will have already been at- 
tained. by the time you are 62. If they have, your benefit 
when you apply at FRA should be close to the estimate; if 
they have not, and you stop working, your benefit at FRA 
will be a little less than the estimate. Keep in mind that your 
actual benefit amount will not be final until you actually ap- 
ply. Note too that Social Security will start adding COLA 
to your estimated benefit amount once you reach 62 years 
of age even though you are not yet collecting, which means 
you’ ll get those COLA increases when you finally apply for 
benefits at FRA.

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Mayor Won’t Sign Council’s 


Property Tax Petition

The City Council gave 
its approval to a home rule 
petition that would make 
Quincy the first Bay State 
community to tax large 
apartment buildings at the 
commercial and not residen- 
tial rate, but Mayor Thomas 


- Koch won’t sign the mea- 


sure, preventing it from ad- 
vancing to Beacon Hill. 
Councillors Brian Pal- 
mucci and Nina Liang had 
introduced the measure, 
which would have allowed 
the city to tax apartment 
buildings with more than 50 
units at the commercial rate 
instead of the residential 
rate; Quincy taxes commer- 


. Cials properties at a higher 
’ rate than residential ones. 


Buildings whose tenants 
were mostly senior citizens 
or whose apartments were 
mostly considered afford- 
able -— as determined by 
the city assessor’s office — 
would be exempt from the 
change. ; 

The home rule petition 
passed in a 5-2 vote on Nov. 
20. Brad Croall, Noel DiBo- 
na and William Harris joined 
Palmucci and Liang in vot- 
ing for the measure, while 
Joseph Finn and Kirsten 
Hughes were opposed. Ian 


‘Cain voted present and Mar- 


garet Laforest was not in at- 
tendance Nov. 20. 

As a home rule petition, 
the measure needed ap- 
proval from Koch before it 
could advance to Beacon 
Hill, where it would need to 
be passed by the Legislature 
and Gov. Charlie Baker, be- 
fore it could be enacted. The 
petition approved by the 
council would have cleared 
the way for Quincy to tax 
the large apartment build- 
ings at the commercial rate; 
a separate vote by the coun- 
cil and approval by the may- 
or would then be needed to 
change the tax structure. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
director of policy and in- 
formation, told council- 
lors before their vote Koch 
would not sign the measure. 
Walker said taxing the large 
apartment complexes at the 
higher rate would drive up 
rents, making them less af- 
fordable. 

“We do believe that 
something enacted along 
these lines will have a dra- 
matic effect on affordability 
throughout the city in places 
where affordability is most 
important, and that is our 
apartment complexes,” he 
said. 

Even if Koch were to 
sign the home rule petition, 


- Walker said state legislators 


and the governor ‘would not 
approve changing what he 
called a fundamental tenant 
of state law for benefit of 
one community. 


“Tt’s just not happening,” 
Walker said. oi 

Additionally, he said the 
assessed values of the apart- 
ment complexes has in- 
creased 35 percent over the 
last year while the value of 
single-family homes has sta- 
bilized, which would lessen 
the burden on single-family 
homeowners. 

Palmucci said he pro- 
posed the home rule peti- 
tion to ease the property tax 
burden on homeowners and 
treat the apartment buildings 
as businesses. 

“Essentially the goal of 
the proposal is to ease the 
tax burden on the residents 
of Quincy. This particular 
measure would treat the 
largest apartment buildings 
in our city as businesses, 
which I believe they fun- 
damentally are,’ Palmucci 
said. 

“What’s surprising to 
most residents, I believe, is 
that those big buildings are 
taxed the same way those 
that own and live in a single- 
family home are taxed.” 

He said 43 apartment 
buildings in the city would 
have been required to pay the 
higher rates had the measure 
passed and the council then 
approved changing the tax 
structure. Based on the cur- 
rent tax rates — the 2017 tax 
rate on commercial proper- 
ties in Quincy is $28.71 per 
$1,000 of assessed value, 
while the residential rate 
is $14.17 — and valuations, 
Palmucci said the change 
would give the city an extra 
$12 million in revenue. 

That extra $12 million 
could then be used to pay 
for a tax exemption for 
those who own and occupy 
their own homes, Palmucci 
said. The counail has asked 
the mayor to propose an ex- 
emption for owner-occupied 
homes; Walker declined to 
say if Koch would support 
such an exemption during 
the meeting. 

DiBona, speaking in sup- 
port of the measure, said 
while he was campaign- 
ing this year he heard from 
many residents who are con- 
cerned about new apartment 
buildings popping up in the 
city. He said changing the 
tax structure could deter do-~ 
velopers from building more 
than 50 apartments if they 
knew those buildings would 
be taxed at the higher rate. 

“It kind of gets me a little 
bit excited,” DiBona said. 

- Finn said the higher taxes 
would get passed down to 
tenants if the changes were 
enacted, contrary to speak- 
ers at an earlier public hear- 
ing who said the market 
would keep those rents from 
rising. 

“In reality it does get 
passed down to tenants.” 


Finn said. “The so-called 
fair market rent often times 
does not really direct what 
particular people get for 
their specific units.” 
Cain said the matter 
was worthy of discussion, 
adding that he was disap- 


pointed Walker had already | 


said Koch would not sign 
the home rule petition pri- 
or the meeting. Addition- 


ally, Cain said the measure 


as proposed contained no 
guarantee the additional tax 
revenue would give relief to 
homeowners. 

“On its face value I do 
support this, but I think it 
lacks that one step, which is 
guaranteeing or proscribing 
some sort of relief,’ Cain 
said. 

During the public hearing 
held at the start of the meet- 
ing, six residents voiced 
their support for the home 
rule petition. 

Jocelyn Sedney, a Mon- 
roe Road resident, said the 
changing the tax structure 
would benefit thousands of 
property owners in the city. 

“Taxpayers have needed 
some kind of relief. This 
has come up repeatedly year 
after year. I think finally 


_we’ve got some suggestion 


here as to how we can bring 
some relief to the residential 
property owners in Quincy,” 
Sedney said. 

“‘We’re talking about re- 
lief for thousands of people 
— men, women and children 
— who own property in the 
city of Quincy.” 

Jim Stamos, a Squan- 
tum resident and owner of 
Stamos & Stamos Realtors, 
said changing the tax rates 
for the apartment buildings 
would not increase rents. He 


said it was discouraging for , 


homeowners to know they 
pay the same tax rate as the 
large apartment buildings. 

“It’s pretty tough for a 
residential homeowner who 
is paying a heavy real es- 
tate tax for his primary resi- 
dence, his home, to see what 
the big, large apartment 
complexes get away with 
because they’re taxed at the 
same residential rate as a 
homeowner,” Stamos said. 

The council unanimously 
approved two other tax- 
related items at the meeting. 

The first, introduced by 
Palmucci, increases the ex- 
emption residents age 60 
and up can receive for vol- 
unteer service from $1,000 
to $1,500. 

The second, introduced 
by Palmucci and Liang, 
grants a property tax exemp- 
tion to residents who already 
receive personal exemptions 
from the state. They include 
veterans, surviving spouses 
of veterans and blind indi- 
viduals. 

Koch will approve both 
those items. 
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Pair Arraigned For 
Assault, Robbery Of 
92- Year-Old Woman

A Somerville man and 
Quincy woman were ar- 
raigned Monday morning 
in Quincy District Court in 
connection with a robbery 
and assault on a 92-year-old 
Quincy woman in Wollas- 
ton earlier this month that 
left the victim with a frac- 
tured sternum and bloodied 
knuckles. 

Markell Cruz, 27, of 
Somerville and Kayla Noel- 
Brown, 26, of Quincy are 
facing charges of unarmed 
robbery of an elderly person, 
assault and battery on an el- 
derly person and conspiracy 
to commit a crime. Not 
guilty pleas were entered on 
their behalf at Monday’s ar- 
raignment. 

Cruz, who is accused of 
throwing the victim to the 
ground before stealing her 
purse, was ordered held 
without bail pending a dan- 
gerousness hearing set for 
Thursday. Noel-Brown was 


held on $2,500 bail and is 


due back in court for a prob- 
able cause hearing Dec. 22. 

Cruz and Noel-Brown 
were arrested Saturday in 
Boston after Joseph Gray, a 
state trooper, spotted them 
walking along Massachu- 
setts Avenue. Gray recalled 
seeing Noel-Brown on a 
Quincy Police Department 
social media site, State Po- 
lice said in a statement, and 
approached the pair to get a 
closer look, determining she 


had a striking resemblance 
to the woman in the photos. 

Gray then approached 
the pair and the woman 
identified herself as “Nancy 
Brown” of Quincy, accord- 
ing to State Police. Gray 
called Quincy police de- 
tective AJ. Carthas and 
queried a photo of Kayla 
Noel-Brown, who had been 
wanted for the assault. The 
photo of the suspect matched 
the appearance of the wom- 
an on scene, State Police 
said, and the male suspect 
was identified as Cruz. 

Gray then read the two 
their Miranda rights and 
Quincy police arrived on 
scene to take custody of the 
pair. They were held on bail 
at Quincy police headquar- 
ters over the weekend. 

Christine Prendiville, the 
daughter of the 92-year-old 
victim, praised the work of 
law enforcement in arrest- 
ing her mother’s alleged 
assailants. Prendiville also 
said Wollaston Manor at 91 
Clay St., where her mother 
lives, is taking steps to en- 
sure such an assault does not 
occur again. 

“My mother and I are 
so grateful. to the Quincy 
police and the state trooper 
who spotted the suspects 
and apprehended them. Det. 
A.J. Carthas did a great job 
making this a priority to 
safeguard the citizens in this 
city by getting the two sus- 
pects off the street,” Prendi-

The victim, who 
was using a walker, said 
the male attacker came out 
of nowhere and pushed her, 
threw her and the walker to 
the ground, took her purse 
and then ran away. 

After being robbed, 
the victim told police an 
unidentified woman later 
helped her back into 91 Clay 
St. Quincy police, however, 
determined the woman who 
assisted the victim back to 
the building was involved 
in the robbery because she 
was seen walking with the 
suspect moments before it 
occurred. 

The assault left the vic- 
tim with a broken sternum 
and bloody knuckles, police 
said. Her purse was found 
near a dumpster after a man 
called police and told offi- 
cer he saw the male suspect 
in its vicinity. The victim’s 
wallet and other belongings 
were found inside the purse; 
police returned it to the vic- 
tim, who said she missing 
between $30 and $50.

The North Quincy-based 
company that owns the for- 
mer Quincy Medical Center 
campus hopes to save the 
hospital’s historic adminis- 
trative building and several 
others on site while demol- 


‘ishing the rest to make way 


for residential units, though 
plans for the property are 
not yet set in stone. 

Jason Ward, the manag- 
ing partner for FoxRock 
Properties, provided an up- 
date on the company’s plans 
for the 15-acre site at 114 
Whitwell St. during a com- 
munity meeting at Central 
Middle School on Nov. 21. 
Ward said the company 
would hold another such 
meeting in the future once 
more detailed plans for the 
site are known. 

FoxRock acquired the 
hospital for $12 million 
from Steward Health Care, 
QMC’s former owner, in 
December 2016 and has 
spent the last year trying to 
figure out what to do with 
the property. Steward, as 
part of the sale agreement, 
will keep an emergency de- 
partment on site through the 
end of 2021. 

‘As part of the deal to pur- 
chase the hospital, FoxRock, 
which is owned by Granite 
Telecommunications CEO 


and president Rob Hale, 
was also named the devel- 
oper for the Ross Lot area 
in Quincy Center by Mayor 
Thomas Koch. 

FoxRock hopes to begin 
the permitting process for 
the Quincy Medical Center 
site in 2018, and the City 
Council is expected to begin 
its review of the Ross Lot 
plans next year as well. 

Ward said the existing 
facilities on the hospital site 
need major renovations to 
bring them up to modern 
building codes, and all me- 
chanical systems — HVAC 
and plumbing, for example 
— are in need of upgrades. 
The property has one park- 
ing space per 1,000 square 
feet of space, Ward said, 
one-fifth of what a modern 
hospital would need, and 
one hospital operator told 
FoxRock they would not 
move into the site for free. 

“The current buildings 
are not attractive to a mod- 
ern hospital user. We have 
various buildings from dif- 
ferent eras. We have low 
ceiling heights. We have 
confusing circulation pat- 
terns that just don’t fit the 
demands of new hospitals or 
what a new operator would 
watt to see when they c come 
in,” Ward said. 


“We had one potential. 


user say they would not op- 
erate a hospital in this facil- 
ity if we gave it to them.” 

FoxRock now plans to 
save about half of thé build- 
ings that comprise the hos- 
pital, including the admin- 
istrative building located in 
front of the property. 

“It is such an iconic piece. 
of Quincy history that we 
will go to great lengths to 
preserve that building if at 
all possible,” Ward said. 

The plan to save some of 
the buildings on site could 
change. depending. on the 
needs of the companies that 
end up leasing space there. 

“We want to save, we 
want to preserve, we want to 
re-use everything we can,” 
Ward stated. 


“That’s what we would - 


love to do if we can, but it 
depends entirely on future 
users and their potential re- 
quirements.” 

Quincy currently holds 
a right of reverter over the 
Whitwell Street property, 
which would allow the city 
to take back the property in 
2021 if certain conditions 
are not met. Under its agree- 
ment with the city, FoxRock 
would have to lease out 
150,000 square feet of space 
for medical uses at either the 
Quincy Medical Center or 
Ross Lot site — or both — or 


QMC Zoning Change Proposed

The: 15-acre hospital site 
at 114 Whitwell St. is pres- 
ently located in a planned 
urban development zoning 
district. In those districts, 
the council, acting as the 
special permit granting au- 
thority, is responsible for

vetting projects. 

Hughes, who represents 
Ward 5 where the former 
hospital is locate¢é, has in- 
troduced an amendment to 
the city’s zoning code that 
makes the redevelopment 
of a hospital site an allowed 
use in a PUD district subject 
to site-plan review by the 
Planning Board. The change 
was proposed Nov. 20 and 
sent to committee for review 
at a future date. ‘ 

Hughes’ proposal also 
includes dimensional and 
parking requirements for a 
redevelopment on a hospital 
site. 

It would set a maximum 
floor area ratio of 2.5, cap 
the height of buildings to six 
stories, and require 10 per- 
cent of the aggregate land 
area be maintained as open 
space. The current zoning 
allows for an FAR of 4.0

Register O’Donnell Warns Homeowners About Deed Scam 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell is again advising 
county residents to disregard 
a direct-mail solicitation of- 
fering them a certified copy 
of their property deed for an 
outrageous fee of anywhere 
from $59.50 to $83. 

“There is a’ California 
company that continues to 
send direct-mail  solicita- 
tions to unsuspecting ho- 
meowners asking them to 
send a check for $83 in or- 
der to receive a copy of their 
deed,” O’Donnell said. 

“If a consumer knew that 
the Registry of Deeds would 
provide them the same certi- 
fied copy of a property deed 
for a charge of only $1 per 
page, plus an-additional $1 
for postage, they would 
never agree to pay such an 
outrageous fee for service. 
The average price for a 
mailed homeowner’s deed 
by the Registry (usually two 
pages) is $3.” 

“These __ solicitations,” 
O’Donnell said, “are labeled 
Recorded Deed Notice and

The lease payments pro- 
posed by Atlantic and Boz- 
zuto far exceed the $6.3 
million lump sum offered 
by the second bidder, JAG 
Northeast | Development 
Company. That bid features 
a smaller project with 326 
apartments, 13,200 square 
feet of retail space, 14,500 
square feet of office space 
and 324 parking spaces. 

One-tenth of all the 
apartments in either pro- 
posal would be set aside for 
affordable housing — the T is 
requiring affordable housing 
be located on site. Both bids 
include roughly $20 million 
worth of MBTA upgrades as 


well. 
T staff recommended the 
bid by Atlantic and Bozzuto 


‘in part because they are of- 


fering larger lease payments 
that would provide the agen- 
cy with a recurring source of 
revenue. 

Additionally, MBTA staff 
say the higher density of 
residential units compared 
to the second bid would 
increase ridership and the 
construction of office space 
would encourage reverse 
commuting. 

T staff also say the At- 
lantic and Bozzuto. project 
would improve the customer 
service experience with bet- 
ter accessibility and better 
pedeStrian circulation, in- 


cluding a new at-grade entry 
on each side of the station, 
as well as the new busway. 
The developers’ bus study 
also indicates bus travel 
time would be reduced. 
Atlantic and Bozzuto 
plan to build 610 apart- 
ments, 50,000 square feet 
of retail space and 1,600 
parking spaces at the North 
Quincy station. The firms 
will pay the MBTA $200 
million in lease payments 
over 99 years and will also 
pay the city $1.6 million 
annually in property taxes, 
plus one-time payments for 
permitting fees and a con- 
tribution to the Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund. 


The Planning Board 
signed off on the North 
Quincy project in June, and 
work on site is expected to 
start in 2018. The North 
Quincy project will take 
about three years to com- 
plete.

Bringer of Babies--- 
Where do babies _come 
from? Explaining this to 
a child has required many 
imaginative explanations. 
During the 19th century in 
the U.S. and Europe, the 
most popular answer was 
“the stork brought him” or 
“he was found in the cab- 
bage patch.” There are sto- 
ries dating well before the 
1600s that say a baby was 
found under a large cab- 
bage leaf or was delivered 
by a flying stork. 

For centuries, each country 
had a story. The baby was 
brought from midwives, 
wild women of the forest, 
owls, foxes, a male water 
sprite, a raven or a crow. 
The baby could be found 
under a gooseberry bush, 
or a lime tree in countries 
that didn’t grow cabbages. 
No one really knew where 
babies came from until the 
1680s, when the micro- 
scope and other discover- 
ies helped scientists figure 
it out. It was not until the 


1830s that most people’

der a 1967 state law. The 
Quincy Planning Board 
would then be responsible 
for permitting the project. 

Earlier Monday, — the 
MBTA’s Fiscal Control and 
Management Board select- 
ed the joint bid by Atlantic 
and Bozzuto for the-Quincy 
Center project. The firms’ 
proposal features 600 apart- 
ments, 225,000 square feet 
of office space and more 
than 600 parking spaces, 
though DJ. MacKinnon, the 
president of Atlantic Devel- 
opment, told the City Coun- 
cil more commercial space 
and fewer apartments could 
be included in the final de- 
velopment. 

Atlantic and Bozzuto 
are the same developers 
constructing a $205 million 
project at the North Quincy 
station. Work on that project 
is set to start next year. 


Finn on Monday ob- . 


jected to Koch’s request, 


tabling the discussion until 
the council’s next meeting 
on Dec. 18. 

Among other reasons, 
Finn said he was concerned 
about the timing of Mon- 
day’s vote. The MBTA had 
unveiled the bids for the 
Quincy Center site last week 
and selected the developers 
Monday, hours before the 
council was asked to vote. 
The T selected the devel- 
opers for the North Quincy 
project in April 2016 and the 
council did not vote on the 
matter until last December, 
after a community meeting 
had been held on the pro- 
posal. 

“This is so far different 
than what we went through 
with the North Quincy pro- 
cess,” Finn said. 

Prior to Finn’s objection, 
Councillor Noel DiBona 
said he was concerned about 


the 600 apartments included 


in the proposal approved by 
the MBTA, given the num- 
ber of such units already 
in the pipeline for Quincy 
Center. 

“The amount of apart- 
ments is the issue for me,” 
he said.

DA Morrissey Warns Of Lottery 


And Prize Winning Scams

A Milton elder recently received a letter announcing that 
he had won the lottery. A whopping $500,000 was coming 
from an international marketing survey held last March. The 
elder did not recall participating in a marketing survey, but 
it was certainly possible. Survey requests frequently pop up 
on his computer. Sometimes he completes them. They often 
offer some kind of enticement. 

It seemed so possible. And attractive: $500,000 buys 
some serious comfort. 

Even better: As a “courtesy” — because “U.S. law prohibe 
its requiring contest winners pay anything to collect a prize” 
— the letter was accompanied by a check for $8,895.75 to 
cover taxes, insurance, shipping and handling. The check 
appeared authentic, complete with watermarks and the typi- 
cal features of a proper check. A Google search of the name 
and address printed on the check confirmed it was from a 
legitimate financial institution. 

But it was all a lie. It was a fake check. 

Counterfeit checks are often made to look so authentic 
that even bank tellers cannot tell the difference. A high qual- 
ity scanner, image editing software, and a decent printer can 
make an unlimited number of very real looking checks. 

The letter provided the Milton man with a claim number 
and a phone number with instructions not to act on the letter 
until after calling the claim agent. When he called, he was 
told to go to the bank to deposit the check, leave the letter at 
home, and tell no one about the winnings yet. After making 
the deposit, he was told to wire the amount of the check, 
$8,895.75, back to pay the taxes, insurance, shipping, and 
handling. As soon as the firm received the wired money, the 
$500,000 in winnings would be sent to him in Milton. 

_ Thankfully, the man sought the advice of a friend and did 
not follow the scammer’s instructions. If he had, his-bank 
would have soon discovered the check was a fake and, if the 


money had Already been wired to. the scammers, he would 
have been responsible for the money drawn from his ac- 


‘count to cover it. Wiring money is like giving cash. 


Why do scammers keep trying lottery scams like this? 
Because unlike our Milton man, people keep falling for 
them. The feeling of opening a letter — a very plausible let- 
ter — saying that you have just come into a large quantity of 
money is exhilarating. Exhilaration and excitement can lead 
to rash decisions. Scammers are well practiced in creating 
a sense of urgency in their targets — perhaps by imposing 
a deadline for upfront payment or the winnings will be lost. 

' Tips to avoid the lottery scam: 

¢ Throw away offers that ask you to pay for a prize or 
gift. It is a scam. 

¢ If something seems too good to be true, it likely is. That 
is your red flag — do some investigation. 

¢ Never wire money to a stranger. Ever. 

* Resist the urge to enter foreign lotteries. It is illegal to 
play a foreign lottery through the mail. Most are scams. 

¢ Not all lottery scams use counterfeit checks. Some ask 
that you provide personal identifying information and/or 
credit card account information — then abuse that data. Do 
not provide your personal information. 

e Never draw from your bank account against a check 
until after you have confirmation the check:has cleared. 

¢ Recognize high-pressure hectic; be wary of anyone 
telling you that you must “act now.” 

e Counterfeit checks are being used in many other scams, 


including internet auction scams, overpayment scams and 


secret shopper scams. 

If you suspect you are a target of these or any other scams, 
do not click on the link, do not engage with the caller, do not 
rush into a decision, and, above all, do not provide any per- 
sonal information. Ask a friend. Ask a police officer. 

Report scams to the police and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission at 877-FTC-HELP or www.ftc.gov. When.it comes 
to scams, vigilance is your number one weapon. Learn more 
about scams by visiting www.norfolkda.com and clicking 
the ‘seniors’ link.

John’s Sauce At The Cape

There is something about tasting some- 
one else’s cooking that always tastes so 
good. In this case it.was a delicious tomato 
sauce that my grandson, John, made when 
we were all together at Cape Cod this sum- 
ther." 

This sauce is a two-step process — and 
well worth the extra time as you will see. 


2 cans on San Marzano tomatoes or 
high quality canned whole plum toma- 
toes (You can substitute.fresh tomato if 
in season - about 10 — 12 fresh plum to- 
matoes) 

1/3 cup extra virgin olive oil 

6 to 8 whole cloves of garlic peeled and 
smashed pee 

1 shallot, finely minced 

15 Basil leaves plus stems — fresh is a 
must 

10 more Basil leaves to garnish at the 
end ae 

A few pinches of red pepper flakes de- 
pending on desired heat level _ 

Salt and pepper to taste (John used 
kosher salt) 

Whole milk 


Freshly grated parmesan cheese 


In a medium to large pot, pre-heat on 
medium high heat add a drizzle of the olive 
oil and the finely minced shallot. Cook until 
shallot becomes translucent. Add tomatoes, 
salt and: pepper and allow to cook over me- 
dium low heat for 35. minutes. Around the 
half-way point add enough milk to make the 
sauce a few shades lighter if desired. 

In a smaller pot, while all of this is going 
on, bring 1/3 cup of olive oil and the basil 
and the stems, red pepper flakes and garlic 
cloves up to a boil together. Once the oil 
is bubbling reduce heat to very low and let 
steep. The flavors will infuse into oil. Let 
this cook for the duration of the tomatoes. 

The next step is most important — add 
the oil in batches and mash the oil and to- 
matoes together with a wooden spoon (it 
will be chunky); try to combine ingredients 
slowly. Don’t add oil all at once, because. 
it tends tom make the sauce “oily.” When 
the sauce is ready take those 10 reserved ba- 
sil leaves and slice add them to the sauce. 


- Serve with favorite pasta. 


P.S. John used the milk to help lighten 
the sauce and reduce some of the natural 
acidity of the tomatoes.

Holiday weight gain

wagon. Here are some tips: 
1. Decrease alcohol, cof- 
fee, and red meat from your 
diet for a few days prior to 
the big event. Don’t starve 
yourself, but attempt to eat

he was collecting on SSDI. 

Your full retirement age (FRA) is 66 years and 8 months, 
and if you retire as soon as you’re eligible at 62 your ben- 
efit will be 71.67 percent of what you would get at your 
FRA. For each month you wait, your benefit amount will 
increase slightly; if you wait until you are 63 to apply, you'll 
get 76.67 percent of your FRA benefit. Simply speaking, the 
longer you wait to apply the larger your benefit will be (up 
to the maximum at age 70). To use a simple example, if your 
benefit at your FRA is $1,000 and you retire at age 62, your 
benefit will be $716/month. If you retire at age 63 it would 


_ be $766 per month, and if you wait until you are 70 years 


old, it would be $1,266/month. 

These are just examples, but based upon what you’ve 
told me about your age 70 benefit your numbers should be 
about double those in the example. You should keep in mind 
that if you start your benefits early and continue working, 
and you.earn more than Social Security’s “earnings limit” 
($17,040 for 2018), you will incur a reduction to your Social 
Security benefits to the tune of $1 for every $2 you earn over 
the limit. If you work and exceed the earnings test it can 
have a pretty severe impact on your benefits, so please be 
sure to factor this into your thinking when deciding when 
to apply. 

The way the excess earnings reduction works is that they 
withhold future benefits until they have collected what you 
owe due to exceeding the limit, which can hurt a lot if you’re 
depending upon your monthly SS income to meet expens- 
es. They will eventually re-compute your benefit amount 
to help you recover all or some of what was withheld, but 
not until you reach your full retirement age. In the year you 
reach your full retirement age the earnings limit is consider- 
ably higher ($45,360 for 2018) and the reduction is less ($1 
for every $3 over the limit), and once you’ve reached your 
FRA the earnings test goes away and you can earn as much 
as you wish without a benefit reduction. 

Please note that the Social Security earnings limit goes up 
a little each year, but the reduction amount doesn’t change. 
Another thing to keep in mind is that should you predecease 
your husband, he will be entitled to 100 percent of whatever 
benefit you are receiving (provided it is more than he is al- 
ready receiving). Thus applying early has consequences not 
only for you but also for your surviving spouse. I mention 
this because many couples don’t take spousal benefits into” 
consideration when deciding when to apply. Obviously the 
decision when to apply is yours alone to make, but I hope 
the above gives you enough to make an informed choice.

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Ayers: Study Feasibility Of Fish Farms On Moon Island 


Quincy Legislator Sponsors Bill, 
Testifies Before Joint Committee 
On Environment, Agriculture

State Rep. Bruce Ayers 
recently testified on legis- 
lation he introduced that 
would explore establishing 
a fish and shellfish farm on 
Moon Island. 

Ayers’ bill, H398, would 
direct the » Massachusetts 
Department of Fish & Game 
to study the feasibility of us- 
ing the abandoned sewage 
treatment facility on Moon 
Island for this purpose. It 
was heard before the Joint 
Committee on Environ- 
ment, Natural Resources & 
Agriculture Nov. 29. 

~ Moon Island, part of the 
Boston Harbor Islands, is 
owned by the city of Bos- 
ton, but is part of the city 
of Quincy. The sewage 
treatment facility on Moon 
™Tsland has been out of use 
since the early 1960s, upon 
completion of the Deer Is- 
land treatment plant. 

The existing structure on 
Moon Island is comprised 
of four granite-cut storage 
tanks with the capacity to 


hold 50 million gallons of 
water. They are 900-feet 
long, 150-feet wide, and 
17-feet deep, separated by 
walls that are 7-feet thick 
at the base. Ayers says this 
provides a unique opportu- 
nity for the island. 

“The cost to build a new 
facility would be extremely 
expensive. This bill: would 
allow us to study the fea- 
sibility of eliminating that 
high construction cost and 
putting the existing structure 
to good use,” Ayers said. 

With water access to 
both Quincy Bay and Bos- 
ton Harbor, Ayers says this 
proposal would improve 
water quality in the area. 
“Fish and shellfish farming 
will better the local marine 
ecosystem, and will benefit

Ayers said the proposal 
provides educational op- 
portunities as well.

MA Health Dept.: Flu Season Is Here 


The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) announces the flu 
season has started earlier 
than usual and recommend- 
ed that people take steps to 
prevent the spread of flu. 

“Every flu season is dif- 
ferent, but usually cases of 
influenza reach their peak 
in January, February or even 
March,” said Public Health 
Commissioner Monica 
Bharel, MD, MPH. “This 
year we are seeing a very 
rapid increase in influenza- 
like illness across Massachu- 
setts, along with an increase 
in confirmed flu cases. This 
suggests that Massachusetts 
may be having an earlier 
start. It is important that we

all take steps to prevent flu 
from spreading, including 
getting a flu shot because it 
is among the best protection 
we have.” 

As a reminder, DPH rec- 


‘ommends that people: 


¢ Get the flu vaccine as 
soon as possible. 

¢ Wash their hands thor- 
oughly and regularly, or use 
hand sanitizer. 

¢ Cover their coughs and 
sneezes. 

¢ Stay home when they 
are sick with fever and 
cough or sore throat, if pos- 
sible. 

¢ Talk to their healthcare 
provider if they think they 
have the flu, especially if 
they have health concerns 


Tikitimlives 
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that make them more likely 
to develop severe illness 
when sick with the flu. The 
doctor may prescribe antivi- 
ral medications, which work 
best when started early in 
the course of illness. 

The most common symp- 
toms of flu are a fever ac- 
companied by a cough or 
sore throat. Symptoms can 
also include body aches, 
headache, chills, runny nose 
and feeling very tired. Some 
people, especially young 
children, also have diarrhea 
and vomiting. Symptoms 
last from a few days to up to 
a week or more. 

Flu can be very serious. 
Every year in the United 
States, millions of people 
get the flu, hundreds of 
thousands of people are hos- 
pitalized and thousands or 
tens of thousands of people 
die from flu-related ill- 
nesses. Some people are at 
higher risk of serious health 
problems when they get the 
flu. This includes pregnant 
women, infants, the elderly 
and people with medical 
conditions like asthma, dia- 
betes, heart disease, kidney 
disease, neurological and 
neuromuscular conditions 


and weakened immune sys- 
tems. The flu vaccine takes 
about two weeks after vac- 
cination for antibodies to 
develop in the body and 
provide protection against 
flu virus infection. — 

The flu virus is spread 
through droplets of saliva 
and mucus from the nose 
and mouth of someone who 
coughs or sneezes. If you - 
are close enough to a person . 
with the flu (3-to- 6 feet) 
when they cough or sneeze, 
you can breathe in the virus 
and get sick. Flu symptoms 
start 1 - 4 days (usually 2 
days) after a person breathes 
in the virus. 

The flu virus can also live 
for a short time on things you 
touch, such as doorknobs, 
phones and toys. After you 
touch these objects, you can 
catch the virus when you 
touch your mouth, nose, or 
eyes. Adults with flu can 
spread it from about one day 
before symptoms appear to 
about one week after. Chil- 
dren can spread the flu even 
longer after they get sick.

A Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment lieutenant recently 
received the department’s 
highest honor for rescuing 
a woman from her burning 
home in September. 

Fire Chief Joseph Barron 
awarded the Role of Merit 
to Lt. Paul Leonard during 
a ceremony at department 
headquarters on Nov. 26. 
Leonard received the award 
for rescuing Judy Todd from 
a Sept. 28 house fire on 
Huntley Road. 


Barron, in his general or- 


der commending Leonard, 
described what happened 


that night, lauding the lieu- 


tenant for bravery in the 
face of “extreme personal 
risk” he assumed in rescu- 
ing the homeowner. 

“Lieutenant Paul Leon- 
ard, assigned to Ladder 1, 
entered the building without 
the protection of charged 
hose line. He ascended to 
the second floor where he 
found the homeowner, Judy 
Todd, unconscious,” Barron 
said. “The lieutenant carried 
her to safety and placed her, 
aided by other firefighters, 
in the care of Brewster Am- 
bulance crews.” 

Todd was rushed to Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital 
and spent 10 days in the 
intensive care unit, accord- 
ing to the fire chief. She has 
since left the hospital. 

’ “As of this writing she 
is united with family and 
thankful for a full recovery, 
able to enjoy this holiday 
season,” Barron said in his 
general order. “She extends 
her thanks and wishes that 
Quincy’s first responders 
enjoy a happy and safe holi- 
day season.” 

Deputy Fire Chief Gary 
Smyth, who was on scene 
that night, said Leonard’s 
actions saved Todd’s life. 
Things could have turned 
out differently had help ar- 


rived just one minute later, 
the deputy chief said. 

“The fire was in the rear 
of the building but we had 
black, pressurized smoke 
seeping through the front 
windows, which indicated 
to me high heat conditions,” 
Smyth said. “I knew those 
conditions up there weren’t 
tenable without some sort of 
breathing equipment, so she 
was close to succumbing to 
smoke inhalation.” 

Leonard joined the Quin- 
cy Fire Department in 1987 
and was promoted to lieu- 
tenant in 2002. When asked 
about the commendation he 
received, Leonard said the 
rescue was a team effort and 
credited his fellow firefight- 
ers and department leader- 
ship for their work. 

“I work with a good 
group of guys that are well- 
trained and well-led. Trust 
me,-One guy can’t do any- 
thing by himself,” Leonard 
said. “It’s a complete team 
effort — always has been, 
always will be — and that’s 
why that story line stays the 
same no matter where you 
go in the fire service. You 
need multiple bodies to han- 
dle that.” 

Leonard and Siuvth 
joined the department at 
the same time. Smyth said 
Leonard has the same drive 
he did in 1987 when they 
were both starting out. 

“It’s always nice to see 
anyone receive the Role of 
Merit; however, to see some- 
one with 30 years of service 
still come to work every day 
with the drive that he had 
in 1987, the dedication to 
public service, the willing- 
ness to continue learn and 
educate himself in the fire 
service, I’m very proud of 
him,” Smyth said. 

The fire chief also rec- 
ognized four Quincy Police 
Department officers for res- 
cuing three family members

THE “MOM POSTURE” 


While the term ‘rounded 
shoulders” is most often used 
to describe a resting shoulder 
position that has moved forward 
from the body's ideal alignment, 
this slumped posture is also 
known as the “mom posture.”

Barron, in a letter to 
Police Chief Paul Keenan, 
said the actions of the four 
officers saved the residents 
from serious injury and 


aided firefighters’ efforts to 
extinguish the fast-moving 
fire. :

“These officers are a 
credit to the Quincy Police 
Department and to this com- 
munity. I wish to thank them 
for their unselfish caring and 
commitment to the citizens 
we serve.”

Fire Dept. Unveils 2 New Engines

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
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ment has received two new 
engines that will replace 
other apparatus that are 
more than a decade old. 

The two new trucks cost 
$630,000 each, said to Dep- 


- uty Fire Chief Gary Smyth. 


Funding for the new trucks 
was included in a larger 
bond order introduced by 
Mayor Thomas Koch in 
May 2016 and approved by 
the City Council that June. 
The two new trucks - 
Engines 1 and 5 — have 
been assigned to department 
headquarters on Quincy Av-. 
enue and the West Quincy 
firehouse, which are the 
city’s two most active fire 
stations. The fire trucks ar- 
rived at the stations on the 
afternoon of Dec. 1; Engine 
1 was quickly pressed into 
service, answering its first 
call within 15 minutes of its 


arrival at the station. 

The new engines, which 
are identical, are equipped 
with the latest technology. 
Among other features, they 
have back-up cameras and 
rear-facing cameras on each 
side that are activated when 
they driver turns signals to 
tum. 

“Every time we buy new 
apparatus there is always 


new technology,’ Smyth 
said. “It’s all state of the 
art.”’ 


Smyth said the previous 
Engine 1 was purchased 
in 2007 and the previous 
Engine 5 was purchased in 
2005. Both those trucks will 
undergo maintenance and 
be re-assigned to the city’s 
peninsulas — the old Engine 
1 will replace Engine 6 in 
Houghs Neck and the old 
Engine 5 will replace En- 


gine 7 in Squantum. The old 
Engines 6 and 7 would then 
be kept as spares. 

By rotating the trucks, 
Smyth said the department 
is able to prolong their 
lifespans. 

“We feel it’s a good rota- 
tion schedule. We certainly 


“get more out of our appara- 
° 


tus than most departments 
do,” he stated. “It’s a credit 
to our mechanics...and the 
members of the department 
who everyday do routine in- 
spections.” 

Smyth credited Koch for 
his support of the depart- 
ment and said the purchase 
of new equipment would 
not be possible without the 
mayor’s backing. 

“We don’t get apparatus 
like this unless we get the 
proper funding,” he said.

rise faster than residential 
values. That has now: hap- 
pened and hopefully that 
trend should continue for a 
few years.” 

Additionally, Cavanagh 
and Healy said new apart- 
ment developments coming 
online have helped reduce 
the tax burden on homeown- 
ers. 

“Increased investment 
in the city — even if it’s 
taxed at the residential rate 
— is additional funds,” Ca- 
vanagh said. “It will call for 
additional city services as 
well, but you want a vibrant, 
lively city that people want 
to live in, and that’s what 
Quincy is right now.”

The first allocated the

ing the record-breaking win- 


ter of 2015. Cavanagh said 


the rest of the $3.7 million 
owed this fiscal year would 
be charged to the tax levy. 

The city, Cavanagh add- 
ed, could have upwards of 
$6 million in additional free 
cash certified by the state in 
the spring. 

The second item appro 
priated more than. $789,000 
in left over funds from pre- 
vious fiscal years to FY18 
accounts, meaning that 
amount would not have to 
be charged to this year’s 
levy. 


Quincy Officials 
Working Closely 
With T Leadership On 
Wollaston Station Project 


Quincy’s state legisla- 
tive delegation, along with 
city officials; met Nov. 29 
with Transportation Secre- 
tary Stephanie Pollack and 
MBTA General Manager 
Luis Ramirez at Wollaston 
Station to discuss the up- 
coming reconstruction and 
temporary closure of the 
station, which is scheduled 
to begin on Jan. 2nd. 

Over the past several 
months, Quincy state legis- 
lators and city officials have 
been meeting with MBTA 
officials to develop a miti- 
gation plan for the station 
closure, as well as to work 
through specific solutions 
to foreseeable impacts on 
Quincy residents. Com- 
munity meetings were also 
held, at which residents 
- voiced. their concerns re- 
garding the Wollaston Sta- 
tion project. As a result of 
the most recent public meet- 
ing on Nov. 15th, last week’s 
meeting focused on improv- 
ing the mitigation plan to be 
more responsive to citizen 
concerns. 

At the meeting, the De- 
partment of Transportation 
and the MBTA conveyed 
their progress towards ad- 
dressing the many critical 


issues and demonstrated 
their commitment of new 
resources specifically to the 
Wollaston Station project. 
Over the next 10 days the 
plan will be further refined 
and then released to the pub- 
lic. 

On Nov. 30th, the city 
of Quincy’s Department of 
Traffic Parking Alarm and 
Lighting (TPAL) met with 
the Department of Trans- 
portation and the MBTA. In 
attendance were representa- 
tives from each city depart- 
ment, state and local offi- 
cials and MBTA managers. 
They discussed and final- 
ized the details and logistics 
of the updated mitigation 
plan. Additionally, the Citi- 
zen’s Advisory Committee 
(CAC) will be holding their 
next meeting on Dec. 7th;

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Residents Who Heat With Oil: 
How To Avoid An Oily Mess

The Quincy Fire Department annually responds to nu- 
merous home heating oil spills. The majority-of these-spills 
occur due to the failure of the oil tank, which is typically 
found in the basement of the home. These tanks are pre- 
dominantly made of steel and will fail at some point during 
their lifespan. 

If the homeowner is lucky, the failure will manifest with 
the tank “weeping,” which looks like the tank is sweating 
along the bottom, or with just a few drops falling to the 
floor. Less commonly, the tank will fail catastrophically and 
a larger amount of its contents will spill onto the floor. The 
catastrophic failure typically occurs when the tank is being 
filled due to the weight of the incoming oil. Any release of 
oil from the tank is cause for concern. Be aware that small 
leaks will eventually become larger as the tank continues 
to fail. 

Heating oil spills can cause homeowners major head- 
aches with costs of cleanup running in the tens of thousands 
of dollars. However, there are ways that homeowners can 
protect themselves:

¢ Keep an eye on your tank for any signs of leaking and 
get any leaks fixed by your oil company as soon as pos- 
sible. 
© Call your insurance company. and make sure you are 
covered through your homeowner’s insurance. Do not as- 
sume that you are covered just because you have insurance. 
Be diligent and ask your insurance company for written 
proof of coverage and maintain it for your records. If you 
change insurance companies make sure to address a home 
heating oil spill. 

¢ If you buy oil from different companies over the winter, 
have your tank and burner checked by a service repair tech- 
nician prior to each heating season. 

¢ Be aware of the age of your tank. Steel tanks installed 
in the 1990’s typically last 15 to 20 years. Tanks installed 
after 2000 can typically last up to 30 years. 

¢ If your tank is not the typical steel tank, have its integ- 
rity inspected. - 

¢ If you have to replace your tank, think about investing 
in the best quality tank your service company has to offer.

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When I turn on the 
headlights on my 2009 
Ford Focus the backlight 
on the back of the dash- 
board does not light up 
like it used to. The inte- 
rior light switch works 
fine. The gauges light up 
like they should but not 
the back panel which I 
need for night driving. I’m 
guessing I would probably 
have to take the vehicle to 
a Ford dealership rather 
than an independent shop. 
Would you have any ideas 
of the repairs needed and 
the cost? 

Today nearly every part 
of a car is connected to a 
computer and the dash lights 
are no exception. A techni- 
cian will need to check 
the car to read diagnostic 
trouble codes to see what is 
wrong. Possibilities include 
open and shorted circuits as 
well as the fuse, wiring and 


- connections. Although any 


good shop should be able to 
diagnose and repair the car; 
the dealer may have seen 
to issue more often and be 
more familiar with the re- 
pair needed. Regarding cost, 
the major expense will be 
the diagnostic time needed 
to find the problem. I would 
estimate at least a couple of 
hours labor, providing there 
isn’t anything obvious/sim- 
ple such as a fuse. 

I own a 2008 Chevy 
Cobalt with a manual 
shift and for about eight 
months it’s been making a 
constant thumping noise. 
The noise is on the pas- 
senger side under the hood 
but only when driving and 
it gets louder when I go 
faster. We thought the axle 
was bad and when we went 
to replace the CV joints 
but found they were still in 
good shape. I have looked 
online to see if I could find 
the answer on there but 
no luck. I was hoping you 
would possibly know what 
it could be. 

The first place I would 
look is to be certain all of 
-the engine and transmission 
mounts are tight. A worn 
mount could cause a thump- 
ing noise under accelera- 
tion. The other possibility is 
that the transmission or dif- 
ferential is worn. internally. 
At this point I would go for 
a ride with a technician and 
let them listen to and diag- 
nose the noise and prepare 
an estimate for repairs.

_ board cluster. Most new

hioned way, 
s tank, 
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the car makers who are 
showing more MPG than 
the car really gets. Is this 
standard practice on all 
new cars? 

In most of the cars that I 
drive I have found the com- 
puter readout of the miles 
per gallon is somewhat 
optimistic. Other cars the 
readout is exactly what I get 
when I measure the MPG in 
the traditional method. En- 
gineers tell me the computer 
readout is actually more 
accurate since you are not 
looking at how the tank is 
filled but rather a mathemat- 
ical calculation. As a gen- 
eral rule when measuring 
MPG, I slowly fill the tank 
on a level surface and stop 
after the first time the pump 
clicks off. When_I do this the 
numbers at least come close 
to the computer readout. 

For most of my first 20 
years of driving, I cannot 
remember ever having a 
problem with my car’s 
belts. making noise like 
my current Hyundai. Sud 
denly, in the last few years 
the belts squeal, no matter 
how much they are tight- 
ened. I have even had the 
belts changed but it still 
happens, more so with the 
A/C and defroster turned 
on. What’s going on here? 

I have found that if the 
drive belts and the belt ad- 
justment or tensioner are 
good, the belts should be 
silent. One area that is of- 
ten overlooked is the align- 
ment of the belts. A good 
technician will usually take 
a straight-edge and check 
for proper pulley alignment. 
In addition some Hyundai 
models have had a problem 
with crankshaft pulley fail- 
ing causing a squeal that 
sound like a loose belt. 

I found out six months 
after purchasing my Chevy- 
rolet Cruze when I got a 
flat tire the car didn’t have 
a spare — only a spare tire 
repair kit. I’m certainly 
capable of changing a flat 
tire if the car had a spare 
tire. I cannot help but feel 
I should have been told 
about the. fact that there 
was no spare tire included. 
In addition, I live in a very 
rural area and having no 
spare could be a very seri- 
ous issue. Thank you for 
letting me vent about this. 

Some of these spare tire 
kits will work okay if it is 
just a simple puncture, but 
if you hit a curb or pothole 
and damage the tire a spare 
tire kit won’t work: Here at 
AAA we keep a listing of 
vehicles that may not have 
a spare tire when requesting 
road service. At last count, 
the numbers were over 100. 
My suggestion would be to 
buy a spare tire and keep it 
in the trunk instead of the 
repair kit some cars come 
with. Although a spare tire 
takes up room and adds 
weight, knowing the spare 
tire is there would make me 
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feel better about what would 
happen if I got a flat tire. 

My 2012 Ford Fusion 
has only 32,000 miles. Over 
the last couple of months, 
I noticed the driver seat is 
losing support and lumbar 
support is fading. Jt feels 
like I’m sitting in a hole 
and the driving position 
has become awkward feel- 
ing to me. After an hour 
or so of driving, my back 
starts to hurt. I went back 
to the dealer and they 
agreed the seat was sagging 
but didn’t offer a solution. 
I have tried a couple dif- 
ferent design cushions but 
none are working. Can you 
please recommend any so- 
lution other than trading 
it in and dealing with sub- 

stantial loss? ; 
If the seat-isn’t under 
warranty, I would contact an 
automotive upholstery shop 
and see about getting the 
seat rebuilt. Adding heavier 
foam should improve the 
seat’s support and make 
your Fusion comfortable to 
drive again. Even purchas-* 
ing a lumbar cyshion or back 
support may help. Nearly 
anything you try should be 
far more cost effective than 
taking a loss on a trade in. | 
I was recently listening 
to your radio program on 
line and heard you talk 
about Mitsubishi cars as a 
best kept secret. Why did 
you say this, and are these 
cars and SUVs any good? 

Mitsubishi for a period 
of time seemed like it was 
going the way of Suzuki 
and Saab but that may be 
changing. I have driven 
several Mitsubishi products 
and found most to be quite 
good. They may not be up to 
Toyota or Honda standards 
but considering the very 
comprehensive —__ warranty 
makes them a good value. 
Recently, Nissan has invest- 
ed heavily in Mitsubishi and 
should provide the neces- 
sary money and engineering 
to produce more interesting 
and varied models. 

My son who is in mid- 
die school is thinking of a 
career in auto mechanics. 
Do you think this is some- 
thing he should pursue? 

I think there will always 
be jobs available for quali- 
fied automotive technicians. 
In fact, in some cases, a mo- 
tivated student can go out in 
the real world of work and 
make a good living without 
a mountain of college debt. 
At this point I would en- 
courage you and your son to 
look at regional vocational 
schools and see what they 
have to offer. Once your son 
completes high school he 
can look into certificate pro- 
grams or colleges that offer 
associate degrees in auto- 
motive technology. Depend- 
ing on the programs these 
programs are in partnership 
with various auto makers 
which can offer addition 
certifications and benefits. 


I am considering pur- 
chasing either a BMW 2 
series AWD convertible 
or an Audi A3 convert- 
ible and was wondering 
how these cars would be 
in the winter? Do you even 
recommend a_ soft-top 
convertible living in the 
Northeast? 

Owning a soft-top in 
New England can be a chal- 
lenge especially if you don’t 
have a garage. That being 
said, my wife has had a 
convertible since 1999. You 
just need to accept the fact 
that. you need to be careful 
with snow removal and face 
the possibility that the top 
won’t last as long as the car. 
The BMW and the Audi in 
this Category are very close 


---matches and should perform 


well. My one suggestion 
is to use four winter tires. 
Several years ago, I drove a 


“Audi with performance tires 


in cold weather and the han-. 
dling was terrible. The same 
car with winter tires com- 
pletely changed its char- 
acter. With winter tires the 
car handled well and more 
importantly stopped quicker 
with far more control. 

Lately, when I bring 
my 2005 Prius in for an 
oil change, they ask if I 
want the high mileage 
oil change or a regular 
oil change. The cost dif- 
ference between regular 
oil and “high-mileage” is 
about $20. My question is, 
do these high mileage oils 
make a difference and is it 
worth the extra cost? 

At first I thought high- 
mileage .oil was nothing 
more than marketing hype. 
After doing some research 
and talking to oil company 
representatives there seems 
to be a benefit. The high 
mileage oil has additives that 
help preserve and renew en- 
gine seals, reduce smoking, 
slow oil leaks and remove 
sludge build up. Your ques- 
tion: are these oils beneficial 
and is it worth the extra cost, 
maybe? As engines age, the 
seals will start to dry up and 
the additional additives may 
prolong the engines overall 
life. 

We purchased a new 
2017 Honda CRV three 
weeks ago. After a few 
weeks of driving my new 
vehicle (I had a CR-V 
for 10 years previous) I 
noticed an issue, when 
slowing down to approxi- 
mately 15-20 MPH and 
then accelerating there 
is about a one second de- 
lay before the car moves. 
It doesn’t happen all the 
time. When I went to the 
dealer they couldn’t find 
anything wrong. I suspect 
it has something to do with 
the transmission. Have 
you heard of this problem 
and are there any recalls 
for this issue? 

I road tested the Honda 
CR-V with the CVT trans- 
mission when it first came 


out for 2015 and wasn’t 
wild about CVT (continu- 
ally variable transmission). 
For 2017 the turbo-charged 
engine seems to be a better 
match to the CVT. At this 
point try to stay in touch 
with the dealer and docu- 
ment when you seem to 
have the problem; noting if 
the car is hot or cold, going 


-uphill, temperature of the 


day and even how much fuel 
is in the car. All of this could 
help the dealer identify a po- 
tential problem. 

_ Trecently bought a 2015 


Subaru Outback and am 


amazed to discover that 
the door windows do not 
clean off exterior moisture 
when rolled up and down. 
I consider this a hazardous 
condition and unlike any 
other car I’ve ever owned. 
Subaru (both the dealer 
and corporate customer 
service) readily admits 
this ‘characteristic and told 
me the window seals are to 
keep out wind noise. I was 
also told there was no fix 
available for this, and that 
I should wipe the windows 
to get the moisture off. 
This is a safety issue, what 
can I do? 

The seals on the doors 
are not designed to squeegee 
the windows. Now certainly 
in some vehicles this may 
happen but that is not what, 
these seals are designed for. 
Keeping a squeegee in the 
car can make quick work of 
cleaning off morning dew 
as well as light frost. It is 
he driver’s responsibility to 


make sure the windows are’ 


clear. 
I have a chance to buy 
a 2005 Suzuki Verona 


with 78,000 miles on it. 
The price is really cheap 
but it has a check engine 
light on. The owner told 
me he already replaced 
one oxygen sensor which is 
expensive and was told it 
has a total of four oxygen 
sensors. My question is al- 
though this car runs well 
is it worth taking a chance 
with a car that they don’t 
make any more since I’m 
assuming the parts could 
be scarce? 

The problem may not be 
the oxygen sensors. I have 
seen many times that the 
oxygen sensors get replaced 
when the problem is some- 
thing else. At this point a 
good technician will use 
a scan tool not just to read 
codes but to look at all of the 
computer data. Even though 
Suzuki is no longer import- 
ing cars, repair information 
is still available. Replace- 
ment parts may not be avail- 
able locally but most are 
available easily online. 

I have a 2012 Subaru 
Outback with approxi- 
mately 57,000 miles on 
it. I had an emissions 
problem and had to have 
an exhaust gas recircula- 
tion valve replaced which 
was covered under war-

ranty. The dealer told me 
I have to have the engine 
cylinder-heads replaced at 
a cost of $4,100. Does this 
seem excessive? 

At five years old and 
57,000 miles replacing both 
cylinder heads seems very 
unusual. Over the years 
some Subaru. models have 
had issues with cylinder-_ 
head gaskets leaking. The 
cost is about average with 
the cylinder heads costing 
about $650 each and it will 
take about 15 hours labor 


_ to swap all the parts and in- 
- stall the new cylinder heads. 


I would ask the dealer why 
the repairs are needed and if 
Subaru can assist in the cost 
of the repair since the en- 
gine warranty is five years 
and 60,000 miles (which- 
ever comes first). 

Like most people when 
I receive a new registra- 
tion sticker for my license 
plate I stick it over the old 
one. My wife who is far 
neater than me wants me 
to take off the old sticker 
before putting on the new 
one. Is there an easy way 
to take off 10 years of old 
stickers? 

I would start with a heat 
gun and carefully heat the 
old stickers and try to get un- 
der them with'a hard plastic 
scrape. Once the stickers are 
removed you can clean the 
glue off with some “Goof- 
Off’ or WD-40. Remove 
any trace of the cleaner and 
then put on the new sticker. 

Tm thinking of trad- 
ing in my car for a newer 
model, are there things I 
can do that will improve 
the trade in value without 


spending too much extra 


money? 

There are several things 
you can do. Start with a 
thorough cleaning, fol- 
lowed up with touching up 
the paint followed by wax- 
ing to improve the overall 
shine. The interior should be 


- vacuumed and any . strains 


removed from the carpet or 
seats. If you are a smoker re- 
move the ash tray and clean 
it completely and spray the 
‘interior with an air freshener 
that encapsulates rather than 
covers up any smells (Fa- 
breeze is one). Top off any 
fluids and only change those 
that are very dirty. Clean up 
the tires, wheels as well as 
inside the trunk. Spending an 
afternoon and a little money 
on cleaning supplies will 
certainly improve the trade 
in value. Keep in mind the 
more work you do, the less 
time the dealer will heed to 
get the car ready for resale. 
For the dealer time is money 
and that may be reflected in 
the trade in price.

Smelling-Salt Bottle  --- 
Smelling salts have been 
used to revive someone 
who is feeling faint or has 
lost consciousness since 
the days of the Romans. 
But it was not until the 
18th century that smelling- 
salt holders became fash- 
ionable. Smelling _ salts 
(ammonium carbonate and 
water) release an ammonia 
gas that irritates the inside 
of the nose and causes rap- 


id breathing. This means 


more oxygen is inhaled: 
Ammonia was made from 
shaved deer horns in an- 
cient times and often was 
called “spirit of hartshorn.” 
Victorians often used per- 
fume with the smelling 
salts. 

The smelling-salt holder 
was opened and waved 
near the nose of the trou- 
bled patient. Many of the 
bottles were curved. Some 
were made of decorated 
metal and worn as part of a 
necklace. Some just looked 
like small saltshakers. A 2 
5/8-inch marbleized glass 
“shaker” made of light 
blue and milk glass with a 
threaded cap sold for $293 
at a Norman Heckler sale 
in Connecticut. It probably 
was made in Boston about 
1850. 2

Section 12.24.038 — Authority, Duty and Enforcement 

A. The Chief of Police shall have ultimate responsibility for all matters pertaining to Mari- 
time Homeland Security, Maritime Law Enforcement, and shall serve as the Harbormaster 
and shall have the power and duty to enforce the provisions of this chapter and Massachu- 
setts General Laws, Chapters 90B, 91 and 102. 

B. Police Maritime Law Enforcement responsibilities shall include, but not be limited to the 

patrolling of Quincy Waters, the administration and enforcement of city ordinance, and all or- 
dinances, statutes, and laws applying to the waters of Quincy which he or she is authorized 
to enforce, and render assistance to persons, boats and mariners in Quincy Waters for the 
protection of public welfare, public safety and property. 
_C. The Mayor may appoint, subject to the confirmation of the Chief of Police, Deputy 
Harbormasters and Assistant Harbormasters, who are sworn members of the Police Depart- 
ment. The Deputy or Assistant Harbormaster shall be subject to the direction and control of 
the Chief of Police and shall have the power and duty to enforce City Ordinance and Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws, Chapters 90B, 91 and 102. 

D. The Chief of Police has the authority to enforce this City Ordinance and regulations 
adopted pursuant hereto; G.L. Chapter 60B: Excise on Boats, Ships and Vessels in Lieu of 
Local Property Tax; G.L. Chapter 90B: State Boating Laws; G.L. Chapter 91: Waterways; 
G.L. Chapter 102: Shipping and Seamen, Harbors and Harbor Masters; G.L. Chapter 130: 
State Marine Fisheries Regulations; G.L. Chapter 131: State Inland Fish Regulations; CMR 
310: Department of Environmental Protection; CMR 320: Public Access Facilities; CMR 321: 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife; CMR 322: Division of Marine Fisheries; CMR 323: Division 
of Law Enforcement; and other icles laws and regulations, to the full extent permitted 
by law. 

E. G.L. Chapter 90B, G.L. Chapter 91 and G.L. Chapter 102 as amended from time to 
time shall hereby be incorporated into this City Ordinance by reference. 

F. ‘Sections 12.24.010 through 12.24.070 are to be enforced by the Harbormaster, As- 
sistant Harbormasters, and any police officer authorized to make arrests in the city. 

G. Violations of Section 12.16.010 through 12.16.070 shall, of each offense, be punished 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars. Al such fines shall be paid to the general fund of the 
city.

Taking Leadership 
Reins In 2018 


WwW: just a few short weeks from the start of a 
new year and with it will come new faces — and 
new leadership — for the city’s two legislative bodies: 
the city council and school committee. 

It appears that the next City Council president will 
be Ward 2 Councillor Brad Croall. 
Croall was re-elected to a fourth two- 
year term without opposition Nov. 
7. He will succeed Ward 5 Council- 
lor Kirsten Hughes. who became the 
second woman to serve as council 
president in 2016. The late Patricia 
Toland was the first woman council 
president. 

As for the vice chairperson of the School Commit- 
tee, Emily Lebo will take the gavel from Paul Bregoli 
who has served in that post the last two 
years. Lebo was elected to a four-year 
term and topped the school committee 
ballot in the November election. 

Both Croall and Lebo will be nom- 
inated and voted in to the leadership 
posts by their colleagues at their orga- 
nizational meetings in January. 

We are told that separate swearing 
in ceremonies will be held for the nine city councillors 
and the three school committee members elected this 
past fall. That’s because unlike previous inaugurations, 
the mayor will not be sworn in since Thomas Koch is 
at the mid-way point of his four-year term. 

The council ceremony will take place Monday, Jan. 
8 at 7:30 p.m. The school committee swearing-in will 
be held at the board’s first meeting of the new year on 
Wednesday, Jan. 10 at 6 p.m. in the Coddington Build- 
ing. 

Looking at the next city council and school com- 
mittee, you could say the more things change the more 
they stay the same. Out of the four new office hold- 
ers elected this past fall, three are not new faces to lo- 
cal government. In fact, two former school committee 
niemie will start their council terms while a former 

c councilor will sit on the school com- 
mittee. 

The only fresh face in government 
will be Anthony Andronico, a first- 
time candidate who won a seat on the 
school committee.

Here’s what we found: 

Councillor at-Large Noel DiBona 
won 20 out of 31 precincts enroute 
to topping the ballot with 8,839 votes 
in his bid for a second-term. DiBona, 
waging his third city-wide campaign 
in five years (elected to the school 
committee in 2013 and councillor at- 
large in 2015) won all 5 precincts in 
Ward 1 and Ward 3 and also finished first in 10 other 
precincts (Ward 2 Precinct 5, Ward 4 Precincts 1, 2, 
4 and 5; Ward 5 Precincts 1, 4 and 5 and Ward 6 Pre- 
cincts 3 and 5.) 

In the precincts he didn’t win, Di- 
Bona finished second — with the mar- 
gins just a few votes in some areas. 

Fellow incumbent councillor at- 
large Nina Liang — who was also re- 
elected to a second term — won five 
precincts. Those precincts, and the 
vote-difference over DiBona, were: 
Ward 5 Precinct 2°(8 votes), Ward 5 Precinct 3 (3 
votes), Ward 6 Precinct 1 (12 votes), Ward 6 Precinct 
2 (43 votes) and Ward 6 Precinct 4 (24 
votes). 

Former Ward 2 councillor Dan 
Raymondi, who finished fifth over- 
all and did not win an at-large seat, 
won five precincts: Ward 2 Precincts 
1, 2, 3, 3A and 4. Margins over Di- 
Bona were 13, 24, 7, 6 and 55 votes 
respectively. DiBona 
edged Raymondi i in Ward'2.Precinct 5 
by three votes. 

Anne Mahoney, who finished sec- 
ond in the at-large race, won one pre- 
cinct: Ward 4 Precinct 3 (15 votes 
over DiBona). 

Vote totals in the at-large race were 
DiBona with 8,839; Mahoney 6,994; Liang 6,773; 
Ward 1 councillor Margaret Laforest 6,273; Raymondi 
6,259 and Stephen Tougas 978. 

Citywide turnout was 26.22 percent as 15 692 vot- 
ers out of 59,841 went to the polls. Precincts with the 
highest turnouts were Ward 6 Precinct 5 (52.9 percent

or 1 276 out of 2,412 voters); Ward 1 Precinct 5 (47.59 


percent or 1,444 out of 2,404) and Ward 1 Precinct 4 
(42.23 percent or 967 out of 2,237.) 

The precinct with the lowest turnout was Ward 
4 Precinct 4 with 12.64 percent (240 voters out of 
1,899.) 

In the school committee race, Lebo was first with 
8,057 votes and won 22 precincts. She topped the 


school ballot in all of Ward 1, all of Ward 4 and Ward - 


6 and was first in Ward 2 Precinct 5, Ward 3 Precincts 
2,3,4 and 5; and Ward 5 Precincts 3 and 4. 

Gutro was second in the school race with 7,379 
votes and finished first in seven precincts: Ward 2 Pre- 
cincts 1,2 and 3A; Ward 3 Precinct 1 and Ward 5 Pre- 
cincts 1,2 and 5. 

Andronico won the third school seat with 4 866 
votes and won one precinct: Ward 2 Precinct 3 by a 
margin of three votes over Lebo. The pair tied for first 


in Ward 2 Precinct 4 with 160 votes each. 


Other vote totals in the school race were Mark Sau- 
ter (4,487), David Andrew Jacobs (3,889) and Geral- 
dine Manning (3,191). 

There were also three contested ward races on the 
Nov. 7 ballot. 

In the race for the 
open seat in Ward 
1, David McCarthy 
won all five precincts 
over Joseph Murphy. 
McCarthy __ polled 
2,471 votes to Mur- 
phy’s 907. Biggest 
margin was in Ward :

In Ward 6, the im- 
portance of winning 
Squantum — the pre- 
cinct with the high- 
est turnout — proved 
the difference in the 
contest between of- 
fice holder William 
Harris and challeng- 
er Herbert ‘Alie’ Shaughnessy. Shaughnessy won four 
out of five precincts in Ward 6 but Harris won the big- 
gest precinct turnout-wise, Precinct 5 panen to 
win by 136 votes. 

Shaughnessy built up a 100-vote margin over Har- 
ris winning by 39 votes in Ward 6 Precinct 1; 12 votes 
in Ward 6 Precinct 2; 34 votes in Ward 6 Precinct 3 
and 14 votes in Ward 6 Precinct 4. But Harris won 
Squantum (Ward 6 Precinct 5) by 236 votes with 738 
to Shaughnessy’s 502 to win the seat. 

The two biggest surprises on election night for many 
political observers were Mahoney and Liang. 

Mahoney finished fourth and Liang fifth (3,521 and 
3,095 votes respectively) in the Sept. 12 preliminary 
election but soared to second- and third-place finishes 
in the final election Nov. 7 to win at-large seats. One 
factor in their turnaround could be the surge in turnout. 
Some 6,964 more voter's went to the polls in the final 
election (15,692) compared to the primary (8,728). 
Those new voters were the difference makers in the 
at-large race. 

With their at-large wins it means political history 
will be made in January when the city council is seated. 
It will mark the first time that two at-large city council- 
lors in Quincy will be women: Mahoney and Liang. 

And for those who keep track of these things: 

Three ward councillors were re-elected without op- 
position Nov. 7.

~ QCAN Encourages City To Include Separation, 
Curbside Pickup Of Food Waste In Collection System 


The Quincy DPW recent- 
ly won a grant from the state 
that allows it to sell backyard 
composters for $25, half the 
previous, already discounted 
price. Whether you garden 
or just care about the health 
of our planet, I’d urge you to 
visit the DPW at 55 Sea St. 
weekdays from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. and get yourself 
one of these great devices — 
or buy one as a gift. 

I’m one of several mem- 
bers of Quincy Climate 
Action Network who use 
composters to process their 
household food waste, a 
practice that benefits both 
the city budget and the en- 
vironment. Quincy pays by 
weight for trash collection, 
so waste that doesn’t get col- 
lected saves the city money. 
Compared to land-filling or 
incineration, composting 
food waste also greatly re- 
duces the greenhouse gases 
that cause climate change, 
a major threat to life and 
property in our coastal com- 
munity. Finally, composting 
food waste yields a rich or- 
ganic fertilizer that plants re- 
ally love—and at no cost to 
the gardener. In my house- 
hold we’ve enjoyed organic 
vegetables for years, grown 
in our yard with our own 
homemade compost. 


_Of course, not everyone 
has the time or inclination 
for backyard composting. 
That’s why it’s also impor- 
tant. for the city to include 


_ separation and _ curbside 


pickup of food waste in its 
revamped waste collection 
system. 

For years, West Coast 


.cities like San Francisco 


and Seattle have provided 
residents with a separate 
bin for food waste, which is 
collected and then sent to a 
composting facility. Closer

No Vacancy Clause 
In Condominium Law 


The City Council received a proposed condominium 
conversion control ordinance minus a vacancy rate factor: 
that some view as critical to its success. 

Councillor Stephen J. McGrath, who chaired the special 
committee that studied the condo conversion problem, said 
that the vacancy rule was left out as part of a compromise 
between the tenant and landlord factions on the committee. 

“It was a-concession by the tenants,” he said. “In return, 
the landlords made the concession of giving nine months 
notice to tenants and two years notice to the elderly and the 
handicapped.” 

SNOW STORM COSTS CITY $60,000 

The weekend storm that dropped upwards of a -foot of 
snow on Quincy cost the city some $60,000, almost half the 
snow budget for the coming year. 

“In view of the money and manpower problems that the

Cheese Puff 


By MARIE 

There never seems to be enough side 
dishes during a holiday meal. I usually 
have at least three and I make some of these 
the day before. 

Today’s recipe is for a cheese puff — 
very easy and always enjoyed especially if 
you are a fan of sharp cheddar cheese. I 
found this recipe in a magazine recently and 
thought it would be a nice addition to any 
holiday meal. 


RECIPE 

¥% cup of water 

¥ cup of butter 
Pinch of salt 

¥% cup of flour 
2 eggs 

1 teaspoon of thyme 

1 teaspoon of black pepper 
¥% cup shredded sharp cheddar cheese 
(about 2 ounces) 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees. Either 
spray a cookie sheet or line sheet with 
parchment paper. 

Stir together the water, butter and salt in 
a sauce pan and simmer over medium high 
heat. Reduce heat to medium and whisk in 
the flour and stir vigorously until a paste- 
like dough forms and transfer dough to a 
bowl to cool. 

Beat in 1 egg, thyme and pepper with 
wooden spoon until egg is completely 
mixed. Add remaining egg and beat until 
completely incorporated. Set aside. 

Stir 2 tablespoons of cheese into the 
dough until combined. Scoop out teaspoons 
of the dough and set two inches apart on 
the cookie sheet. Top the balls with the re- 
served cheddar cheese. 

Bake until dough is puffy and lightly 
golden for about 15 minutes. (A nice feature 
of this recipe is that it can be made 3 days 


ahead and stored in an air-tight container.) . 


Black Bean Brownies

e 4-% cup coconut sap crystals (healthy 
low glycemic natural sweetener) or cane 
sugar 

¢ 4 cup organic good quality cocoa pow- 
der 

° 2 tsp vanilla 

¢ ¥ tsp almond extract 

¢ 4 tsp cinnamon 

¢ % cup organic dark chocolate chips (I 
like Sunspire brand) 

* 4 cup chopped walnuts, (if desired) 


Mix everything except chips in high 
speed blender until totally smooth. It may 
take a while. Then spoon into lightly oiled 
brownie pan and sprinkle evenly with chips. 
Bake at 325 degrees until set, but not over- 
done. It usually takes about 20 minutes, but 
check after 15 to see if center is set.

Place pasta on 
bottom layer and then layer with cream 
mixture and sprinkle with the mozzarella 
and other cheese. Keep layering until done.

Myths and_ half-truths 

persist in medicine. At 
times, all of us, even doc- 
tors and nurses may believe 
things that aren’t true or at 
least are unproven. 
Researchers from _ the 
Indiana University School 
of Medicine compiled a list 
of common medical beliefs 
embraced by physicians and- 
the general public. The re- 


sult is a list of medical and’ 


health myths that are ex- 
tensively repeated by doc- 
tors and in the media, all of 
which either are false or de- 
ficient of scientific evidence 
to support them. 

Here are a few medical 
myths that may astonish 
you: 

¢ Cold weather makes 
you sick. In studies of cold 
transmission, people who 
are chilled are no more like- 
ly to get sick than those who 
were not. It may be that in 
cold weather people tend to 
stay indoors, where germs 
are more likely to find you. 

¢ You lose most of your 
body heat through your 
head. There is nothing ex- 
traordinary about the head 


‘and heat loss. You will lose 


heat through any uncovered 
part of the body. 


¢ Milk makes you phleg- 


my. In one trial, volunteers 
were infected with the cold 
virus, and some of them 
drank a lot of milk as well. 
The density of the nasal se- 
cretions did not increase in 
those who drank more milk, 
nor was it correlated with 
cough of congestion. 

¢ Cracking your knuck- 
les will cause arthritis. 
Knuckle-crackers are no 
more likely to have arthritis 
than those who don’t make 
irritating popping sounds 
with their fingers. 

e Sugar makes kids 
hyper. Numerous _ studies 
have shown sugar doesn’t 
affect behavior, but most 
parents aren’t believers. In 
one study, parents were told 
their kids had sugar and they 
were more likely to report 
problem behavior, when in 
reality, the kids had con- 
sumed a sugar-free drink. 

¢ Food promptly picked 
up from the floor is safe 
to eat. Scientists have put 
the frequently-cited _five- 
second rule to the test. They 
discovered that food that 
comes into contact with a 
tile or wood floor does pick 
up large amounts of bacte- 
ria. However, food doesn’t 
pick up a multitude of germs 
when it hits carpet, but it 


does pick up carpet fuzz. 

¢ People should drink 
at least eight glasses of 
water a day. The study au- 
thors found several popular 


unsubstantiated recommen-. 


dations. The source might 
be a 1945 article from the 
National Research Council, 
part of the National Acade- 
my of Sciences, which noted 
that a “suitable allowance” 
of water for adults is 2.5 li- 
ters a day, although the last 
sentence noted that much of 
it is already contained in the 
food we eat. Existing stud- 
ies promote that adequate 
fluid intake is usually met 
through typical daily con- 
sumption of juice, milk and 
even caffeinated drinks. 

¢ We use only 10 per- 
cent of our brains. The 
belief that we use only 10 
percent of our brains has en- 
dured for nearly a century. 
The study authors found ref- 


- erences to this myth as early 


as 1907 and noted that it’s 
often repeated by people en- 
couraging the power of self- 
improvement. However, the 
researchers noted that evi- 
dence from studies of brain- 
damaged people, imaging 
and metabolic studies and 
other brain research demon- 
strates that people use much 
more than 10 percent of their

brains. Numerous types of 
brain imaging studies indi- 
cate that no area of the brain 
is completely silent or, inac- 
tive and detailed probing of 
the brain has failed to iden- 
tify the non-functioning 90 
percent. 

¢ Hair and fingernails 
continue to grow after 
death. Tne false claim has 


- been repeated in movies for 


numerous years. The truth is 
that the growth of hair and 
nails requires a complex 
hormonal regulation that 
ceases after the body dies. 
The reason for the long-held 
belief may be that dehydra- 
tion of the body after death, 
and subsequent shrinking of 
soft tissue, can produce the 
illusion of growth of hair 
and nails. 

¢ Shaving hair causes it 
to grow back faster, dark- 
er or coarser. This common 
belief is often reinforced 
when coarse stubble appears 
on the body subsequent to 
shaving. A 1928 clinical tri- 
al showed that shaving had 
no effect on hair growth, a 
finding confirmed by more 
up-to-date studies. When 
hair grows back after shav- 
ing, it gives the impression 
of being coarse because it 
doesn’t have the fine ta- 
per of unshaved hair. Also, 


it seems darker because it 
hasn’t been exposed to the 
sun like the previously un- 
shaved hair. 

¢ Reading in dim light 
ruins, your eyesight. The 
idea that dim light ruins eye- 
sight probably has its origins 
in eye strain. Poor lighting 
makes it difficult to focus, 
causes you to blink less and 
leads to dry eyes, particu- 
larly if you’re squinting. So 
reading in dim light is un- 
comfortable, but it doesn’t 
cause permanent damage. 

¢ Eating turkey makes 
people exceptionally 
drowsy. This myth stems 
from the fact that turkey con- 
tains tryptophan, an amino 
acid found in proteins and 
essential to the human body. 
Scientific studies show that 
sleep and mood are influ- 
enced by tryptophan. How- 
ever, turkey does not contain 
an extraordinary amount 


- of tryptophan. Chicken 


and beef contain about the 
same amount, and pork and 
cheese contain more trypto- 
phan per gram than turkey. 
Because turkey is consumed 
with other foods, absorption 
of tryptophan from turkey 
is minimal. The myth likely 
stems from the fact that most 
people feel drowsy after eat- 
ing a ee meal because

the body is using energy to 
digest food and blood flow 
and oxygenation to the brain 
decreases, and large meals 
in the United States usually 
occur around Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas, holidays 
during which turkey is regu- 
larly served. 

¢ Swallowed gum takes 7 
years to pass through your 
body. There is an ingredient 
in gum, called gum base, 
that is indigestible, but that 
only signifies that your body 
cannot extract nutrients out 
of it or dissolve it. In actual- 
ity, it passes through you in 
2-3 days. So if you swallow 
your gum, don’t worry. 

Though we’ve heard 
many of these medical mis- 
conceptions repeated for 
years, some medical myths 
endure no matter how many 
times they’ve been disprov- 
en.

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Ask Rusty: 
Computing 
Spousal Benefits

Dear Rusty: I read an article today, which talked about 
how one spouse’s benefits should be 50 percent of the other 
spouse’s and about something called a “spousal boost.” I do 


not make 50 percent of my husband’s Social Security ben- 


efit and am wondering if I qualify for this “spousal boost.” 
Signed: Feeling Cheated 

Dear Feeling Cheated: Oh, so many times I have seen 
written that “a low income spouse gets one half of the other 
spouse’s benefit,” or something similar to that. Unfortu- 
nately this is a very misleading oversimplification of So- 
cial Security’s spousal benefit rules. To illustrate, we need 
to start with a few definitions: First, all Social Security 
benefits start with an eligible worker’s Primary Insurance 
Amount, or “PIA.” The PIA is the amount that a worker is 
gets at their full retirement age (FRA). Retirement benefits 
(what,the worker gets) and spousal benefits (what a lower- 
earning or no-earning spouse gets) are both reduced if the 
benefit is started before full retirement age. 

For ease of discussion, let’s assume here that the husband 
is the higher-earning spouse (it could easily be the other 
way around) and that the husband’s PIA is $2,000. To show 
how. spousal benefits work let’s use a couple of different 
scenarios: © 

If the wife was a stay at home Mom who is not eligible 
for her own Social Security retirement benefits because her 
lifetime career was running the household, raising the. kids, 
and caring for elderly parents, she would get 4 of the hus- 

band’s PIA if (and only if) her spousal benefit started at her 
FRA. If it started any earlier than that it would be reduced 
to as little as 35 percent of the husband’s PIA if the spou- 
sal benefit started at age 62 and the wife’s FRA is 66. The 
portion of her husband’s PIA that the wife is entitled to is 
reduced by a fraction of a percent for each month before 
her FRA that the benefit starts. Example at age 62 with an 
FRA of 66: Instead of 50% of husbands PIA, wife gets 35 
percent, or $700 (instead of $1,000). 

If, instead, the wife is eligible for her own Social Secu- 
rity retirement benefits because she worked enough years, 
but she took some years off for family purposes and has a 
smaller PIA of $750, her spousal benefit is computed some- 
what differently. The wife’s PIA is compared to one half of 
her husband’s PIA to arrive at a “spousal boost” - an amount 
that will be added to her own retirement benefit if her spou- 
sal benefit starts at her full retirement age. In this example, 
half of the husband’s PIA ($1,000) minus the wife’s PIA 
($750) equals $250. If the wife’s spousal benefit starts at or 
after her full retirement age, the full $250 will be added to 
her own retirement benefit. But if her spousal benefit starts 
earlier, the $250 will be reduced by a fraction of a percent 
for each month taken early. - 

To illustrate: Taken at age 62 with an FRA of 66, the 
wife’s retirement benefit would be reduced by 25 percent 
for early retirement and she would get $562. If her spou- 
sal benefit starts (her husband starts his retirement benefit) 
when she is 66, the full “spousal boost” will be added to 
her reduced retirement benefit and her new benefit would 
be $812 ($562 plus $250). But if the spousal benefit starts 
before her FRA, say at age 65, the spousal boost will be re- 
duced to about $229 (about an 8.3 percent reduction) mak- 
ing her total benefit $791. Which is, again, less than one- 
half of the husband’s PIA. 

Essentially, a low-earning (or no-earning) spouse gets 
half of the higher-earning spouse’s Primary insurance 
Amount only if the spousal benefit starts at their full retire- 
ment age - otherwise it will be less than 50 percent. And 
this is why the blanket statement “‘a low income spouse gets 
one half of the other spouse’s benefit” is a very misleading 
oversimplification of how spousal benefits work.

Auditor Susan O’Connor 


told councillors the city - 


could tap into the sewer and 
water stabilization accounts 
for the roof work. because 
the garage houses sewer and 
water operations. 

Grazioso told councillors 
the sewer stabilization ac- 
count had nearly $3.3 mil- 
lion in it prior to their vote 
Dec. 4, and the water stabi- 
lization account had more 
than $1.1 million. The city 


also received certification 


for nearly $1.1 million com- 
bined in sewer and water 
free cash, he said. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci asked if the city 
had considered using the 
sewer and water free cash to 
lower sewer and water rates. 
In recent years, he noted, the 
city has appropriated free 
cash from the general fund 
to reduce the property tax 
rate. This year, for example, 
nearly $1.8 million in free 
cash went towards a snow 
and ice deficit payment that 
would have otherwise been 
charged to the tax levy. 

“We don’t use any of 
that frée cash to lower the 
rate like we do with the tax 
rate,” Palmucci said of the 
sewer and water enterprise 
accounts. “Is that something 
that can be done?” 

Chris Walker, the mayor’s 
spokesman, told Palmucci 
the administration could 
look into that possibility, but 
said it was important for the 
City to grow its stabilization 
accounts. 


* “That’s a key thing that 
the auditors look at, that the 
bond rating agencies look 
at, that our bond advisors 
look at — what we put in sta- 
bilization,” Walker said. “I 
think the water and sewer 
are getting there — we’re 
not there yet — and the city’s 
general fund is getting there 
but we’re not there yet.” 

In other business Dec. 
4, the council approved a 
resolution asking for an 
update on the $2.3 million 
citywide traffic and parking 
study that Quincy’s Traffic, 
Parking, Alarm and Light- 
ing (TPAL) Department is 
undertaking in partnership 
with AECOM, an engineer- 
ing firm. Koch had sought 
the study as part of his latest 
capital plan, and the council 
approved funding for it in 
October. 

Councillor Nina Liang 
introduced the resolution 
calling for an update on 
the study because the city 
has to apply for MassDOT 
complete streets funding by 
April 1. 

“The end goal now is 
to create a complete streets 
program package that we 
can then submit to the state 
to request some additional 
funds we do need to go 
ahead and put these fixes in 
and move them forward,” 
Liang said. 

“The upcoming dead- 
line we have is April 1, and 
while that sounds like a long 
ways away from where we 
are in December, it’s going 
to come very quickly.”

was important because of 
concerns he’s heard from 
residents regarding traffic 
brought on by new develop- 
ment in the city. 

“I’m on board with this 
resolution 100 percent be- 
cause these are some of the 
frustrations...with the de- 
velopment that’s going on 
here,’ DiBona said.

Governor Baker’s commit- 
ment and the Legislature’s 
support — we’re looking at 
a billion dollars worth of 
improvements to the Red 
Line.

Keenan 
said the T had looked into 
the idea but ruled it out be- 
cause of traffic on the Nep- 
onset Bridge. 

“As part of the mitigation 
package there will be a detail 
officer assigned to Neponset 
Circle to help with traffic, 
but even with that there are 
substantial delays in getting 
over the Neponset Bridge,” 
he said.

“In discussions with folks 
at a number of PTO meet- 
ings at different schools, the 
question comes up periodi- 
cally why Quincy still has 
a half day on Tuesdays,” 
he said. “I know there is no 
simple answer to it and it’s a 
little complicated.” 

The city’s elementary 
schools are dismissed at 
midday each Tuesday. Mid- 
dle School students have 
a half day two Tuesdays a 
month and the high schools 
have one each month. The 
afternoons are set aside for

A Pearl Harbor Remembrance — 2017

Back in the summer of 
1992 I was assigned to the 
sub base at Pearl Harbor for 
my annual training. While 
there my wife and I toured 
the Arizona Memorial, a site 
I will never forget. 

I was well aware of the 
story and history of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor on Dec. 
7, 1941 but I didn’t expect 
the emotion that overcame 


me when we stepped aboard ~ 


the Memorial. I knew that 


the 1962 Alfred Preise de- © 


signed structure straddled 
the remains of the ship, 
midship aft of the monu- 
ment, that the remains of 
the base of the number three 
turret jutted above the water, 
that the ship was the tomb 
of 1,102 sailors and marines 
killed that morning and that 
the hulk still leaked oil. 
What I didn’t expect, 
what shook me and brought 
me immediately into a deep 
somber reflection was the 


smell, a subtle, not unpleas- 
ant, but warm, familiar and 
comforting (to any sailor) 
smell... 

Ships have a very distinct 
subtle smell about them. It 
is universal, comforting and 
real. It’s the smell of the die- 
sel fuel. As I stepped on the 
deck of the Memorial, that 
subtle smell overwhelmed 
me with the realization that 
I was aboard a real ship and 
standing on the grave of real 
sailors, real marines. My 
guide told me my reaction 


of sudden somberness is 
universal. He motioned me 
over to the side and pointed 
to an approaching boat filled 
with raucous school children 
approaching. 

“Lieutenant, watch what 
happens when those kids 
step aboard,” he said. 

The launch docked, the 
noisy, boisterous kids leapt 
off, but as soon as they 
stepped on the Memorial 


‘they instantly were silent.

After analyzing the most 
recent housing data for Nor- 
folk County, Register of 
Deeds William O’Donnell 
expressed some concerns 
with regards to real estate 
sales and lending activity 
for the month of November. 

“November real estate 
sales, for both residential 
and commercial  activ- 
ity, were off by 3 percent 
from the previous year,” 


- O’Donnell noted. A total of 


1,512 property transactions 
were recorded versus 1,563 
in November 2016. 
“Additionally, the aver- 
age sale price of residential 
and commercial property 
for the month was $638,120, 
a 12 percent reduction year 
over year. Also, total sales 
volume, again for both resi- 
dential and commercial, was 
$619 million, a 9 percent 


decrease from November - 


2016. Clearly, the limited 
amount of available real 
estate inventory is having a 
drag on the real estate mar- 
ket in Norfolk County.” 
Statistics show the lend- 
ing market in Norfolk Coun- 
ty also declined last month.. 
“As we have seen for the 
last few months, the number 
of mortgages recorded dur- 
ing the month of November 
decreased by a significant 
28 percent,” O’Donnell 


said. “Also, the total volume : 


of mortgage financing, for 
both residential and com- 
mercial properties, came in 
at $1.1 billion, a 35 percent 
decrease year over year. 
“There is no question con- 


sumers are being cautious” 


when considering big ticket 
expenses. Furthermore, in- 


_ terest rates have crept up 


slightly, which have proven 
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disconcerting to many ho- 
meowners interested in pur- 
chasing a home.” 

There was one major 
piece of positive news in the 
area of foreclosure activity 
where a total of 13 fore- 
closure deeds were filed in 
November in comparison to 
19 filings in the same 2016 
time period. However, on 
the other hand, a total of 125 
Notice to Foreclose Mort- 
gage documents, the first 
step in the foreclosure pro- 
cess, were recorded versus 
only 52 in November 2016. 

“Frankly, the Notice to 
Foreclose Mortgage num- 
bers were disappointing,” 
O’Donnell said. “We must 
continue to bear in mind 
that foreclosure activity has 
a human face, even during 
these seemingly decent eco- 
nomic times. My office re- 
mains highly committed to 
partnering with the Quincy 
Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks South- 
em Mass, 508-587-0950 to 
help homeowners who have 
received a Notice to Fore- 
close Mortgage document. 
A third option is to contact 
the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Consumer Advo- 
cacy and Response Division 
(CARD) at 617-727-8400.” 

Homestead record- 
ings were flat with a total 
of 1,004 Homesteads filed 
in November compared to 
1,002 in November 2016.

Scott Alessandro, the 
PTO’s co-president, ad- 
dressed the school commit- 
tee on Dec. 6 during its open 
_ forum session, requesting 
_ that discussions be held on 
retiring the mascot, saying 
that it is offensive to Native 
Americans. 

The mascot is a carica- 
ture of Quincy dentist Dr. 
Allan Yacubian, a North 
Quincy High graduate and 
well-known benefactor to 
the city. Dr. Yacubian is of 
Armenian heritage. 

The mascot, created 60 
years ago when Yacubian 
was a student at NQHS, fea- 
tures a headband with feath- 
ers, stone hammer and a 
guide-on that some perceive 
to be a spear. 

Reading from a letter 
sent earlier in the week to 
School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro, Alessandro 
- said it is time that the dis- 
trict has a serious discussion 
on the issue. 

“We support students 
learning to value and re- 
spect each other’s equal 
uniqueness,” he said. “It is 
for these reasons, that we, as 
an organization, believe that 
actions are required for the 
current North Quincy High 
mascot.” ° 

According to Alessandro, 
the school committee in 
1993 voted to keep the mas- 
cot three years after the US 
Department of Education 
requested the district vol- 
untarily remove it. In 1995, 
Alessandro said the Boston 
federal civil rights office 
found the Yakoo to be of- 
fensive, but did not meet the 


criteria of eae a hostile 
environment.” 

“Today, we have a more 
informed understanding of 
what is appropriate for a 
learning environment,” he 
said. “While offensive, but, 
legal should not be the stan- 
dard for our district. In order 
for Quincy Public Schools to 
be a district where students 
and their needs are a prior- 
ity, we must ensure that all 
our messaging and actions 
are true to this mission. We 
at the Citywide PTO believe 
the current North Quincy 
High mascot does not live 
up to this ideal.” 

Alessandro outlined sev- 
eral steps his organization 
is proposing for school of- 
ficials take to address the 
matter. These include hav- 
ing administrators develop 
a timeline and _ strategies 
for inclusive discussions, 
teacher training of how to 
hold discussions in individ- 
ual schools, and have social 
studies teachers lead discus- 
sions with students on the 
perception of the mascot and 
if it “reflects the educational 
excellence, culture and in- 
clusiveness expected in the 
Quincy Public Schools.” 

Additionally, Alessandro 
requested that school offi- 
cials work with Visions, Inc.

“It’s part of the tradition of 
the people who play foot- 
ball.” 

Rodophele voiced frus- 
tration that an issue is being 
raised over the mascot. 

“I’m not sure what this 
attack is over,’ he said. 
“There are so many impor- 
tant things like MCAS and 
building new schools. I 
would be very disappointed 


_ if I lost part of the history 


we grew up with. Leave Mr. 


Yakoo alone.” 

‘Rodophele said. those 
railing against the mascot 
“are discriminating’ against 
Mr. Yakoo.” 

He asked the school 
committee to be open to the 
opinions of the Yakoo sup- 
porters. 

“We want him as our 
mascot,” Rodophele said. 
“‘l’'m a native of North 
Quincy. Mr. Yakoo is a na- 
tive of North Quincy and he 
belongs in North Quincy. I 
urge you not to listen to one 
organization of what their 
point of views are but listen 
to the point of views of ev- 
eryone in the city, especially 
those who actually graduat- 
ed from North Quincy High 
School.” 

Sherrie Ann Noble of 
Weymouth, a former Quincy 
resident, supported the posi- 
tion of the Citywide PTO 
that the mascot is offensive 
to Native Americans.

Mahoney said she has re- 
ceived numerous messages 
from residents both for and 
against the mascot.

Dear Dr. DeCristofaro and members of the Quincy 

School Committee: 
_ The Quincy Citywide Parents’ Council, also known as 
Citywide Parent Teacher Organization or Citywide PTO, 
embraces Quincy Public Schools’ mission to provide a safe 
and nurturing learning environment for students to achieve 
their individual maximum potential. We also support stu- 
dents learning to value and respect each other’s unique- 
ness. It is for these reasons that we, as an organization, be- 
lieve that action is required Piette. North Quincy High 
School’s current mascot. 

Citywide PTO acknowledges that the School Committee 
voted in 1993 to keep the mascot despite being asked three 
years earlier by the U.S. Department of Education to vol- 
untarily remove it. In 1995 the Boston office of the Federal 
Civil Rights Office found the mascot offensive but ruled 
that offensiveness did not equate a hostile environment. 
Today, we have a more informed understanding of what is 
deemed appropriate for our learning environments and what 
students, all students, need to be successful in school. Of- 
fensive but legal should not be the standard for our district. 


_ In order for QPS to be a district where students and their 


needs are the priority, we must ensure that all of our mes- 
saging and actions and all of.the symbols of our messaging 
and actions are true to this mission. Citywide PTO does not 
believe the current North Quincy High School mascot lives 
up to this ideal. 

Citywide PTO proposes the following steps to address 
the North Quincy High School mascot. Our desire to start 
this dialogue is not intended to discount or detract from Dr. 
Yacubian’s contributions to our city. We are also not passing 
judgment on the motivations or character of those involved 


in the creation, or support of, the mascot. We are sensitive 
to and understand the history and enthusiasm for the current 
mascot. We ask for the same sensitivity in understanding 
why we feel it is time for a change. 

Recommendations for School Committee and QPS 
Administration: Work with Visions, Inc. to explore how 
best to frame the discussions around the current North Quin- 
cy High School mascot. Develop a strategy and timeline for 
inclusive discussions in the appropriate Quincy schools and 
appropriate grade levels. Provide teachers and administra- 
tors professional development time to participate in plan- 
ning and to determine how best to hold these conversations 
in their respective schools. 

Recommendations for Quincy Public Schools: Since 
the North Quincy High School mascot represents not just 
North Quincy, but all Quincy Public Schools, conversations 
about the mascot should not be limited to North Quincy. 
QPS should provide opportunities for students at all Quincy 
schools to discuss the appropriateness. of the North Quincy 
High School mascot in a safe, non-judgmental atmosphere 
where differences of opinion are recognized, understood, 
appreciated, and utilized for the benefit of all. We invite the

Mahoney, a member 
for 12 years, and Isola, an 
eight-year member, both did 
not seek reelection this year. 
Mahoney will be serving on 
the city council starting in 
January after running a suc- 


cessful campaign this fall 


and Isola decided not to run 
again “for various reasons.” 

“Both have been so sup- 
portive in so many ways and 
have been the foundation of 
things you have done with 
class sizes, getting programs 
back and help with our busi- 
ness_ partnerships,’ said 
Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro. “All 
of this seemingly could be 
done because you worked 
sohard.” 

DeCristofaro noted Ma- 
honey’s work in champion- 
ing special education and 
supporting the -school de- 
partment’s budget. | 

“You strengthened so 
many of our relationships 
with QPAC (Quincy Parents 
Advisory Committee) and 
its families while supporting 
really a mountain of special 
education initiatives. ..mak- 
ing sure our special educa- 
tion students and adults get 
what they need,” he said. 

During the meeting, a 
video was played where Ma- 
honey and Isola spoke about 
serving on the committee. 

DeCristofaro noted Ma- 
honey: served or chaired 
on each of the committee’s 
subcommittees _ including 
the budget panel during the 
challenging economic pe- 
riod of 2010-11. 

A parent of three school 
children, Mahoney said she 
ran for the school committee 
because she “felt parents re- 
ally needed a voice.”

Gutro Hopes To Help Residents Navigate School System

After he joins the School 
Committee in less than a 
month, Doug Gutro wants to 
be able to assist those with 
questions about the city’s 
school system, just like 
he helped the residents he 
served on the City Council 
for the decade he spent rep- 
resenting parts of Quincy 
Center and Wollaston. 

Gutro, 52, won one of 
the three seats available on 
the School Committee in the 
Nov. 7 election, along with 
incumbent Emily Lebo and 
political newcomer Anthony 
Andronico; the three will 
begin their new four-year 
terms in January. The date 
for the swearing-in ceremo- 
ny is Wednesday, Jan. 10 at 
6 p.m. at the Coddington 
Building. 

Gutro is no stranger to 
city government. He was 
first elected the Ward 5 
councillor in 2001 and then 
in 2011 was elected to an 
at-large seat on the council, 
which he vacated in 2015 
to challenge incumbent 
Thomas Koch for mayor. 
In a recent interview, Gutro 
said he hopes those with 
questions or concerns about 
Quincy Public Schools will 
reach out to him. 

‘lm excited to learn 
and contribute. I hope peo- 
ple reach out to me if they 
have an issue or a concern,” 
Gutro said. “When I was a 
ward councillor I used to 
say I want to help people 
navigate city government to 
get answers or action, and I 
hope to do something simi- 
lar with the schools as one 
of six members of the school 
committee. 

“If anybody has a ques- 
tion or a concern within the 
school system, I want them 
to know they can call me and 
that I’ll try to get them an- 
swers or action. Sometimes 
people aren’t happy with the 
answer: but they appreciate 
you being responsive and 
being their advocate. I want 
to keep my ear to the ground

schools. I want to pop up at 
PTO meetings just to listen,

Gutro said his time away

two years let him spend 
more time with his sons —

Gutro said that time with his 
sons is part of what inspired 
him to run for a seat on the 
committee after Barbara 
Isola, a two-term incum- 
bent, announced she would 
not run this year. 

“After I stepped out of 
politics, off the City Coun- 
cil, you have an opportunity 
to sit back and take stock 
about some of the things that 
are important and you gain a 
little bit of distance and per- 
spective,” Gutro said. ; 

“T had the opportunity to 
spend a lot of quality time 
with my two boys, which 
has been terrific. I would 
say the fact that my children 
are in the school system was 
one of the most compelling 
reasons for me to consider it. 
Had there not been an open 


seat, I certainly wouldn’t

have run.” 

Additionally, Gutro said 
he has a love for the city and 
a love for local government. 

“I have a love for the 
city. My son Scotty’s mid- 
dle name is Quincy. I love 
local government too. My 
Master’s degree in public 
administration, I focused 
on state and local govern- 
ment,” Gutro said. “I got 
that more than 20 years ago 
and I had-known probably 
25 years agé that I had an 
interest someday in running 
locally.” 

Gutro said he enjoyed 
going door-to-door during 
the campaign and meeting 
the city’s residents. 

“It was excellent,” he 
said of his time campaign- 
ing. “I love to knock doors 
and meet people where they 
live. No surprise to me, peo- 
ple want to talk about the is- 
sues that are impacting their 
neighborhoods or concerns 
that they have in the city — 
like taxes or development 
or traffic.

School Committee purview. 
But I’m interested in those 
and you listen. 

“Most folks knew me, 
recognized me, knew the 
name, which was comfort- 
ing. It made for an easier 
start on the conversation, 
and then, just as I have to 
it’s explaining why 
are you choosing to run for 
school committee.” 

Gutro was grateful for the 
results of the Nov. 7 election 
and said he.was happy to 
see Lebo, who has spent six 
years on the committee, top 
the ticket. 

“I was grateful,’ Gutro 
said. “Emily has been a su- 
perb member of the school 
committee for a number of 
years. She’s somebody that 
I know and respect and so 
I felt happy for her that she 
topped the ticket. 

- “T felt gratitude that the 
voters of the city had the 
confidence in me to continue 
to serve. I was happy as you 


can be with the outcome.” 

Gutro said he has a loi 
to learn about the school 
system and he plans to take 
some time to learn from his 
colleagues and QPS leader- 
ship and teachers. 

“There is a lot to learn. 
I’m a good listener, but I ask 
questions as well. I'll prob- 
ably take some time to learn 
from my colleagues, to be a 
sponge to learn from the ex- 
perts — the superintendent, 
his team, the teachers,” 
Gutro said. 

“The Schoot Committee 
has what I think is a unique 
and exciting venue that the 
City Council doesn’t have, 
which is open forum... .this 
is an automatic mechanism 
at every meeting where ev- 
eryone can come up and 
raise an issue. That’s excit- 
ing to me — you get to hear 
each school committee 
meeting from the folks that 
have an interest in an issue 
or a concern.” 

Gutro does not have any 
proposals he hopes to ad- 
vance, but said there are 
several areas he is interested 
in learning about improving 
upon. 

“T am not naive enough 
to think that Doug is going 
to walk in with a laundry 
list of priorities and advance 
them,” he said. “A good 
doctor first diagnoses before 
he prescribes. When you 
go to the doctor you want 
somebody to really get a full 
understanding of the reason 
you’re there before they 
figure it out. There are a 
number of areas I have kind 
of an insatiable interest in 
learning about and improv- 
ing.” 

«Making sure the school 
system’s computers and 
‘technology. are kept up to 


date is one area of interest 
Gutro identified. He also 
wants to help make sure 
some schools aren’t left 
behind because their PTOs 
aren’t able to. raise funds as 
well as other schools’ PTOs 
can. : 

“T know the School Com- 
mittee just had a big presen- 
tation on computers and 
technology. That’s some- 
thing you have to be con- 
stantly vigilant on — ensur- 
ing that there is continuous 
investment and upgrades to 
technology and computers,” 
Gutro said. 

“Some schools might 
consider themselves have 
and others have-nots. Some 
have thriving PTOs, others 
just a small band of commit- 
ted parents that try to raise 
as much as that neighbor- 
hood can afford. 

“For the schools that are 
proficient in fundraising, 
they may have Chrome- 
books that they invest in. I 
think Wollaston School and 
Merrymount looked at that 
investment. But for some of 
the other schools that may 
not have that kind of money, 
what role should the city 
play in ensuring equity in 
some of those areas so there 
is not have and have-not 
neighborhoods.” 

He also identified school 
security as another area in 
which he has an interest. 

“Security is not some- 
thing you fix, it’s something 
you manage and stay vigi- 
lant on. I don’t just mean 
the physical security in the 
school buildings, although 
that’s super important. I 
mean security of kids, es- 
pecially around drug-abuse 
prevention programs and the 
scourge that that has on our 
city and our young people,” 


Gutro said. 

“We have two terrific 
DARE officers in Officer 
Sautter and Grazioso that 
do an exceptional job hitting 
the schools, but it just takes 
one temptation for one child 


to set them on a path. I hope © 


to understand that part of 
the curriculum and how we 
touch kids that way.” 

When asked about any 
future plans, Gutro said he 
is focused on being a su- 
perb member of the school 


board. 


“My ambition is to be 
hopefully a superb member 


of the school committee that 


is a good listener, that is ac- 
cessible, that is thoughtful 
and has passion and is driv- 
en by what he sees. because 
he’s a parent,” Gutro said. 

“That was a moment in 
my life two years ago where 
I wanted to pursue that (run- 
ning for mayor).and I had a 
good chance and there were 
issues, but you move on. I 
congratulated the mayor and 
I said ‘you’re mayor of my 
city, I wish you well, I need 
you to succeed.’ 

“T honestly didn’t spend 
a day looking back. I didn’t 
look at the numbers in every 
precinct of where I did well 
and where I did poorly. The 
voters spoke and I. respect 
the will of the voters. I don’t 
have an angle or a shred of 
animosity. I want the city 
council, I want to the school 
committee, I want the mayor 
to succeed. I love the city.” 

“My kids are in ninth 
grade and eighth grade,” 
Gutro added. “I have a win- 
dow here to be in the school 
committee as they: move 
up. through graduation and 
I want to relish that. I want 
the school system to be its 
best for my kids, but for ev- 
erybody’s kids.” 


Massachusetts RMV Takes Steps To Make 
More Customers Eligible For Online Transactions 


License Photos Can Now Be Used For 14 Years 


The Massachusetts Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles 
(RMV) is taking steps to al- 
low more customers the op- 
portunity to renew a driver’s 
license or ID card online. 
The RMV has extended the 
length of time a customer 
can use a license photo from 
9 years to 14 years which 
means more customers than 
ever are eligible for online 
renewals. 

In addition, customers 
will be eligible to renew 
their licenses or ID cards 
online for two consecu- 
tive renewal periods. This 
will result in approximately 
30,000 additional renewal 
transactions eligible to 
be processed online each 
month. With thousands of 
additional customers now 
eligible to conduct renew- 
als online, the amount of 
customers who must visit a 


service center will decrease, 
which will make in-person 
transactions more efficient 
for customers who do need 
to visit RMV service loca- 
tions. 

“The Registry is pleased 
to offer these helpful en- 
hancements to service op- 
tions that are currently avail- 
able to our customers,” said 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Erin Deveney. “We encour- 
age customers to conve- 
niently renew their driver’s 
license or MA ID card on- 
line if they are eligible to do 
sO, Saving a trip to a service 
center and perhaps avoiding 
holiday traffic too.” 

Licenses and ID cards 
will need to be renewed 
in person at RMV service 
centers or AAA locations 
(for AAA members) every 
third renewal period (once 
every 15 years). Custom- 


ers should also know that 
they don’t need to wait for 
the RMV’s birthday card re- 
minder to renew. They can 
go online and renew up to 
12 months in advance. 

To be eligible for online 
renewal, a customer’s li- 
cense/ID card photo must 
be less than 14 years old and 
must have been taken after 
the customer’s 21st birth- 
day. 

The RMV invites license 
and/or ID card holders to 
visit https://www.mass.gov/ 
how-to/renew-your-drivers- 
license to check their license 
status and renew online. 

Effective March 26, 
2018, the RMV is changing 
the way customers get and 
renew their driver’s licenses 
and ID cards. On that date, 


‘the RMV will begin to is- 


sue driver’s licenses and ID 


hal 


cards which meet the federal 
requirement for credentials 
which are REAL ID compli- 
ant. 

Massachusetts residents 
do not need a REAL ID un- 
til after October 2020, and 
will only need a REAL ID 
for air travel or to enter a 
US. government building. 
On October 1, 2020, the fol- 
lowing credentials will be 
accepted where REAL ID 
is required: a valid U.S or 
foreign passport, US. pass- 
port card, military ID, or a 
driver’s license or ID that is 
REAL ID compliant.

In a recent interview, An- 
dronico said he would like 
to see’ more dual-enrollment 
opportunities with Quincy 
College for Quincy students 
to help cut the cost of higher 
education for students who 
inténd to go to college after 
high school. 

“The big thing for me is 
I'd love to continue to part- 
ner with Quincy College 
with their dual-enrollment 
courses,” Andronico said. 
“Coming out of this system 
myself and deciding that 
college was for me, I know 
how expensive it can be to 
go down that path. I think 
that by offering more dual- 
enrollment courses with 
Quincy College you could 
significantly decrease your 
college tuition bill and that 
will help all Quincy fami- 
lies.”

Andronico said he de- 
cided to run for School 
Committee this year — his 
first time running for office 
— because he has long been 
interested in giving back to 
his hometown and because 
of his time working at the 
non-profit Mass Insight. 

“T grew up in Quincy and 
my family has lived here 
for four generations now. 
I’ve always been interested 
in giving back to Quincy. 
When I went to college at 
Emmanuel College I stud- 
ied American government. 
It’s something I always been 
really interested in. When 
I had my local government 
class, our research project, 
we had to pick a city or 
town to do it on and I picked 
Quincy and I focused on the 
downtown redevelopment,” 
Andronico said. 

“My first job out of col- 
lege was for a company 
called Mass Insight. Part of 
the work they did focused 
on education and closing the 
achievement and opportu- 
nity gap in Massachusetts. 
I ultimately left that job but 
I still enjoy doing that type 
of work. I thought that run- 
ning for School Committee 
would be a great way to 
combine my own interest 
in Quincy and the education 
work.” 

Andronico had no cam- 
paign experience, but previ- 
ously interned at the State 
House in the constituent 
services office under Gov. 
Charlie Baker. He was there 
in the winter of 2015, when 
the Bay State experienced 
record-breaking snowfall. 

“I worked in the constitu- 
ent services office in the State 
House for one semester — it 
was an internship — and that 


‘was the first [year] of Bak- 


er’s term,” Andronico said. 
“So during Snowmageddon 
I was taking all the phone 
calls and trying to address as 
many concerns about that or 
regarding MassHealth, the 
Health Connector and get- 
ting people up to speed on 
all those issues.” 

Andronico said he en- 


is ve 


joyed campaigning this year 
and being able to meet so 
many people across the city. 

“Tt’s hard, hard work. You 
think you know everything 
that goes into it — you’ve 
got to be out there everyday, 
you’ve got to be making 
phone calls — but actually 
getting to do it, it’s tough, 
tough work, but it was also 
very rewarding and not just 
because I won,” Andronico 
said of campaigning. 

“IT got to meet so many 
great people. I got to recon- 
nect with old friends. There 
were so many people that I 
had played baseball with or 
tee-ball with growing up or 
soccer that I got to recon- 
nect with. I got to reconnect 
with their. parents. It was re- 
ally nice to do that and see 
what the city is really made 
of across every single pre- 
cinct. That was fun.” 

Andronico said he was 
humbled by his win on Nov. 
4; 

“T think it really goes to 
show the work my team put 
in with phone calls and just 
with direct mailers to get the 
message out there,” he said. 
“I was big on social media 
— as a younger person that’s 
just sort of my thing. 

“T’m just incredibly hum- 


bled that the city of Quincy 
has put their faith in me and 
I’m really looking forward 
to showing them that I tru- 
ly did deserve it and get to 
work for them.” 

In the days following the 
election, Andronico said he 
had spoken to committee 


- member Kathryn Hubley, 


Mayor Thomas Koch and

DeCristofaro. He also spoke 
with the three candidates 
who did not win seats in 
the election — David Jacobs, 
Geraldine Manning and 
Mark Sauter — and plans to 
keep in touch with them and 
champion their causes while 
on the committee. 

“Since the election I’ve 
been able to talk with Kathy 
Hubley to get up to speed a 
little bit on some things that 
are going on. I’ve talked 
with the mayor to see what’s 
going on with him. I’ve talk- 
ed to the superintendent and 
I’ve also talked to the other 
candidates who weren’t able 
to win election,” Andronico 


' said. 


“T do feel it’s really im- 
portant — especially for the 
individual that gets that last 
spot — to sort of be the voice 
for the other candidates that 
weren’t as fortunate.

Christmas Tree Stand — 


--- All the early Christmas 
trees were freshly cut from 
anearby forest. By the 19th 
century in America, the 
fresh trees were brought 
into a church or home and 
decorated. But it was a 
problem to keep the tree 
upright, and without water 
it quickly dried out and lost 
its needles. In 1876, a man 
in Philadelphia patented 
an iron tree stand, and by 
1919, a cone-shaped tin 
stand weighted with sand 
or water was being sold. 
But the stands were not 
large enough to hold ail the 
water needed, and that is 
still a problem for stands. 
The stands had to be heavy 
to keep the tree from tip- 
ping, so they were made of 
cast iron. Many were made 
with thrée legs that looked 
like tree branches. All had 
large screws that pierced 
the trunk to hold the tree in 
place. 

Collectors search for the 
iron stands made in un- 
usual shapes -- a Santa 
Claus, village scene or 
even a group of reindeer. 
They sell today for $250 
to $900. An unusual tree 
stand made of concrete 
shaped to look like a Santa 
Claus head was sold at a 
Bertoia auction in 2015. It 
was made to hold a feather 
tree and had a small con- 


‘crete cylinder attached to 


the back to hold the trunk. 
No water was needed. The 
11-inch-high stand, painted 
white and red as expected, 
sold for $118.

ANOTHER JOB WELL DONE 

On Friday, Nov. 11, at approximately 3:40 p.m., Offi- 
cer Robert Connell was dispatched to 495 Southern Artery 
(Stop and Shop) for a report of an unarmed robbery. Sgt. 
Buonaugurio and Officers Donnelly, Ruggiero, and Curley 
also responded to assist with the call. 

Dispatch gave a description of the suspect; a large bald 
white male with a gray sweatshirt, white t-shirt, and jeans 
with a backpack fleeing toward Roxie’s. Officer Connell in- 
terviewed the teller/victim who said that she works at the 
courtesy desk and stated that a man just passed a note which 
read, “Give me 10’s and 20’s and no one gets hurt.”

The suspect at this time was wearing a gray zip-up hooded 
sweatshirt, a white t-shirt and jeans. He was a large man, at 
6’4, with a graying beard and was carrying a blue backpack. 
Given that the descriptions were similar, the identification 
by the witness and the proximity to the store, the suspect, 
a 42 year old homeless man, was placed under arrest for 
unarmed robbery. 

When Officer Connell arrived back at the store, he in- 
terviewed a citizen who was manning the Salvation Army 
collection bucket just outside the front doors of the Stop 
and Shop. He stated he observed the suspect too. He de- 
scribed him as a male with a gray hoodie, grayish beard, and 
a shaved head, carrying a blue backpack with black chords 
as straps. He added the male walked by him three times 
and looked very nervous, each time saying, “What’s up Big 
Guy.” The fourth time he saw the suspect was when he saw 
the suspect run down the alley, almost in a sprint. He added 
the Police arrived at the store no less than a minute from 
when he saw the man flee. 

Detective Bagley responded to the store to collect video 
footage of the incident, which showed the suspect passing 
the note to the teller.

‘Scenes From Yesterday 


MERRY CHRISTMAS 
from QUINCY, MASS. 


Largest Christmas Tree in United States. 
85 feet high contributed by Retail Merchants. 


THIS 1934 POSTCARD is a view of the Christmas 
tree erected by.the Retail Merchants Bureau of the 
Quincy Chamber of Commerce. It was in front of the 
Granite Trust Bank building now home to a branch 
of the Bank of America at 1400 Hancock St. Two 
weeks before this tree was lighted a smaller tree was 
dedicated on the same spot, but it was toppled by a 
55-mile-per-hour gale. MIT engineers brought in to 
prevent a reoccurrence claimed this new 85-foot tree 
could withstand winds to 240 mph. The first 60 feet of 
the trunk, set firmly into the ground, was the boom 
from a derrick donated by the Swingle Quarry Co. 
It was capable of lifting 20 tons of granite. On top 
of the boom was attached a 25-foot real tree. Three 
hundred and twenty smaller trees salvaged from the 
collapsed tree were inserted into holes drilled into 
the boom to served as the lower branches. Six nearly 


one-inch thick cables secured the tree from all sides, 
and some 600 lights accompanied a large and small 
star that flashed alternately at the top. On the occasion 
of the tree lighting, a spectacular scintillator on top 
of the bank building threw a great fan of light in all 
colors more than a mile into the sky. Inside the bank 
the lobby and all the building’s windows were lighted 
each day with over 1,200 real vigil candles. Howard 
Johnson’s Restaurant was the store on the left at 
One Chestnut Street. On the right at 1402 Hancock

In The Fall Of 2019

The final steel beam of 
the new $59 million build- 
ing that will replace the cur- 
rent Sterling Middle School 
was hoisted into place Dec. 
14th during a topping off 
ceremony. 

The beam was _ signed 
by Sterling’s students and 
staff before it was lifted into 
place. An American flag 
and pine tree — symbol- 
izing growth and rebirth — 
adorned the beam. 

Construction of the new 
school began this summer 
and the topping off cer- 
emony marked the comple- 
tion of its steel frame. The 
school is set to open in the 
fall of 2019. 

The new school will be 
located on the same site as 
the present Sterling, 444 
Granite St., but set further 
away from the road. It will 
stand three stories tall, with 
only the top two floors vis- 
ible from Granite Street 
because of the site’s topog- 
raphy.

Healthy Twist To Twix Bar

My granddaughter, Hannah, baked to- 
day’s recipe for a cookie bar that looked and 
tasted just like a Twix candy bar — but she 
used healthy ingredients and you can barely 
tell the difference between the two.

1 teaspoon coconut oil 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 


In a bowl combine almond flour, eggs, 
coconut oil, maple syrup, vanilla and 1/4 
teaspoon of salt. Stir until combined and 
form into a ball. 

Place ball of dough between two sheets 
of parchment paper and roll into 1/8 to 4 


- inches. thick. Then use a pizza cutter or 


knife cut out the cookies into little rectan- 
gles about 4 inches by % inch and place ona 
baking sheet lined with parchment paper. 

Bake for 14 minutes until lightly browned 
on the bottom. Let cookies cool. 

In a food processor or blender com- 
bine pitted dates, honey, salt and’ vanilla 
and blend on high until smooth about 1 or 
2 minutes. ‘Once cookies are cooled place 
all of the date-caramel mixture into a pastry 
bag or‘a large Ziploc bag and cut’ dit of 
corner off. 
‘ Pipe the caramel into strips on the cook- 
ies and then ‘place them all in the freezer . 
to harden and cool for about 10 minutes. 
Place chocolate chips and coconut oil in a 
microwave-safe bowl and microwave for 
one minute. ° 

Stir about: 30 seconds until meltéd 
through.

The owner of a former 
specialty food store in Quin- 
cy Center hopes to find a 
new location where she can 
set up shop. 

Lisa Lamme owned, the 
Gypsy Kitchen, which sold 
wine, craft beer, condi- 
ments, crackers, cheese and 
meats, at 1241 Hancock St. 
for nearly 17 years before 
closing in May. Lamme told 
the city’s Board of License 
‘Commissioners Dec. 12 she 
hopes to find a new location 
in Quincy. 

“I have five realtors try- 
ing to help me,” she said. 
“I have looked at a lot of 
places.” 

Lamme said she found a 
location she liked but it was 
near a church that holds Al- 


coholics Anonymous meet- ~ 


ings and was concerned 
about having a wine store in 
the vicinity. : 

“I found a spot I kind of 


like but they have AA meet- 
ings there and they were a 


little weird about having a’ 


wine shop right across the 
street, so that was going to 
be an issue,” Lamme said. 

Lamme went before the 
licensing board Dec. 12 be- 
cause all stores and restau- 
rants with licenses to sell 
alcohol — both retail licenses 
and pouring licenses — are 
up for renewal. 

Health Commissioner 
Drew Scheele, the board’s 


chairman, said Lamme was - 


at risk of losing her retail li- 
cense because the store is no 
longer in business. Lamme’s 
attorney, Kyle Gill, said the 
Massachusetts Alcoholic 


Beverage Control Commis- — 


sion would allow the license 
to be renewed even with- 
out a location. The board 
agreed to continue the hear- 
ing on the Gypsy Kitchen’s 
license until its meeting this 
Tuesday, so members could 


get clarification from the 
ABCC. 

Scheele said he was 
hopeful Lamme would find 
a new location in Quincy. 

“Gypsy Kitchen has been 
there...almost 17 years. 
We’ ve never had any issues 
with her. She’s a good op- 
erator,” Scheele said. “We'd 
love to see her find a new 
location in the city.” 

In addition to Gypsy 
Kitchen, three restaurants 
are at risk of losing their al- 
cohol licenses because they 
are no longer in business. 
The board continued hear- 
ings on those restaurants’ li- 
censes for one week as well 
to seek clarification from the 
ABCC. 

The restaurants at risk of 
losing their licenses are: 

Iron Furnace, formerly 
located at 1495 Hancock 
St. Iron Furnace closed this 
summer and FoxRock Prop- 
erties, the city’s designated 


developer for the nearby 
Ross Lot site, has since pur- 
chased the building where it 
was located. FoxRock has 
not said what intends to do 
with the building. 

The Half Door, formerly 


located at 1516 Hancock 


St. The building that ‘once 
housed the pub has been 
demolished to make way 
for LBC Partners’ Nova 
Residences — a seven-story 
building with 171 apart- 
ments and 15,000 square 
feet of retail space now un- 
der construction. 

Wild Willy’s, formerly 
located at 588 Washington 
St. A Dunkin’ Donuts store 
— operating under the new 
beverage-focused Dunkin’ 
concept — will soon open in 
the space formerly home to 
Wild Willy’s, a restaurant 
that specialized in burgers.

Dear Rusty: I have tried to contact Social. Security many 
times but been.put on hold for over 40 minutes, received no 
call back, etc. Also, I tried to find out online at my S.S. ac- 
count, but got no answers to my questions so I’m hoping 
you can help. 

I served in the U.S. Navy from March 5, 1951 until Dec. 
2, 1954; with an Honorable Discharge for medical reasons. 
Looking at my Social Security earnings statement, I never 
received credit for my earnings while serving in the U.S. 
Navy in 1952, 1953, and 1954, and for 1951 I only received 
earnings credit for $120. In the Veterans Administration 


booklet “Federal Benefits for Veterans Dependents and 


Survivors” the following paragraph is on page 135: “non- 
contributory Social Security earnings of $160 a month may 
be credited to Veterans who served after Sept.15, 1940 and 
before 1957, including attendance at service academies.” 
Can you check and see whether I should get credit from my 
military earnings, and if my Social Security check should be 
$160 more than it is? Signed: Navy Veteran 


Dear Navy Veteran: First of all, thank you for your ser- 


vice to our country. Although military pay is now consid- 
ered taxable Social Security income, military earnings were 
not included as Social Security earnings prior to 1957. This 
is the reason that your earnings while in the Navy from 1951 
to 1954 aren’t reflected in your Social Security earnings re- 
cord, and thus may not have been included in computing 
your Social Security benefit amount. You can find out more 
about this in the Social Security publication “Military Ser- 
vice and Social Security” at this online link: https://www. 
ssa.gov/pubs/EN-05-10017.pdf. I suspect that your $120 of 
earnings for 1951 was for part time employment prior to 
you joining the Navy in March of that year. 

The information you quote from the VA booklet is con- 
sistent with Social Security’s publication referenced above, 
namely, “earnings of $160 a month may be credited to Vet- 
erans who served after Sept. 15, 1940 and before 1957...” 
Note that in the above referenced SS publication it also 
states that “In all cases, the additional earnings are cred- 
ited to the earnings that we average over your working life- 
time, not directly to your monthly benefit amount”. What 
that means is that in your lifetime earnings record, Social 
Security will give you earnings credit equal to $160/month 
during the years that you served and that will be included in 
your lifetime earnings record when they compute your So- 
cial Security benefit amount. It doesn’t mean they will add 
$160 to your monthly: Social Security benefit amount. For 
information, when Social Security computes your benefit 
amount, they use your 35 highest years of earnings, (adjust- 
ed for inflation). So if those 35 years of higher earnings used 
to compute your benefit were after you left military service 
in 1954, your years of military service wouldn’t have been 
part of the benefit calculatien formula. 

Your unfortunate experience trying to contact Social Se- 
curity for these answers is an excellent example of why The 
AMAC Foundation offers this alternative source of Social 
Security information to America’s seniors. Once again, 
thank you for your service. 

Essentially, a low-earning (or no-earning) spouse gets 
half of the higher-earning spouse’s Primary insurance 
Amount only if the spousal benefit starts at their full retire- 
ment age - otherwise it will be less than 50 percent. And 
this is why the blanket statement “a low income spouse gets 
one half of the other spouse’s benefit” is a very misleading 
oversimplification of how spousal benefits work.

Planning Board Permitting Authority For QMC Site 


Council Approves Zoning Code Change 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City councillors on Mon- 
day night approved changes 
to the city’s zoning code 
that will make the Planning 
Board, and not 4he council, 
the permitting authority for 
the Quincy Medical Center 
site and will also shrink the 
size of any development al- 
lowed on the property. 

The council approved the 
amendment to the city’s zon- 
ing code in a 7-2 vote, with 
Councillors Noel DiBona 
and Joseph Finn opposed. 
Mayor Thomas Koch will 
sign the changes into law, 
according to Chris Walker, 
his spokesman. 

FoxRock Properties, the 

_ North Quincy-based com- 
pany that purchased the for- 

- mer hospital in late 2016, 
is on board with the zoning 
changes, as is the Hospital 
Hill Neighborhood Associa- 
tion. Representatives from 
both spoke in favor of the 
amendment before Mon- 
day’s vote. — 

The Whitwell Street site 
is located in a planned unit 
development zoning dis- 
trict, which makes the City 
Council, acting as Quincy’s 
special permit granting au- 
thority, the permitting body. 

‘ The amendment approved 
Monday, which Ward 5 
~ Councillor Kirsten Hughes 
introduced in November,

makes redevelopment of a 
hospital site an allowed use 
in a PUD district subject to 
site-plan review by the Plan- 
ning Board. 

The change also reduces 
the height of new buildings 
allowed on site from eight 
stories down to- six stories 
and the floor area ratio — 
which determines how dense 
new construction can be — 
will be cut from 4.0 to 2.5. 
The changes also require 20 
percent of the site be kept 
as open space — Hughes 
had originally included a 10 
percent open space require- 
ment, but the number was 


~ doubled after discussions 


with the HHNA. 

Hughes said it is difficult 
for councillors to review 
PUD projects: because they 
are not allowed to be advo- 
cates for their constituents 
during the process and must 
consider only certain crite- 
ria when voting to issue a 
permit. 

“T have long been a sup- 
porter of taking the PUD out 
of the council’s hands,” said 
Hughes, whose district in- 
cludes the hospital site.

Residents and officials 
are supportive of a develop- 
er’s plan to convert a former 
Quincy Point car dealership 
into a shopping center, but 
balked at the size of the pro- 
posed signage for an urgent 
care clinic that would move 
into the site. 

FX/Harborlight plans to 
renovate the existing 18,000 
square foot building at 479 
Washington St. and convert 
it into a shopping center 
with four or five storefronts 
known as Point Crossing. 
The site, located at the in- 
tersection of Washington 
Street and Southern Artery, 
was owned by Tom O’Brien 
for 40 years until it was sold 
to the Prime Motor Group, 

The applicant has pitched 
to the Planning Board twice 


— first on Oct. 18 and again. 


on Dec. 13. 

Patrick Cleary, one of the 
developers, at the Dec. 13 
meeting said that the look 
of the proposed shopping 
center has been changed to 


allay concerns from board 


members about the exterior 
- of the building. Awnings and 
other design elements on the 
exterior have been changed 
to a darker shade of red than 


originally proposed, the de- _ 


sign of the fagade along Bea- 
con Street has been changed 
to include new stonework 
along the base of the build- 
ing and new lights, and ad- 
ditional plantings have been 
added around the perimeter 
of the site. 

Cleary said he hopes 
the look of the new shop- 
ping center would serve as 
a model for other properties 
along the Washington Street 


since 1959.

“Our intent has been to 
have this property serve as 
really the model for this cor- 
ridor,” he said. “We see this 
as the gateway into Quincy 
from the south and also to 
the south, and we think that 
this presentation — with the 
improved green space and 
color that’s added — hope- 
fully will be adopted by 
properties as you go to- 
wards the South Shore and 
you go towards the center of 
Quincy.” 

The developers also plan 
to reconfigure the parking 
lot to improve circulation. 
The site had space for up to 
132 vehicles when it was a 
car dealership; the proposed 
shopping center would have 
60 spaces, all properly sized, 
Cleary said. The number of 
curb cuts on site would be 
reduced to three — entrances/ 
exits on Beacon Street and 
Southern Artery and an en- 
trance only on Washington 
Street. A new curb would 
also be installed on Bessie 
Street, where currently there 
is none. 

Jeff Dirk, a traffic engi- 
neer for the applicant, said 
the developer had agreed 
to complete a traffic signal 
timing and phasing plan for 
the intersection of Wash- 


ington Street and Southern 


Artery, which he said will 
reduce delays. The devel- 
oper has also committed to 
conduct a road safety audit 
at the intersection and fund 
any short-term fixes the au- 
dit might identify. 
ConvenientMD, an ur- 
gent care clinic, would lease 
about 5,000 square feet of 
space in the new shopping

center. Verizon also intends 
to locate a wireless store 
on site to replace its former 
shop at 480 Southern Artery. 
The developers hope to find 
a bank to move into the for- 
mer showroom space — it 
would not be a full-service 
branch, but rather one that 
only offers products such as 
mortgages and loans. The 
remaining one or two ten- 
ants have yet to be identi- 
fied. 

The proposed signage on 
the outside of the urgent care 
clinic was a point of conten- 
tion at the Dec. 13 meeting. 

The developers are seek- 
ing a special permit for the 
sign, because it would ex- 
ceed the city’s size limits. 
The size of the sign allowed 
under the city’s rules is 80. 
square feet, but the develop- 
ers had initially sought per- 
mission for a 170-square- 
foot sign. The Planning 
Department had asked that 
the ConvenientMD sign be 


_ reduced to 100 square feet, 


but Cleary said the clinic 
has only agreed to reduce it 
to 140.5 square feet so far. 
ConvenientMD, he said, 
feels it needs the larger signs 
so ailing customers are able 
to quickly find the clinic. 

“Very often some of these 
folks are sick or hurt...and 
from operating other numer- 
ous other locations they have 
found that it is crucial from 
a public safety perspective 
to have signs that are a little 
bit larger than the norm for 
locations like this,” Cleary 
said.

to tap water. Quincy’s wa- 
ter is supplied by the Mas- 
sachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA), which 
was created in 1985. The 
water supplied to the City 
by the MWRA comes from 

the Quabin and Wachusett 
Reservoirs west of Boston. 
These reservoirs supply 
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water to 51 communities 
providing a combined 200 
million gallons a day of 
high quality water. MWRA 
water is monitored by a 
state-of-the-art system, 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week 
ensuring that it stays free 
of contagninants. Annual 
and monthly test results are 
posted on wWww.mwra.com. 
The MWRA tests over 1,600 
water samples per month, 
before reaghing household 
taps. 
With the support of May- 
or Koch the City Council 
approved a funding plan 
to replace all lead servic- 
es_ with copper utilizing a 
MWRA 0% interest loan. 
The City of Quincy. was the 
first MWRA Community to 
apply for the funding. To 
date, 104 lead services have 
been removed and replaced 
with copper. Due to the

A Job Well Done

On Friday, Dec. 15, 2017, at approximately 12:50 a.m., 
_ Officers Dwayne Goldman and Patrick Folan were dis- 
patched to the area of Sea Street and Darrow Street on the 
report of a possible hit and run 
motor vehicle accident. A caller 
stated there was a loud crash and 
when he looked out the window 
there was a street light lying on 
the ground. 

On arrival, the officers found 
a traffic light knocked over with 
pieces of it shattered in the street 
and on the sidewalk. There was 
a heavy trail of vehicle fluids 
leading from the point of impact 
down Sea Street. Officer Folan 
followed the fluid trail which 
ended on Manet Avenue behind the Atherton Hough School. 
He then observed a blue minivan with damage to the front 
end and windshield. 

Officer Goldman joined Officer Folan at the scene and 
they approached the vehicle occupied by a male driver and a 
female passenger. When asked where he was coming from, 
the driver said, “Pat Sheehan’s Pub in Quincy.” He added 
that he dropped off his friend at her friend’s house, pointing 
to the female passenger. When asked about the damage to 
his vehicle, the driver admitted that he was driving the van 
when “I hit something.” 

When asked if he had been drinking, the driver said that 
he had 5 or 6 beers. He said the van belonged to his roommate 
who is a cop. As the driver spoke, the officers could detect 
the strong odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from his 
breath and person. His speech was slow and slurred. When 
asked to produce his license, the driver fumbled with his 
wallet for several seconds before he located it. It then took 
another 10-15 seconds for the driver to retrieve license 
from the license pocket of the wallet. 

Officer Goldman asked the occupants if they suffered

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any injuries from the accident and they said they were fine 
and did not want any medical treatment. The officers asked 
the female who she was and she refused to identify herself. 
Officer Goldman asked the driver to step out of the vehicle 
and as soon as he did this, the driver stumbled toward the 
rear as he was very unsteady on his feet. He caught himself 
on the back of the van and immediately placed his hands 
behind his back as if under arrest. 

The driver had a large sheathed knife and a large heavy 
metal chain attached to his pants. Both items were seized for 
officer safety reasons. ~ 

Officer Goldman advised the driver he wasn’t under ar- 
rest and to-move away from the van. As he stepped away 
from the van, he placed his hands in the air and blurted out, 
“Please don’t shoot me. I know I’m white but don’t kill me. 
I know how cops are.” The officers found this statement un- 
usual since the dfiver had previously claimed the vehicle he 
was driving was owned by his roommate who is a cop, in his 
own words. Officer Goldman asked the driver if he would 
be willing to submit to some field sobriety tests to prove 
he wasn’t intoxicated. He immediately refused to submit to 
any tests. The Officers then advised him that based on his 
observations and statements made by the driver, that he was 
under the influence of alcohol and drunk. 

The driver, a 30 year-old Hingham resident, was then 
placed under arrest for OUI - liquor; reckless operation of 
a motor vehicle; and leaving the scene of a property dam- 
age accident.

Christmas Punch Bowl 
--- If you were getting 
ready for the traditional 
Christmas party in 1860s 
England, you might have 
been. searching the storage 
cupboards for the holiday 
punch bowl. Colorful, dec- 
orative majolica serving 
pieces were popular then, 
and George Jones made 
some of the best. Starting 
in 1866, he made covered 
dishes for cheese, game pie 
and even sardines. Special 
dishes were made for hon- 
ey, cake, oysters, butter, 
berries, biscuits or other 
foods. All were decorated 
with raised flowers, leaves 


or figures glazed in bright 


colors. Jones was joined 
by his sons in 1873, and 
the company name was 
changed to “George Jones 
& Sons.” George died in 
1893, the company was 
sold in 1929 and the name 
was changed by 1951. 
Early pieces are marked 
with the overlapping let- 
ters “GJ” in a circle until 


. 1873, when a crescent with 
_ “& sons” was added. Ma- 


jolica lost favor and was 
considered “kitsch” until 
about 1970, when it began 
to be used by decorators 
on the East Coast. Today, 
George Jones majolica is 
expensive. The amusing

ganizations and state agen- 
cies, will help strengthen 
law enforcement response, 
prosecution strategies and 
victim services in cases 
involving violent crimes 
against women. 

“The VAWA STOP Pro- 
gram is an essential com- 
ponent to our comprehen- 
sive strategies to ensure the 
safety of victims and to hold 
offenders accountable for 
their crimes,” said Polito. 

She extended apprecia- 
tion to the “amazing net- 
work” of law enforcement 

-and organizations in atten- 
dance for their “energy, com- 
mitment and talent in doing 
work to make our common- 
wealth a safer place.” 

Polito said the grants 


will help in reinforcing the 


work they are now doing in 
keeping victims informed 
of their options and so they

sure that safety net is ready 
to work for all the people 
needing our assistance,” she 
told the recipients. 

Polito noted that several 
police departments, with 
Quincy police taking the 
lead, last year developed a 
“response assessment tool” 
where officers, answering a 
domestic violence call, will 
ask the victim a specific se- 
ries of questions. 

“The information ob- 
tained from that individual 
can be used in court to hold 
the perpetrator accountable 
and also used to help that 
victim get the services he or 
she needs, find a safe place 
to live, and to find the sup- 
port needed to be safe and 
well,” she said. 

According to  Polito, 
Quincy police is putting the 
finishing touches on perfect- 
ing the initiative that will be 
used by police departments 
across the Commonwealth. 

“It’s. another way we 
are going to strengthen that 
safety net and give victims 
more encouragement to 
come forward and break out 
of their cycle of violence,” 
she said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch ex- 
tended appreciation to Gov. 
Charlie Baker’s adminis- 
tration for the funding and 
to the recipients, including 
DOVE, for their work in 
addressing domestic vio- 
lence, the opioid crisis and 
homelessness. He said all 
the agencies and organiza- 
tions play an important role 


‘in dealing with the issue. 
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DOVE (Domestic Violence Ended) Executive Director Sue 
Chandler explains that the grant awarded to her organization 
will allow staff to reach out and provide more services to do- 
mestic violence victims. 


“That’s the important 
stuff and government needs 
to get involved,” he said. 

Norfolk County District 
Attorney Michael Mor- 
rissey, whose office re- 


ceived the highest grant of 


$217,000, said the funding 
will go a long way in giving 
his office “the ability to ex- 
pand services and work with 
many of (the agencies).” 

He said that family, sex- 
ual and domestic violence 
cases are the most “compli- 
cated and dangerous.” 

“Victims are often under 
extreme pressure and trying 
to get an outcome that works 
and get people services is a 
challenge,” said Morrissey. 

He noted his office an- 
nually handles thousands 
of domestic violence cases, 
and that the Special Vic- 
tims Unit investigated 400 
cases last year involving sex 
crimes and violence against 
children, the elderly and dis- 
abled. 

“Working with commu- 
nity partners like DOVE 
makes our job easier,” said 
Morrissey. 

‘DOVE received a 
$68,500 grant that Execu- 
tive director Sue Chandler 
said “allows DOVE staff to 
reach out to those survivors 
and alert them to services 
available from DOVE. They 
may otherwise not know we 
exist. For these survivors, 
this outreach can be a life- 
line.” 

According to Chandler, 
DOVE first applied for the 
VAWA STOP grant in 2008 
and originally only worked 
with Quincy police when it 
was founded in 1978. 

“We have no better part- 
ner than the Quincy Police 
Department,” she said. 

Over the past few years, 
she said funding has al- 
lowed her organization to 
expand its partnership with 
Holbrook, Norwood, Ded- 
ham and Milton police de- 
partments. 

“We deeply appreciate 
the support of the Common- 
wealth through its adminis- 
tration of the VAWA STOP 
grant to support some of our 
staff time assisting survivors 
who come in contact with 
the police,” she said.

Chandler added that 
DOVE has a support system 


with health providers and 
state agencies. 

Undersecretary of Public 
Safety and Security Jennifer 
Queally praised the work of 
the recipients. 

“Your work is so invalu- 
able to the critical job of pre- 
venting domestic violence 
and providing assistance to 
survivors,” she said. 

According to Baker’s of- 
fice, the Violence Against 
Women Act was _ passed 
by Congress in 1994 and 
marked a turning point in 
the federal recognition of 
the extent and seriousness 
of violence against women, 
and solidified a commit- 
ment by the government to 
address the problem by pro- 
viding federal resources for 
the issue. 

Over the last four years,

nearly $10 million in VAWA 
«funds have been granted 
statewide to support domes- 
tic and sexual abuse victims 
and their families. 

In a_ statement from 
Baker, he said the VAWA 
Program allows partner or- 
ganizations “to implement 
innovative approaches to 
address the crimes of sex- 
ual assault, domestic vio- 
lence, dating violence, and 
stalking across the Com- 
monwealth: This funding is 
critical in strengthening the 
essential role that law en- 
forcement, prosecutors, and 
victim services profession- 
als play in cases of violent 
crimes against women and 
in making Massachusetts a 
safer state for all.” 

In April 2015, Baker 
signed legislation relaunch- 
ing the Governor’s Council 
to Address. Sexual. Assault 


and Domestic Violence. 

Last fall, the council es- 
tablished work groups in 
five priority areas identified 
by the council ‘and the ad- 
ministration: Response and 
Assessment; Housing Sta- 
bility and Self Sufficiency; 
Human Trafficking: Chil- 
dren; Prevention and Edu- 
cation; and Veteran/Military 
Families. 

Polito said the groups 
will be working throughout 
the year implementing their 
respective  recommenda- 
tions. 

She noted that last year, 
there were 19 deaths related 
to domestic violence. 

“Nineteen individuals, 
despite all work we are do- 
ing and how strong our 
Safety net is, fell through the 
cracks,” she said. “We know 
there is more work to do.”

Seasonal affective disor- 

der, or SAD, is a classifica- 
tion of depression that oc- 
curs during the same season 
each year. 

You may have SAD if you 
experienced depression dur- 
ing the last two winters but 

‘felt considerably improved 
in the spring and summer. 
SAD is occasionally called 
winter depression or sea- 
sonal depression. 

Anyone can experience 


SAD, but it’s more likely to’ 


occur in: 

¢ Women. 

¢ People who live far 
from the equator, where 
winter daylight hours are 
very brief. 

¢ People between the 
ages of 15 and 55. The risk 
of getting SAD for the first 
time decreases as you age. 

¢ People who have a close 
relative with SAD. 

Researchers aren’t sure 
what causes SAD. But they 
think it may be triggered 
by a lack of sunlight. The 
thought is that this lack of 
sunlight may: 

e Disrupt your “biologi- 
cal clock,” which controls 
your sleep-wake pattern and 
other circadian rhythms. 


Circadian rhythms are the 
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Seasonal Affective Disorder

24-hour cycles of physical 
and mental changes that are 
driven by your body’s “bio- 
logical clock.” - 

They are influenced both 


by issues inside your body 
and by things in your envi-' 


ronment, especially light. 
Your circadian rhythms af- 
fect your sleep-wake cycle, 
your body temperature, and 
other significant body func- 


- tions. 


¢ Cause dilemmas with 
serotonin, a neurotransmit- 
ter that affects mood. Neu- 
rotransmitters are chemicals 
produced by the nerve cells 
in the brain that convey mes- 
sages back and forth across 
the space between the cells 
(synapse). When the normal 
balance of these neurotrans- 
mitters is disrupted, head- 
ache,. dépression, or other 


mental health problems may 
develop. 
The _neurotransmitters 


that are thought to play a 
role in mental functioning 
are serotonin, norepineph- 
rine, dopamine, and gamma- 
aminobutyric acid (GABA). 

If you experience SAD, 
you may: 

¢ Feel sad, grumpy, 
moody, or anxious. 


¢ Lose interest in your 
routine activities. 

¢ Eat more and crave car- 
bohydrates, such as bread 
and pasta. 

¢ Gain weight. 

¢ Sleep more but still feel 
tired. 

¢ Have difficuity concen- 
trating. 

Symptoms of SAD come 
and go at about the same 
time each year. The majority 
of people with SAD start to 
have symptoms in Septem- 
ber or October and feel bet- 
ter by April or May. It can 
sometimes be hard to dif- 
ferentiate between SAD and 
other varieties of depression 
because many of the symp- 
toms are similar. To diag- 
nose SAD, your doctor will 
inquire if: 

¢ You have been de- 
pressed during the same sea- 
son and have gotten better 
when the seasons changed 
for at least 2 years in a row. 

¢ You have symptoms 
that often occur with SAD, 
such as being very hungry 
(especially craving carbohy- 
drates), gaining weight, and 
sleeping more than usual. 

¢ A close relative-a par- 
ent, brother, or sister-has

had SAD. 

Your health care pro- 
vider may order blood tests 
to rule out other conditions 
that can cause comparable 
symptoms, such as low thy- 
roid (hypothyroidism). Your — 
doctor may also conduct a 
mental health assessment 
to get a better idea of your 
emotional health status. 

Light therapy is the chief 
treatment for SAD. Medi- 
cines and counseling may 
also be beneficial. Experts 
think light therapy works 
by resetting your biologi- 
cal clock. It helps a good 
number of people who have 
SAD, and is simple to use. 
There are two types of light 
therapy: 

¢ Bright light treatment. 
For this treatment, you place 
the light box at a certain dis- 
tance from you on a desk 
or table, and then you sit in 
front of it while you read, 
eat breakfast, or work at a 
computer. 

e¢ Dawn simulation. For 
this treatment, a dim light 
goes on in the morning 
while you sleep, and it gets 
brighter over time, like a 
sunrise. 

Light boxes use fluores 
cent lights that are brighter 
than indoor lights but not 
as bright as sunlight. Ultra- 
violet lights, full-spectrum 
lights, tanning lamps, and 
heat lamps are not appropri- 
ate and should not be used. 
Light therapy is usually pre- 


scribed for a time span of 30 
minutes up to 2 hours a day. 

- The strength of the light 
and the length of time you 
have been doing the thera-. 
py, dictates the amount of 


therapy time. You may start - 


to feel better within a week 
or so after you start light 
therapy, however it is neces- 
sary to stay with it and use 
it every day until the season 
changes. If you fail to do 
this, your depression could 
come back. 

Antidepressant medi- 
cines have been successfully 
used to treat patients suffer- 
ing from SAD. They may be 
used alone or in combination 
with light therapy. The most 
common ones prescribed for 
SAD include: 

e Selective serotonin 
reuptake inhibitors (SSRIs), 
such as paroxetine (Paxil) 
and sertraline (Zoloft). SS- 
RIs are usually tried first. 

¢ Other antidepressants, 
such as bupropion (Well- 
butrin) and venlafaxine (Ef- 
fexor). 

If your doctor orders an 
antidepressant, be certain to 
take it the way it was’ pre- 
scribed. Stopping the medi- 
cine suddenly could cause 
side effects or exacerbate 
your depression. When you 


are ready to discontinue 


the medicine, your doctor 
can assist you with slowly 
reducing the dose to avoid 
problems.

Counseling may also 
have a role in treating sea- 
sonal affective disorder. Par- 
ticular modes of counseling, 
such as cognitive-behavior- 
al therapy and interpersonal 
therapy, can aide in learn- 
ing more about SAD, how 
to manage symptoms, and 
how to help prevent future 
episodes. 

There are many things 
one can do to help ward off 
the effects of seasonal affec- 
tive disorder Regular exer- 
cise is one of the best things 
you can do for yourself. Ob- 
taining more sunlight may 
help too, so it is beneficial to 
get outside to exercise when 
the sun is shining. Being 
active during the daylight 
hours, especially early in 
the day, may help you have 
more energy and feel less 
depressed. 

Moderate exercise is safe 
for most people. But it’s al- 
ways a good idea to talk to 
your doctor before you start 
an exercise program.

Social Security | 
COLA, Medicare Premiuris 


& Hold Harmless Provision

Dear Rusty: My wife and I got the annual notifica- 
tion of our Social Security earnings starting Jan 1, 2018. 
UNBELIEVABLE! I will get a gross COLA increase of 
$31 a month, but I will only get $6. The remaining $25 will 


’ go into the increase in Medicare. The last four years I got 


nothing in each of the years. It all went into Medicare. My 
wife in the last four years got no increase at all. It all went 
into Medicare. And guess what? Starting in January, all her 
COLA increase of $14 will go into Medicare. That makes 
five years in a row that she will get no raise at all! How can 
that be? Signed: Frustrated 

Dear Frustrated: I understand your anger and, if it’s any 
consolation, you are only one of millions of Social Security 
recipients who are caught in this dilemma. Social Security’s 
“hold harmless” provision states that your monthly Social 
Security benefit cannot go down because of an increase in 
Medicare’s Part B premium. That sounds good, right? And 
it generally is because few who collect Social Security can 
afford to have their benefit amount lowered. 

When the standard Medicare premium goes up as a re- 
sult of Medicaré’s rising costs, the Medicare premium for 
someone “held harmless” is kept artificially lower than the 
standard Part B premium. But there’s a catch in the provi- 
sion which says that while your monthly benefit can’t go 


down, any time your Social Security benefit increases for © 


any reason, all or part of that increase can be used to bring 
your Medicare premium up to, or at least closer to, the base 
Part B premium for the year. And that is what happened to 
both you and your wife; since the Medicare premium you 
were paying was lower than the standard 2018 premium, the 
2% COLA (cost of living) increase for 2018 was applied to 
your Medicare premium to bring it in line with the standard 
premium amount of $134. But your monthly Social Secu- 
rity benefit did not go down. Unfortunately that means you 
won’t see most or even all of the COLA increase because 
it’s applied to the Medicare premium you’ re paying to bring 
that i in line with the standard premium amount. 

About 70% of Medicare beneficiaties. are protected by 
the “hold harmless” provision because their Medicare pre- 
mium is paid from their Social Security benefit. Others, 
who pay their Medicare premium separately such as those 
not yet collecting Social Security after age 65, aren’t pro- 
tected and bear the full brunt of any increase to Medicare 
premiums. Those new to Social Security in 2018 will pay 
the full $134 premium (or possibly more if they exceed cer- 
tain income thresholds). For the record, the 2018 standard 
Medicare premium is the same as the 2017 premium. And 
while the standard premium didn’t increase, your Medicare 
premium in 2017 was $109 and your wife’s was $120 be- 
cause you were previously “held harmless”. But because of 
the 2% COLA increase this year, $25 of your $31 increase 
and all $14 of your wife’s increase went to Medicare, bring- 
ing you both up to the standard Part B premium amount of 
$134. 

I want to note that it’s not only COLA increases that can 
be applied to Medicare premiums. Social Security recipients 
whose status changes (e.g., switching from their own benefit 
to spousal or survivors benefits), may also be affected.

Gov. Charlie Baker 
signed into law a home rule 
petition granting Quincy 
College the ability to award 
baccalaureate degrees. Peter 
Tsaffaras, the college’s pres- 
ident, welcomed the news 
but said the school’s mission 
would remain unchanged.

conversation.” 

Noel DiBona, who voted 
against the measure, said he 
was concerned about losing 
federal funding if Quincy 
did become a_ sanctuary 
city. 

“IT took an oath over a 
year ago when I was first 
sworn-in as a councillor at- 
large. That oath was to obey 
the Constitution and to fol- 
low the rules and lawsof the 
land. I also made a commit- 
ment to protect the taxpay- 
ers of the city of Quincy,” he 
said. “We as a city depend 
on federal funding to help 
our taxpayers.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said he was preparing to 
submit to the City Coun- 
cil a bond order to pay for 
the Hancock-Adams Green 
and other park projects.

Mayor Thomas Koch 
introduced his proposed 
$299.43 million budget for 
the upcoming fiscal year —up 
$11 million from the current 
budget — including increas- 
es for the Quincy Fire and 
Police Departments as well 
as the city’s school system. 
The Fire Department’s bud- 
get would increase by $2.3 
million to $25.09 million, 
allowing the department to 


bring on the 27 firefighters 
hired in February. The Po- 
lice Department would get 
an extra $1 million, bringing 
its budget to $27.99 million 
and allowing a new captain 
to be hired, and the school 
system’s budget would be 
boosted by. $2.9 million to 
$101.67 million. 

Councillor Joseph Finn 
announced he -would not 
seek re-election in the fall. 
Finn was first elected to the 
council in 2001 and was its 
longest serving member at 
the time. 

“T can think of no greater 
privilege or honor than it has 
been to serve in this posi- 
tion,” he told his colleagues. 
“My life has been influenced 
by the wonderful, generous, 
committed men and women 
whom I have had the honor 
to serve with. My respect 
for all those who hold public 
office has grown immensely 
over this time.” 
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Mayor’s $27M Park Bond Approved 
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Sabath A. “Sam” Mele, a 
former Major League Base- 
ball player, manager and 
scout — and longtime Quin- 
cy resident — died at the age 
of 95. Mele made his MLB 
debut with the Red Sox in 
1947 and played for five 
other teams in his career. As 

- manager, he led the Minne- 

sota Twins to an American 
League championship. The 
Twins, in a statement, said 
Mr. Mele was an important 
figure in the franchise’s his- 
tory and “helped establish 
the importance of Major 
League Baseball across the 
Upper Midwest.” 

More than a dozen in- 
dividuals were honored at 
the Quincy District Court’s 
annual Law Day ceremony. 
Quincy police officer Tara

received the Mark S. Char- 
bonnier Meritorious Service 
Award for his investigation 
into the 2011 murder of 
Quincy resident Shui Keung 
“Tony” Woo inside his Ips- 
-wich restaurant. Christopher 
and Susan Eleey received 
the James R. McIntyre Hu- 
manitarian Award for their 
stewardship of the Quincy 
Youth Basketball League 
and DOVE Executive Di- 
rector Sue Chandler was 
presented the Rabbi Jacob 
Mann Social Justice Award. 

Barbara Isola announced 
she would not seek a third 
four-year term on the School 
Committee.

es, would stand seven sto- 
ries tall and feature 15,000 
square feet of retail space 
on its first floor. The second 
floor, with 36 units, could be 
converted into a hotel in the 
future if market conditions 
were favorable to doing so. 
Dan Bailey, an attorney for 
the developers, said after 
the meeting that demolition 
of the existing single-story 
commercial buildings on 
site — which LBC already 
owns — would commence 
shortly. 

The City Council unani- 
mously approved lowering 
the fundamental speed limit 
on most city streets from 30 
to 25 miles per hour.

Laura Martin, the former 
Norfolk County prosecutor 
“who -now serves as Mayor 
Thomas Koch’s substance- 
use - prevention coordina- 
tor, said the city was work- 
ing with Boston Children’s 
Hospital to create new cur- 
riculum for students focused 
on the disease of addiction. 

“Just like kids learn 
about the dangers of smok- 
ing in school, they’re going 
to hopefully start learning 
- about the dangers of sub- 
stance use,” she said. “If we 
catch them at an early age, 
hopefully we can prevent a 
lot of them from going down 
that line.” 

The City Council unani- 
mously approved Quincy’s 
$229.42 million budget 
for fiscal year 2018. The 
council’s finance commit- 
tee reviewed Koch’s bud- 
get proposal during a series 
of hearings in May, mak- 
ing four cuts: three totaling 
$11,545 to personnel line 
items in the DPW budget, 
and $750 for a uniform al- 
lowance in the Fire Depart- 
ment’s budget. 

Thomas Corliss, a Quin- 
cy police lieutenant, was 
found guilty in federal court 
of 10 counts of mail fraud 
-and a:single count of fraud 
involving federal funds af- 
ter being accused of double 
dipping — collecting pay for 
his regular shifts that over- 
lapped with paid details on 
multiple occasions. The jury 
acquitted Corliss on two 
other counts of mail fraud. 
Sentencing was scheduled 
for September. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for Koch, said Corliss 
would be terminated fol- 
lowing his conviction.

Geary 
said the city was developing 
a plan to accommodate driv- 
ers displaced by the closure, 
which was expected to last 


up to 18 months. 

“That plan is in the pro- 
cess of being assembled,” 
he said. “That will be com- 
pleted certainly before we 
commence full construc- 
tion.” 

The council, in a separate 
vote, also approved the tak- 
ing of the buildings at 23-29 
and 31-39 Cottage Ave. by 
eminent domain for $3.5 
million, which was included 
in the $80 million bond. The 
city planned to demolish the 
two buildings, allowing for 
the replacement of a sewer 
line and the widening of 
Cottage Avenue to provide 
access to the new garage. 

The Planning Board gave 
its approval to a proposed 
$205 million . mixed-use 
project at the North Quincy 
MBTA featuring 610 apart- 
ments, 50,000 square feet of 
retail space and nearly 1,600 
parking spaces. The firms 
behind the project - Atlantic 
Development and Bozzuto 
Development — planned to 
begin construction on site 
sometime in 2018. The proj- 
ect was expected to take 
three years to complete. 

The School Commit- 
tee approved a. $105.9 mil- 
lion budget for the 2017-18 
school year, an increase of 
$3.3 million over the previ- 
ous spending plan. The new 
budget included funding

Both figures repre- 
sented increases over prior 
years.

Finn, who was first 
elected to an at-large seat in 
2001, opted not to seek re- 
election this: year. Laforest, 
first elected in 2009, gave 
up her Ward | seat in this 
year’s election to run for an 
at-large seat. 

Finn and Laforest re- 
ceived citations from the 
Massachusetts Senate, pre- 
sented by Sen. John Keenan 
and Rep. Bruce Ayers, at the 
Dec. 18 meeting. 

Keenan, who served with 
both Finn and Laforest when 
he was a city councillor, 
said they would be greatly 
missed. 

“Margaret was always a 
pleasure to serve with and 
I think she has set the stan- 
dard that other councillors 
now follow as far as what 
she does in community out- 
reach,” Keenan said. “She 
did a remarkable job of 
keeping all the residents of 
Ward 1 in tune to what was 
going on, and I say that as a 
resident of Ward 1.

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New Ordinance Requires 
Sober House Owners — 
To Register With The City 


OCTOBER 

A home rule petition in- 
troduced by four city coun- 
cillors would let the city 
require developers to pay 
into a special fund for traffic 
and parking improvements. 
Councillors Brian Palmucci, 
Brad Croall, Kirsten Hughes 
and Nina Liang introduced 
the measure, which was re- 
ferred to committee. As a 


home rule petition, the bill 


would require approval from 
the council, Mayor Thomas 
Koch, the state Legislature 
and Gov. Charlie Baker. 

“This would be a great 
opportunity for folks com- 
ing into the city getting the

Hughes also introduced 
a measure to create a spe- 
cial overlay zoning district 
in Wollaston Center meant 
to encourage mixed-use de- 
velopment inthe area.

Quincy Police DARE 
officer Don Sautter told the 
School Committee he and 
fellow officer John Grazio-

Sautter said the program had 
changed in recent years to 
focus more on life skills and 
decision-making.

and fewer apartments could 
be included in the final de- 
velopment. ~ 

Atlantic and Bozzuto pro- 
posed developing the site in 
three phases, with construc- 
tion taking place between 
2021 and 2030. MacKinnon 
said the first phase would 
need to include 300 apart- 
ments, but the second phase 
— in which the developers 
planned to include another 
300 apartments -— could 
wind up being entirely com- 
mercial space instead. 

The City Council ap- 
proved tax rates for fiscal 
year 2018 as recommended 
by Mayor Thomas Koch. 
The residential rate is set to 
decrease from $14.17 per 
$1,000 of assessed value in 
FY17 to $13.34 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, FY18. The 
commercial, industrial and 
personal property (CIPP) tax 
rate will also fall in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, from $28.71 
to $27.05. 

The value of the average 
single-family home con- 
tinues to rise, meaning the 
property tax bill will con- 
tinue to increase. The aver- 
age single-family home now 
has an assessed value of 
$429,900, up $32,000 over 
the past year, according to 
Colleen Healy, the chair- 
woman of the city’s Board 


of Assessors. The tax bill 


for the average single-fam- 
ily home will increase $97 
to $5,734.92, said Mark Ca- 


vanagh, the city’s director of 


municipal finance. 

The council unanimously 
approved a resolution ask- 
ing the Department of Con- 
servation and: Recreation

Ward 1 Councillor Marga- 
ret Laforest introduced the 
resolution and said the city

Koch introduced a mea- 
sure at a School Committee 
meeting asking the board’s 
policy subcommittee to con- 
sider extending the school 
day and eliminating Tues- 
day half days. 

“In discussions with folks 
at a number of PTO meet- 
ings at different schools, the 
question comes up periodi- 
cally why Quincy still has a 
half day on Tuesdays,” the 
mayor said. 

Quincy police Det. Tom 
Pepdjonovic, a 14-year vet- 
eran of the department, was 
struck by a vehicle while 
working a detail on the Fore 
River Bridge and rushed 
to Boston Medical Center. 
Pepdjonovic was expected 
to make a full recovery. 

The City Council, in 
a 6-3 vote, authorized the 
MBTA to enter into a lease 
agreement for the air rights 
at the Quincy Center T sta- 
tion with Atlantic Develop- 
ment and Bozzuto Develop- 
ment.

Mary and Helen, friends 
since high school - now in 
their 50s, have each experi- 
enced a steady upward spi- 
ral in their body weight over 


the past several years. 


Although they have been 
walking together several 
days a week and have suc- 
cessfully completed numer- 
ous diet plans, they can’t 
seem to maintain a healthy 
Even more 
frustrating, their weight, 
waist, and hips have all in- 
creased shortly after each 
diet program. 

Like many middle-aged 
adults, they asked them- 
selves “Why can’t we keep 
the weight off?” 

To help answer this ques- 
tion and support a healthy 
community, on Thursday, 
Jan. 4th, at 5:15 p.m., the 
Quincy College Exercise 
Science program led by Dr. 
Wayne Westcott will pres- 
ent the components of our 
Weight Loss/Weight Main- 
tenance Program.

If you are like seventy 
percent of American adults, 
are presently eating a low 
calorie diet to reduce body 
weight, then it is likely that 


_ you, too, have been on more 


than one diet plan and have 
experienced the plateau of 
diet and exercise. If so, you 
realize that dieting works 
pretty well for the short- 
term, but is rarely successful 
for permanent weight loss. 
Actually, more than ninety 
percent of successful dieters 
regain all of the weight they 
lost, and many even exceed 
their pre-diet body weight. 
There are two basic prob- 
lems with the low-calorie 
approach to weight loss. 


First, many people choose a 


~ diet program based on what 


is presently popular rather 


~ than a sensible nutrition plan 


based on reputable research 
studies. 

Most popular diet regi- 
mens require too little food 
consumption _ (especially 
too little protein intake) 
that results in rapid weight 
loss, but is accompanied by 
muscle loss and. metabolic 
rate reduction. These two 
undesirable consequences 
of inappropriate dieting are 
almost always responsible 
for program discontinua- 
tion and inevitable Weight 
regain. 

Second, like Mary 4nd 
Helen, many people decide 


_ to begin.a physical activity 


program, but don’t know 
how to exercise effectively 
to reduce their body weight, 
improve their body compo- 
sitign, increase their physi- 
cal fitness, and enhance 
their personal appearance. 
For example, they typically 
do too much aerobic activity 
that burns additional calo- 
ries, but, in conjunction with 
dieting, fosters even more 
muscle loss and metabolic 
decline. 

Most people do not real- 
ize that a major reason for 


fat gain is the 4 to-8 pound 


muscle loss and the 2: to-4 
percent metabolic slow- 
down that occurs every de- 
cade of adult life unless we 
do resistance exercise. This 
reduction in our muscle en- 
gine and energy utilization 
results in gradual but persis- 
tent increase in fat weight. 
Therefore, to counter this 
highly undesirable change 
in our body composition 
(less muscle and more fat), 
we need to perform regular 
resistance exercise that, re- 
builds our muscle, restores 
our strength, recharges our 
metabolism, and remodels 
our body. 

Quincy College Exercise 
Science Department’s recent 
research studies have clear- 
ly demonstrated that mod- 
erately decreased calorie 
consumption and increased 
protein intake coupled with 


a basic program of strength 
and endurance exercise is 
the most effective approach 
for reducing body weight 
and improving body com- 
position. Over a six-month 
period, our program _par- 
ticipants concurrently lost 
14 pounds of fat and added 
4 pounds of muscle, for an 
-18-pound improvement in 
their body composition and 
physical appearance. 

Even more impressive, 
over a nine-month mainte- 
nance (no diet) period, they 
continued to lose fat and add 
muscle for enhanced health 
and fitness. The exercise 
program was _§ relatively 
brief, approximately 40-50 
minutes, 2 or 3 days per 
week, divided equally be- 
tween strength training and 
aerobic activity. 

If you, like Mary and 
Helen, have experienced 
muscle ,loss, fat gain, and 
metabolic decline, you may 
want to consider a combined 
program of sensible nutri- 
tion and essential exercise 
such as the one that we have 
used in our research stud- 
ies. In addition to improv- 
ing their body weight and 
body composition, Mary 
and Helen should also ex- 
perience reductions in their 


- waist girth, hip girth, resting 


blood pressure, and blood 
glucose levels. 

There are few things in 
life as valuable as health 
and fitness, and there are 
few health and fitness pro- 
grams as effective as Quin- 
cy College’s extensively re- 
searched weight loss/weight 
management program.

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- Quincy Investigation Leads To 
Dozens Of Stolen Packages

The investigation into 
break-ins at fast-food restau- 
rants in Quincy and Taunton 
led police to find dozens of 
stolen Amazon packages 
that were delivered in time 
for Christmas. : 

Four individuals ~ were 
arrested and charged in con- 
nection with the break-ins, 
Attorney General Maura 
Healey announced Dec. 
20. The suspects allegedly 
smashed cash boxes and 
forcibly ripped away the 
safes from the restaurants. 
Healey said the stolen Ama- 
zon packages were found 
in one suspect’s home and 
were returned to the online 
retailer so they could be de- 
livered before the holiday 
weekend. 

“This investigation was 
the result of a strong part- 
nership between the At- 
torney General’s Office, 
Boston Police Department, 
Brookline Police Depart- 


ment, and the Massachusetts _ 


State Police,’ Healey said 
in a statement. “Through 
these efforts, we’re able to 
stop these break-ins and 
send dozens of holiday gifts 
home to families where they 
belong.” 

Jason Geddes, 29, of Bos- 
ton and Dharol Joyner, 33, 
of Boston, were arraigned 
Dec. 19 in Quincy District 
Court in connection with 
a break-in and theft from a 
Wendy’s restaurant in Quin- 
cy on Dec. 14. Both Geddes 
and Joyner were charged 
with breaking and entering 
a building in the nighttime 
to commit a felony, larceny 
over $250, possession of 
burglarious tools, malicious 
destruction of property and 
conspiracy (one count each). 
Both men pleaded not guilty 
to the charges, with bail for 
Geddes set at $15,000 and 
bail for Joyner set at $7,500. 
They are due back in. court 


on Jan. 16 for a probable 


cause hearing. 

While searching Joyner’s 
home, investigators uncoy- 
ered dozens of unopened 
Amazon packages and box- 
es addressed to customers 
in Greater Boston. Investi- 
gators believe that Joyner 
stole these packages while 
working a part-time job as a 
delivery contractor, Healey 
said. 

Edward Nugent, 55, of 
Weymouth, was arraigned 
Dec. 19 in Taunton District 
Court in connection with 
a break-in and theft from a 
Wendy’s restaurant in Taun- 
ton on Nov. 26. He was 
charged with malicious de- 
struction of property, break- 
ing and entering a building 
in the nighttime to commit 
a felony, larceny over $250, 


_ possession of burglarious 


tools, and conspiracy (one 
count each). He pleaded not 
guilty to the charges and 
was held on $10,000 cash 
bail and on a probation de- 
tainer for unrelated charges. 
Nugent is due back in court 
on Jan. 18 for a probable 
cause hearing.

Sewing Bird- Sewing was 


an important part of the life 
of a woman during the 17th 
and 18th centuries. There 
was no sewing machine; ev- 
erything was hand-stitched. 
Iron “grippers” sometimes 
were used to hold one end 
of the fabric while it was 
hemmed or embroidered. 
An improvement, the first 
“sewing bird,” was invented 
by Charles Waterman in 
1853. It was made of brass, 
iron or, later, steel. The tool 
was clamped to a table and 
the bird held the fabric taut. 
It acted like an extra hand. 

Improvements were added 
to this sewing tool, includ- 
ing emery balls to sharpen 
needles, spool holders, 
drawers, winding reels for 
thread, pincushions, thread 
cutters and clamps made 
in fancy shapes like dogs, 
snakes, cherubs or dolphins. 
Variations of the sewing tool 
continued to be made by 
Singer Sewing Machine Co. 
until the 1980s. The sewing 
machine was invented in 


_ 1854, but it took many years 


to sell enough machines so 
that the sewing bird was no 
longer necessary. Copies are 
made today mainly for col- 
lectors or as decorations. 
Early sewing birds some- 
times were given as love 
tokens. The groom-to-be 
gave a sewing bird to his 
future bride long before the 
wedding so she would think 
of him while she sewed 
her trousseau. An elaborate 
18th-century sewing bird 
made of brass and iron sold 
at a Skinner auction in 2016 
for $1,046. It had a feath- 
ered bird and a pincushion.

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Granite Trust Building Exterior Restored; Iluminated 


The Granite Trust Build- 
ing at’ 1400 Hancock St. 
has been the focal point of 
Quincy’s downtown since 
its construction by Theophi- 
lus King in 1929. 

When the City of Quincy 
was seeking broad support 
from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for its Master 
Plan in 2011, the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission 
(“MHC”) became involved. 
Among other stipulations, 
a commitment was made 
to the MHC by the parties 
involved to restore the exte- 
rior of the building as it was 
originally documented in 
early photographs found at 
the Quincy Historical Soci- 
ety and to light the top two 
floors of the building. 

The Mayor’s Office, the 
city solicitor, the Planning 
Department and the Quincy 
Historical Commission re- 
ceived the approvals nec- 
essary from the Common- 
wealth. Quincy Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company and 
private developers re-com- 
mitted to the importance of 
restoring the Granite Trust 
Building. Quincy Mutual 
sold the building to a devel- 
opment company controlled 
by Related Beal and Boston 
Andes Capital, both based in 
downtown Boston. Wessling 
Architects of Quincy was 
engaged to do a thorough 
analysis and plan for the 
building’s exterior. 

The new owners assured 
the City of Quincy that that 
plans for the restoration of 
the Granite Trust building 
would be honored. In the 


late summer of 2017 Acme 
Waterproofing Co. Inc. of 


_ Quincy and other contrac- 


tors began the work directed 
by Hasan Afzali, Vice Presi- 
dent - Construction for Re- 
lated Beal. Darcy Chella, 
Related Beal’s property 


manager in Quincy, assisted 
in coordinating periodic re- 
views of the work by the
